E nticed by $100,000 in prize money, 
and a chance to demonstrate the skills 
of their off-track Thoroughbreds, 341 
individual trainers entered 509 horses for 
the fifth annual Thoroughbred Makeover, 
presented by Thoroughbred Charities of 
America. 

The competition will take place at the 
Kentucky Horse Park Oct. 5-8. Combined 
with the National Symposium, the four-day 
event offers seminars, a sponsor fair, horse 
sale, as well as the Thoroughbred Makeover 
finale featuring the top three horses in 
each discipline and America’s Most Wanted 
Thoroughbred which is voted on by the 
audience. 

Created by Marylander Steuart Pittman’s 
Retired Racehorse Project, the Thorough¬ 
bred Makeover and National Symposium 
has expanded dramatically since debuting 
at Pimlico Race Course in 2013, where 26 
trainers in 10 riding disciplines performed 
on the racetrack. The event moved to the 
Kentucky Horse Park in 2015. Last year, 
300 horses were entered.

Competition is once again offered in 10 
disciplines: barrel racing, competitive trails, 
dressage, eventing, field hunters, freestyle, 
polo, show hunter, show jumper, and work¬ 
ing ranch. The trainers-amateurs, profes¬ 
sionals and juniors, in Western and English 
disciplines-hail from 38 states and two 
foreign countries (Canada and the United 
Kingdom). The category with the highest 
number of entrants is eventing, with 100 
horses training to compete. 

To be eligible, horses must have raced or 
had a published work after July 1, 2015, and 
must not have started training for a second 
career before Dec. 1, 2016. 

Statistics compiled by RRP on this year’s 
entrants reveal that 70 percent are geld¬ 
ings and nearly all the rest are mares; Penn 
National led all tracks where entrants last 


raced; about 50 percent are 5 years old or 
younger; 14 of the top-20 sires in 2016 are 
represented (including Tapit); and 26 per¬ 
cent raced more than 30 times. 

Seventy-nine Mid-Atlantic-breds were 
entered, led by 43 from Pennsylvania, fol¬ 
lowed by Maryland and West Virginia (13 
each), New Jersey (five); Virginia (three); 
North Carolina and South Carolina (one 
each). 

The “war horses” of the Mid-Atlantic- 
breds—those with 50-plus starts—are led by 
10-year-old Pennsylvania-bred mare Jackie 
G, a daughter of Partner’s Hero who made 
77 starts, won five times, and last raced Oct. 
3, 2015, at Mountaineer. She was entered in 
two disciplines, eventing and dressage, by 
Jennifer Cobb. Others are Easter Service (56 
starts, 11-year-old mare trained by Alison 
Chubb); Capital Fellow (55 starts, 9-year- 
old gelding trained by Elizabeth Abell) and 
Lightly Wound (53 starts, 8-year-old gelding 
trained by Tiffany Walker). 

Eight of the 79 Mid-Atlantic-breds 
never raced.

Songbird won 
13 of 15 career 
starts, with two seconds, and earned 
$4,692,000 after being purchased by 
Porter’s Fox Hill Farm for $400,000 at 
Fasig-Tipton’s Saratoga yearling sale in 
2014. She was unbeaten in four starts as 
a 2-year-old en route to a championship 
in 2015. Last year, she won seven of 
eight starts-coming up a nose short to 
champion older filly/mare Beholder in 
the Breeders’ Cup Distaff-Gl — to win the 
3-year-old filly crown. 

Songbird’s 2017 began with Grade 1 
wins in the Ogden Phipps at Belmont 
Park June 10 and Delaware Handicap 
at Delaware Park July 15. At Saratoga, 
she was caught in the final 40 yards and 
beaten a neck by Forever Unbridled. 

Bred in Kentucky by John Antonelli, the 
daughter of Medaglia d’Oro won nine 
Grade 1 stakes. Porter plans to sell her at 
the Fasig-Tipton November sale Nov. 6. 

Died: Multiple timber champion 
and six-time Virginia Gold Cup winner 
Saluter, in August. The Virginia-bred, 
who had been retired at trainer Jack 
Fisher’s farm in Monkton, Md., was 28. 
Bred by Rose Estes, Saluter made seven 
starts on the flat and two over hurdles 
(winning once at Philadelphia Park for a 
$15,000 claiming price) for trainer Dickie 
Small. Once linked up with Fisher and 
converted to timber, the son of Salutely 
and the Best Turn mare Curvie became a 
steeplechase legend. Owned by Virginians 
Ann and Henry Stern, Saluter won a 
record 21 American timber races, earned 
$429,489, won divisional championships 


in 1994, 1995, 

1998 and 1999. 

The big bay won 
the Virginia Gold 
Cup (a 4-mile race 
with 23 fences) 
for six consecutive 
seasons-1994-99. 
Fisher even took 
Saluter to England, 
where they won the 
1997 Marlborough 
Cup to claim the 
World Timber 
Championship 
and its $100,000 
bonus. In addition, 
Saluter won the 
International Gold 
Cup and Radnor 
Hunt Cup twice 
each and won the Virginia Hunt Cup (a 
timber race held at Montpelier) four times. 
A bronze statue of Saluter graces the 
winner’s circle at Virginia Great Meadow 
Racecourse, home to the Virginia Gold 
Cup. 

Approved: Funding to launch two 
research projects focused on the detection 
of illicit substances in Thoroughbred 
racing, the Racing Medication and Testing 


Consortium at its August meeting. The 
studies will focus on the detection of 
compounds called selective androgen 
receptor modulators, which have the 
potential to mimic anabolic steroid effects 
on tissues and improved screening of 
and confirmation sensitivity for EPO- 
stimulating agents administered in very 
small amounts (called micro-dosing) 
to obtain a blood-doping effect while 
avoiding detection. The RMTC board 
heard plans for the creation of a four- 
year grant program beginning in 2018 
to encourage tactical research into the 
detection and identification of illicit 
substances. The RMTC will pursue 
contributions from other industry groups 
and individuals to match funds provided 
by the RMTC. The funding level has not 
been finalized, but is expected to be at 
least $500,000. “We want this program to 
provide researchers a consistent funding 
source for these types of tactical research 
projects,” said RMTC executive director 
Dr. Dionne Benson. “This initiative will 
enable us to make significant advances in 
targeting emerging threats and developing 
new techniques to test for them-both of 
which are essential to effectively regulating 
our sport.”

For Delaware Park’s Mooney, 
racing’s in his blood 

The following is an abridged Doug McCoy story. Visit TheRacingBiy. com to read in its entirety. 

D elaware Park’s director of racing, John Mooney, has been involved in racing in 
the Mid-Atlantic region for almost 30 years and while he is a familiar figure on 
the grounds, many people don’t realize the rich and varied resume the Canadian 
brings to his position. 

The Mooney family’s racing heritage dates back some three generations. Mooney’s 
grandfather, J.D. Mooney, won the 1924 Kentucky Derby aboard Black Gold and later 
went on to be a successful trainer, conditioning the 1962 Canadian Horse of the Year 
Crafty Lace. 

John’s father John J. Mooney was one of the driving forces behind the reorganiza¬ 
tion of racing in the province of Ontario, working with the Ontario Jockey Club 
when that organization opened the “new” Woodbine Race Course in 1956. For 18 
years he served as first general manager and then president of the OJC and saw the 
Canadian International Stakes rise to take a place of prominence among the world’s 
top turf stakes. The great Secretariat won the International in his final race. The elder 
Mooney was elected to the Canadian Racing Hall of Fame in 1989. 

But neither of Mooney’s two familial predecessors in racing ever had to deal with 
the Mid-Atlantic’s cut-throat competition-both between racetracks and among 
tracks, casinos, and other types of gambling now widely prevalent. 

“We know we’ve got serious competition for the racing dollar,” Mooney said 
recently. “But we also feel if we can continue to give our horsemen a good place to 
stable, a good surface to race over, and a decent place for their help to stay, those who 
try Delaware Park will come back and race with us year after year.” 

It’s fair to say that Mooney’s background and family history give him a leg up in 
understanding what it is that horsemen value in a racetrack. 

William Rickman Sr. hired Mooney as general manager of Delaware Park, a post 
he served in for more than 10 years. When gaming came to the state Mooney moved 
on, but he returned to Stanton at the request of Bill Rickman Jr. to help with Dela¬ 
ware Park’s struggling racing program. 

If you visit the Delaware Park backstretch in the morning or go to the races later 
in the day and find yourself around the paddock or racing office, you can be sure 
you’ll see John Mooney at some point in time. He strolls the grounds daily, stopping 
often to speak with owners and trainers. His main focus, day in and day out, centers 
around racing, from the ground up. After all, it’s in his blood.

he story of Liz Currey Silva and Won 
Mugg started with a chance encoun¬ 
ter in a tack store around 15 years 
ago. Silva, then in her early 20s, had a 
small operation retraining off-the-track 
Thoroughbreds for eventing. While on 
staff at Bit of Britain, a local saddlery 
in Oxford, Pa., she was approached by 


trainer Wendy Kinnamon, who wanted to 
know if Silva knew of anyone who’d like 
a job galloping racehorses. 

“ME!!” Silva replied with a jolt. 

Kinnamon asked if Silva rode. Silva 
explained her eventing background. 

“Well, then you’re brave enough,” 
Kinnamon said. “Come on out.” 



And that’s how Silva started galloping 
racehorses. 

About a year into the gig, she was 
paired with a fretful, neurotic gelding 
sent to the Kinnamons by trainer Tracy 
Nunley. Full of quirks and idiosyncrasies, 
he needed farm life and a calm 
environment. 

Named Won Mugg, he belonged to 
Nunley’s father, John Porter, who had 
purchased him as a yearling for $7,000 at 
the 1999 OBS Winter Mixed Sale. Bred 
in Florida by Junior deLisser, Won Mugg 
was by top local stallion Jeblar, a son 
of Alydar. Dam Medieval Dawn was an 
unraced daughter of *Grey Dawn II. 

“At the Kinnamons we would groom 
them, take care of them, ride them, cool 
them out,” Silva said. “We did everything 
with them. I went racing with Mugg. I’d 
have to ride in the back of the van with 
him and put my arms around his neck to 
keep him from weaving, and he’d put his 
chin on my back. He was ridiculous. And 
I got so attached to him.” 

When Won Mugg headed south to 
Tampa for the winter with Nunley’s 
operation at the end of 2000, Silva kept 
tabs on him, hoping for a reunion the 
following spring. Instead, the horse was 
sent to Nunley’s Fair Hill barn. As it 
happened, Silva’s friend Lucy Emerick 
was working for Nunley then. Knowing 
how Silva felt about the horse, Emerick 
let her know that he was back. . . and that 
he was scheduled to run for a $3,500 tag 
at Penn National. 

“I went to the barn and talked to Lucy 
in the morning after I was done galloping 
at Delaware Park. Then I went home and 
got my horse trailer and all my cash; I had 
borrowed some money off my parents. 
And then I came right back and got him.” 

In the span of three years since Silva 
last saw him, Won Mugg had run at 
tracks up and down the eastern seaboard 
from Gulfstream Park to Meadowlands. 
When Silva and her cash transaction 
closed the curtain on his career, he had 
made 35 starts and recorded a record of 
2-7-3 with earnings of $69,568. 

Technically, Won Mugg was 
brought home as another project to be 
re-schooled and re-sold. At least that’s 
what Silva told her parents. Truth was, he 
was never going anywhere. 

Historically, the 17.1-hand bay had 
been a dreadful keeper. Throughout his 
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life, his caretakers always struggled to keep weight on him. Silva 
fought the same battle. 

“I tried everything to put weight on him. I didn’t ride him for 
almost a year after I got him,” she said. “It took him some time 
to adjust when he got to our farm—he thought that he’d been 
sold. But then every day he’d see me and he was always like 
‘You’re still here!’ It was so hard for him, but I spent a lot of time 
with him. He’s a very nervous, emotional horse.” 

When Silva was finally able to begin some re-education, she 
was encouraged by how much ability he had. A natural athlete 
who could “jump the moon,” he relished not only his new job 
but also the constant attention. He had done well at some small 
jumper shows and was preparing for his first event when the 
plan got derailed. While schooling on the flat one day, Silva 
noticed that he was having trouble with 10-meter circles to the 
left and wouldn’t pick up his left lead in the canter. 

“He’s a very cooperative horse, and he was panicking-so right 
away I knew something was wrong,” she said. “I know him too 
well.” 

A visit to Dr. Bill Riddle’s Cecil Veterinary Clinic in Port 
Deposit, Md., revealed aggressive arthritis, causing Mugg’s right 
ankle to fuse. Almost as quickly as it had begun, his second 
career was over. Silva continued to trail ride him a bit until it 
became clear that even that light activity was too much. He 
would end up so stiff the next day that she decided to retire him 
completely to a life of leisure on her parents’ farm. 

Set on 74 acres in Drumore, a pastoral hamlet in Lancaster 
County, Pa., Covenant Springs Farm is now home to three other 
horses Silva has brought home over the years. Won Mugg shares 
his paddock with his constant companion, a dark bay gelding 
known only as Frugal. Silva knows a bit of his story, but the dark 
mottling on his lip makes all but one number of his Jockey Club 
tattoo illegible. 

“We swear every year when he loses weight over the winter 
that Mugg is not going make it,” Silva said. “He’s just never ever 
been a horse than can carry weight. I would soak beet pulp and 
alfalfa cubes for him and he was eating 20 quarts of senior feed 
with every supplement under the sun—but no. That’s just him. 

He wasn’t gaining weight this summer with the grass, which 
he normally always does. So my dad started feeding him Calf 
Manna and now he’s dapples head to toe—which he’s never had.” 

Two grays grazing in the next field were former trainees of 
Silva’s employer, Graham Motion. Dr No (GB), a 5-year-old 
son of Aussie Rules, was owned by Prince Faisal Salman. After 
making six starts in England as a 2-year-old, he ran twice in the 
United States before being sidelined by injury and eventually 
retired. When word got around that Dr No’s owner was looking 
for a forever home for the gelding, Silva raised her hand. 

That hand shot up again last year when another of Motion’s 
former charges, Jane Peterson, became available. The daughter 
of Exchange Rate had channeled through the claim box, finally 
ending up with Greg DiPrima in New York. DiPrima thought 
enough of the mare to notify Motion’s office when he felt it was 
best to retire her. Now 6, Jane Peterson became the surprise 
Christmas gift last year for Silva’s 11 -year-old niece whose name, 
incidentally, is Alice Peterson. 

These days, Jane and Alice are inseparable—just like Won 
Mugg and Aunt Liz. ^

Big hurdles 
on the horizon 
for jump racing 

B ack when Steeplechase Times was a thing, 
we used to write like this. If the jump 
game needed a reminder, a prodding, 
a nudge, an awakening, Steeplechase Times 
provided it. Sometimes, people agreed. 
Sometimes, they went crazy. This time. . . 
I don’t know, but here goes. 

To put it simply, jump racing needs new 
ideas, new people, new horses, new racing 
opportunities. Going it alone with litde to 
no revenue from wagering, the National 
Steeplechase Association, its race meets 
and host racetracks somehow offer about 
$6 m illi on in prize money each year. 

That’s actually staggering when you think 
about it—what would flat racing’s purses be 
without wagering?—but total purses arent’ 
really the problem. Opportunity is. 

The game might not be for every horse, 
or every person but it’s part of the Thor¬ 
oughbred industry in the United States and 
needs to remain one-as the first second- 
career option for Thoroughbreds, as a link 
to our sporting past, as a proving ground 
for horsemen, as a way to protect thou¬ 
sands of acres of farm land and open 
space, as a vehicle to raise millions for local 
charities, as host to peerless community 
events in an era with too few of those. 


A limited autumn (nobody really likes 
the term fall) schedule will minimize 
opportunities for horses and people this 
year and looks to be a trend with the loss 
of race meets and host racetracks-pretty 
much all in the Mid-Atlantic. 

South Carolina’s storied Colonial Cup 
meet, founded in 1970 with the first 
$100,000 race in American jump racing, 
won’t run in November as organizers 
instead opted to focus on the more com¬ 
mercially successful Carolina Cup meet in 
the spring. North Carolina’s Tryon Inter¬ 
national Equestrian Center canceled its 
Sept. 30 date, taking another bite out of the 
opportunity cake. Next spring will race 
without Atlanta, which hosted racing for 52 
years. Several other meets have dropped 
off in the last five years. Independently, 
each had a singular reason. Collectively, 
they should be alarms-even in the face of 
good news like that new course in Tryon, 
N.C., a revival in Charleston, S.C., the 
potential of a rebuilt venue at Fair Hill in 
Maryland and several other ventures perco¬ 
lating around the country. 

But this year’s September, October and 
November racing schedule includes just a 
dozen stops. That’s not enough to sustain a 
sport-even if it’s highlighted by the mon¬ 
ster $800,000 card at New Jersey’s Far Hills 
Races Oct. 21. The limited chances to run 
are compounded by race meets piling up 
on the same weekends including two Oct. 
14, two Oct. 28 and three crammed into 
Nov. 4-5. Smarter scheduling would help, 
but that’s just part of the problem. 

Jump racing needs a way to generate 
purse money for its race meets, which raise 
about 80 percent of that $6 million via 
sponsorships, ticket sales and other contri¬ 
butions. Those meets must also maintain 
turf courses and run the rest of their busi¬ 
nesses on that revenue, with many also 
expected to raise money for a beneficiary. 
The formula works in a variety of ways to 
benefit an even bigger variety of people, 
but it can be a delicate balance. Horsemen 
want more prize money and additional 
races, while race meets battle the economic 
realities of selling tailgate spaces, sponsor 
packages and all the rest. 

Steeplechase horsemen should consider 
raising purse money. Yeah, I know, crazy. 
Currently, owners pay 2 percent of a race’s 
value to start, with fees waived for horses 


who finish worse than sixth. The fees fund 
the NSA office responsibilities such as 
entry coordination, horsemen’s bookkeep¬ 
ing, fence transport/maintenance, offici¬ 
ating and so on. If the fee increased to 3 
percent per start, with 1 percent aimed 
toward purses, $300,000 or more could be 
generated for purses to encourage new rac¬ 
ing opportunity. Half of that might have 
saved the Colonial Cup. The other half 
could fund seven $20,000 maiden races 
somewhere on the circuit. 

And here’s an even more radical idea. 
Revenue sharing. Far Hills, the Iroquois, 
the Virginia and International Gold Cups 
in Virginia and some other stalwart meets 
ride healthy business models and generate 
revenue for all stakeholders. As weird as it 
sounds, those meets should support racing 
at other venues. Far Hills is working toward 
a $1 million day in the not-so-distant future. 
That will be double what was offered in 
2012, and everyone involved should be 
saluted for the work (sidenote, if you’ve 
never been to Far Hills, go; it’s one of the 
world’s great days of racing). Of course, 
since 2012 the circuit has lost the Colonial 
Cup, Atlanta, Strawberry Hill, Stoneybrook 
and Block House meets and no longer races 
at Colonial Downs, Penn National, Suffolk 
Downs or Monmouth Park racetracks. 

Opportunities are the key here, not just 
higher purses. 

Raise money for additional racing 
opportunity, not just higher purse levels 
of existing races. The game needs more 
racing dates, more race meets, more races 
at individual meets, maybe even a second 
day for some successful parts of the circuit. 
Jump racing is already top heavy. Don’t 
make it more so. 

There are other options (wagering, a 
breeders’ fund, appealing to states with slots- 
fueled purse accounts, additional racetrack 
hosts. . .) and all should be considered. 

Finally, none of this means jump racing- 
which set a record for annual purses in 
2016 —should be avoided. Quite the con¬ 
trary, actually. Opportunity exists for new 
equine and human participants, right now. 
Your horse could do this too. But change 
needs to come. You can’t suffer such 
opportunity losses without next losing 
horses, owners, trainers and so on. Then, 
purse levels won’t matter. There won’t be 
enough horses to have the races. ^

The Racing 
Capital 

Tracks at Benning , St. Asaph 
long ago gave D. C. plenty of thrills

A road curves in Washington, D.C.’s Benning neighborhood, and 
if you know what to look for, you’ll see exactly what it is: one 
end of a racetrack’s oval. That echo is all that’s left of Benning 
or Bennings depending on the source, one of the area’s most lettered 
tracks. Another, called St. Asaph, stood just across the Potomac River 
in Alexandria, Va. There were other local tracks—Ivy City, Brightwood, 
Mount Vernon—but the stories of St. Asaph and Benning, with the water 
in between them and horses running in overlapping eras, give some idea 
of what it would have been like to love racing in Washington around the 
turn of the 20th century. Government could be stultifying, but horse rac¬ 
ing was fun. 


The original St. Asaph was a Welsh 
bishop, and there’s a St. Asaph Street in 
Alexandria still. But the St. Asaph track, 
where horses ran from 1894 to 1897, func¬ 
tioned less as an homage to sainthood than 
a magnet for the dodgier aspects of racing. 
A jockey named Nacey reportedly charged 
$100 to pull a race. A feed dealer planned 
to race four horses he’d attached for an 
unpaid grain bill. The adjacent poolroom, 
where you could bet on races happening, 
elsewhere, was a “huge dra.ughty room,” 
with a bar “and a grisly apology for a feed¬ 
ing counter,” one reporter wrote. 












Benning featured a large grandstand, a typically well-dressed crowd and even a steeplechase course. 


Some jockeys who rode at St. Asaph 
resorted to drugs or tricks. One horseman 
told a reporter in 1896 that most races had 
at least one intoxicated horse in them. “We 
only use drugs on plugs, and not on first- 
class horses. Doping won’t make a horse 
run that can’t run, but it puts life into sulky 
brutes,” he said. Cocaine sometimes made 
over-stimulated horses run through fences, 
or gallop for miles, heedless of their rid¬ 
ers. The betting was sketchy, too. A sub¬ 
headline for an article about St. Asaph ran: 
“Some of the Ways By Which The Wily 
Tout Fleeces His Victim,” and described 
how a charlatan convinced a rookie bettor 
that if a horse liked a “wet track,” that had 
to do with when sprinklers dampened the 
track dust. 

In 1895, a horse named Harry M. sus¬ 
piciously went from being pokey to “full 
of running.” He had been quiet before 
his race, so no one thought he had been 
drugged, but the outcome still seemed 
fishy. The second-place horse’s owner 
helped examine Harry M.; the horse was 
fine. Finally, someone remembered that 
Harry M.’s jockey supposedly owned an 
electric saddle, which looked completely 
normal unless you ripped out the lining. It 


worked in conjunction with a copper plate 
on the jockey’s bootsole. That completed 
an electrical circuit and shocked the horse. 
The jockey had climbed off of his winner 
far away from the judges’ stand. The idea 
was that he’d hastily ditched that copper 
plate. 

Somehow, no one was really at his best 
at St. Asaph. Starter Mars Cassidy, who 
would gain celebrity status sending off 
horses like Man o’ War and Exterminator, 
worked at St. Asaph in his early years. He 
uncharacteristically blundered there one 
day, not dropping his flag until riders had 
passed him. Jockey Clubs fought: there was 
bad blood between St. Asaph and near¬ 
by Alexander Island. “The Metropolitan 
police department is not maintained for the 
purpose of assisting one crowd of Virginia 
gamblers to down another crowd,” said a 
fed-up police inspector. 

Track denizens struggled, too. One 
“government-employed married man” 
bettor took the 4:15 trolley boat across 
the river from D.C. to Alexandria every 
day, telling his wife that the tickets in his 
pocket were “conversation cards,” a game 
he played at work. (Superstitious gamblers 
threw pennies overboard from that boat; 


one old racetracker swore there was “more 
copper money in the bottom of that river 
than all the mines in Colorado will pro¬ 
duce in a year.”) Eventually, the voyaging 
gambler confessed that there was no such 
game as conversation cards, and stopped 
going to the track. 

So, by 1897, had anyone who wanted 
to see live racing. “Society did not patron¬ 
ize these places and after a brief flourish, 
they succumbed,” wrote a Washington Post 
reporter in 1934 about St. Asaph and its 
neighbor, Alexandria Island. St. Asaph 
became just a poolroom, and even that had 
folded by 1905. 

By contrast, Benning in its prime was 
all glamour and sparkle. The track took 
its name from the neighborhood, which 
was named for the area’s largest landowner 
William Benning. The farmer and busi¬ 
nessman, who lived on an estate on what is 
now Benning Road south of the racetrack 
property, died in 1831. 

Horses raced at Benning from 1890 
to 1908, and some of the sport’s big¬ 
gest figures rode, won, and worked at 
the track. Roseben-a weight carrier turf 
writers called The Big Train-made his 
Eastern debut there. Cassidy started 
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Benning was open for training well into the 1930s-among its winter residents were 
Horse of the Year Challedon, who greeted a young John Finney in 1939; and handicap star Equipoise. 




races at Benning. Celebrity jockeys of the 
era-George Odom, Bill Knapp, Walter 
Miller and Pudd’n McDaniel—rode there. 
Hall of Famer and one-time Seabiscuit 
jockey Sonny Workman fell in love with 
horses at Benning as a young boy when he 
wandered onto the old training course. 

One transplanted Kentuckian, raised on 
Thoroughbred racing, confessed he’d never 
really appreciated the sport until he came 
to Benning. A reporter asked him why. “In 
short,” he answered, “if one could imagine 
a crowd of well-dressed people, ladies and 
gentlemen, acting and speaking, walking 
and talking, each and every one of them 


under the influence of some stimulant far 
more powerful than cocaine or anything 
that has yet been discovered, he would 
have before his mind’s eye a correct picture 
of a racing day at Benning. It is Vanity Fair 
several times over.” 

Benning was also apparently involved in 
a “theft” of the Dixie Stakes from Mary¬ 
land’s Pimlico Race Course. According 
to a Maryland Horse article from 1950, a 
scrapbook discovered at Pimlico that year 
included an article titled “Famous Dixie 
Stakes Stolen!” The Dixie, then known as 
the Dinner Party Stakes, was first run at 
Pimlico in 1870 when won by the horse 


Preakness. The race was called the Reunion 
Stakes in 1871 and formally titled the Dixie 
in 1872. Racing in Baltimore languished in 
1889 and the Dixie was carded at Benning 
in 1902,1903 and 1904 before returning to 
Pimlico. The 1950 discovery added three 
runnings — the filly Adelaide Prince’s win in 
1902, a walkover by Colonsay in 1903, fol¬ 
lowed by The Southerner the next year—to 
the Dixie’s history. 

Benning was the place to be in the early 
1900s. 

Theodore Roosevelt’s stylish, rebellious 
daughter Alice probably knew all of this. 
She loved going to Benning, and her rail- 
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Benning’s betting shed drew large crowds at the turn of the century during an era of restrictive gambling laws. 


bird time added to her wild reputation, 
solidifying her father’s edict that he could 
“either run the country or attend to Alice,” 
but he couldn’t possibly do both. (He went 
with running the country) 

In April 1904, Roosevelt surprised race¬ 
goers with her presence; a rumor said she’d 
been sent to New York because she was 
spending too much time at Benning. 

One day, Roosevelt climbed the rail 
after scooting through the carriage yard. A 
crowd pressed around her. Cassidy—who 
would become one of the first to use a 
starting gate—toned down his usually salty 
language. He got the horses off to a per¬ 
fect start, Roosevelt clapped for him, and 
he lifted his hat to her. 

Even by 1906, when Roosevelt had 
gotten married and become Mrs. Nicholas 
Longworth, she came to the track. 
Although she was still a “conspicuous fig¬ 
ure,” she behaved more conventionally and 
stayed in the club stand; no more climbing 
the rail. 


Fans took local streetcars to the track, 
and walked along a covered boardwalk 
directly to the stands. The betting ring was 
roomy, and the race meeting was early in 
the year. Jockeys liked to ride at Benning to 
prep for the big Maryland and New York 
races. Local “gentleman riders” would take 
their own horses over the steeplechase 
course one day, and be back at the track to 
watch the races the next. 

It offered glitter, but Benning contrib¬ 
uted its share of offbeat stories to racing 
history, too. 

In 1902, workmen were digging by the 
first turn, when one, standing in a trench, 
dug down for a shovelful of dirt and came 
up with a skull. More digging led to more 
bones, including some entire skeletons, 
one still partially shrouded. 

Unsettled, the workmen dug a deeper 
hole behind the stables, and placed the 
bones they found in there. The Washington 
Post sent over a reporter, who talked to 
an older African-American man who had 


lived near Benning his whole life. He was 
unsurprised by the situation: there had 
been a cemetery for enslaved people on the 
site, he said. “Taking up a pick, the old man 
with one blow revealed the rotten wood 
of a coffin, while the second exposed the 
whitened bones that lay within it. Portions 
of the skeletons were protruding from 
the embankment, and a touch of the foot 
would bring an arm or a leg to sight.” the 
reporter wrote. 

The workman who first discovered the 
bones never returned. A health department 
officer said that the bones would be moved 
to the local potters’ field, and officials 
dismissed the theory about the enslaved 
people, because one skull had a gold tooth, 
which seemed irreconcilable. 

But when a white man named George 
Sheriff said the same thing—that it was a 
cemetery for the enslaved—it became true. 
Sheriff’s great-grandfather had owned a 
plantation there, and said the final burial 
had taken place just before the Civil War.

Like other tracks of the time, Benning 
racegoers had to work around gambling 
laws. For years, bookies were technically 
forbidden. All wagering was supposed to 
take place between friends. In November 
1906, the Washington Post reported that spe¬ 
cial cars were on the way with a thousand 
horsemen from New York, and printed 
these instructions for the new arrivals: 
“Appear as if you are looking for a long- 
lost friend. An individual fully illuminat¬ 
ed with big glittering ‘stones’ will amble 
quiedy by, his head down as if in deep 
study over a pad with a myriad of figures 


inscribed thereon. Just say as loud as you 
wish: ‘What’s doing on Oxford?’ or ‘How 
strong are you on Welbourne?’” 

In a way it was because of that Roose¬ 
velt-infused glamor that Benning went 
down in 1908. It was just too much, having 
the thrill of a sporting operation within 
the confines of the District. Tennessee 
congressman Thetus W Sims’ put forth 
a bill that called for widening a road near 
Benning, but simultaneously forbad race¬ 
track gambling in D.C. It passed. There 
was no more local racing. Only a few years 
later, Benning had fallen into decay. “It is 


but a grim specter of the once beautiful 
home of the Thoroughbred.” The widen¬ 
ing of the Benning road put the track out 
of business, and made for a hollow that 
was a “desecration,” a trainer’s assistant 
said. 

Trainers still used the track for works. 
There was a starting gate. But there was 
something eerie about the abandoned 
grandstand and stables. The roof of the 
grandstand had holes, so rain collected in 
puddles underneath, and the glass panes in 
the judges’ stand had blown in. “Gloomy 
and empty, but ‘majestic in its ruin,’ the

spacious steel and concrete grandstand, 
gives a creepy feeling to the old-timers 
who have seen it in all its splendor,” wrote 
a Washington Post reporter, “from whose 
great interior have come the hoarse shouts 
of thousands as the gallant runners flew 
down the long stretch and past the winning 
post. Where once were gathered throngs 
of beautifully gowned women and men of 
fashion there is nothing now but a great 
black emptiness.” 

Worse, many of Benning’s buildings 
burned down in 1915. The fire started 
along one of the barns, filled with horses, 
and as a high wind blew, flames spread all 
over the racetrack. People took the street¬ 
car to watch the spectacle. “Great sheets 
of flame and showers of sparks shot up so 
high they lighted the sky for miles around. 
Great black banks of smoke covered the 
section of country beyond the fire in the 
direction in which the wind was blowing.” 
The fire was a disaster; a man burned to 
death, and so did 20 horses. A hundred 
others were wandering the fields and sur¬ 
rounding neighborhoods, turned loose to 
save their lives. 

Some still used the track: motorcycles 
and cars raced there, sometimes planes 
flew from there, and trainers schooled 
horses at the facility until the early 1940s. A 
developer bought the Benning property— 
between the Baltimore Washington Park¬ 
way to the southeast and the Anacostia 
River to the northwest just south of U.S. 50— 
in 1928 for $500,000, and by 1942, con¬ 
struction began on the first iteration of 
the still standing neighborhood —the 
historic Mayfair Mansions Apartments. 
Mayfair Mansions, among the first feder¬ 
ally subsidized housing projects for African 
Americans in the United States, was listed 
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on the National Register of Historic Places 
in 1989. 

Across the Potomac, St. Asaph is entire¬ 
ly gone. A trail sign marks where it was, tell¬ 
ing walkers that the track “essentially split 
the town in two,” until housing developers 
built on the land in 1922. As for Benning, 
what’s left of the track is its name and that 
imprint of the oval, Jay Street on one side 


and Haynes on the other, faint but distinct, 
a reverberation of a storied time when rac¬ 
ing was part of the nation’s capital. 

To research this article, writer Eli^a McGraw 
relied largely on accounts from contemporary newspapers 
including major outlets The Washington Post, Los 
Angeles Times, New York Times, and smaller 
publications such as the Breathitt County News.

Purse increases, stakes race fuel 
banner meet at Maryland State Fair

O ld soldiers never die, so they say. They just fade away You might 
look at Timonium Fairgrounds Race Course as an old soldier. 
Horses have raced at the location since 1819 and it is a survivor, 
being the last remaining fair track east of the Mississippi. But over the 
decades—well, nearly two centuries now—it had come to the point where 
it nearly had faded away. 

But this old soldier made one last stand at the just-completed Maryland 
State Fair. And supporters say it signals more success. 


It had once been a raucous, major meet 
that drew seven special trains to the site 
to deliver passengers in 1911 and filled an 
80-acre parking area in just a couple hours 
in 1949. It was where in 1971 racegoers 
saw perhaps Timonium’s most famous 
on-track competitor, Bee Bee Bee, win as a 
2-year-old before going on to become one 
of just eight Maryland-breds to win the 
Preakness Stakes the next year. 

And it was where Maryland’s national 
Hall of Fame trainer King Leatherbury, 87, 
played as a child, became the first trainer in 
Maryland to win five races in a day—a feat 
he accomplished four other times —and 
won his 6,000th career race in 2011. 

But for much of the recent history, the 
Timonium meet was just an afterthought. 
When Timonium hosted its short meet 
at its 5-furlong track, many horses stayed 
home to rest up for the fall and trainers 
didn’t even bother to open their condition 
books to see what races were scheduled. 
Many simply went on vacations. 


“All anyone expected here was medi¬ 
ocrity,” said Bill Marlow, a member of 
the Maryland State Fair and Agricultural 
Society’s board of directors and chairman 
of its racing committee. 

But that started to change last spring. 
Marlow, a lawyer, and his fellow racing 
committee members Bill Reightler, a Thor¬ 
oughbred bloodstock and sales agent, 
and Ferris Allen, a trainer, decided to ask 
the Maryland Thoroughbred Horsemen’s 
Association, the group that controls the 
state’s Thoroughbred purse structure, for 
purse parity with races at Laurel Park and 
Pimlico Race Course 

The diverse group of Timonium sup¬ 
porters connects because there is, as Allen 
put it, “a triangle of passion among the 
three of us” for Timonium and racing, and 
they succeeded. Their efforts jolted the old 
track, as excitement built through the week 
for a program not seen since its heyday. 

The 2017 meet, which ran Aug. 26 
through Sept. 4, saw things it had never 


seen before. The handle (from all sources) 
was up 47.28 percent, from $3,572,474 last 
year to $5,261,522 this year. It had a single 
day, stakes day, Aug. 26, where the handle 
was $1,085,504, and a second that reached 
$974,000—both of which opened lots of 
eyes. Attendance jumped 6.41 percent to 
13,746, averaging nearly 2,000 a day over 
the seven days; the field sizes increased by 
a full horse for each race. And the newly 
created Coalition Stakes offered a purse of 
$110,000 (including bonuses), the biggest 
purse in the history of Timonium racing. 

“Last spring, we decided to do some¬ 
thing to energize the meet,” said Marlow. 
“Bill, Ferris, those two are always volun¬ 
teering. We worked together to achieve 
parity for our purses with [Laurel Park 
and Pimlico Race Course] and upped our 
game. We have Dave Rodman doing the 
announcing, Stan Salter doing his radio 
show, Jackie Savoye, Frank Vespe and Gary 
Quill [writers, bloggers, handicappers and 
public relations specialists] on-site.” 

“It’s monstrous that Stan Salter is here,” 
Allen said of the Maryland Jockey Club’s 
on-air analyst and host of Maryland Horse 
Radio on Baltimore’s CBS Sports Radio. 
“He’s the face of Maryland racing. We 
went to the State Fair [board] and said, 
£ We want to hold real Maryland racing. We 
don’t want to just be an afterthought.’ Now 
the purses are very close to being equal. 
The raise is 18.5 percent, but Maryland 
[bred] horses that win get 30 percent from 
the purse account, which is additional

money. The raise is [from $165,000] to 
$185,000 a day, but when you look at the 
actual numbers, with the bonus, it is just 
about equal [to the other tracks].” 

With the money in place and the track’s 
OTB operating daily, Marlow started won¬ 
dering why there couldn’t be 20,000 people 
at the Timonium races. 

“There used to be that many, why not 
again?” he asked. “Our goal is to fill the 
grandstands with 4,000 people every day.” 

They are nearly halfway there and 
Marlow believes on their way to filling a 
niche in the racing industry. 

“There are 50,000 fairgoers right over 
there,” he said, pointing across the track to 
the ferris wheel, midway, agricultural and 
produce facilities at the Maryland State Fair 
that runs in conjunction with the meet. 
“We thought if we can get those people to 
come over here, create new racing fans and 
do it every year, we become an essential 
part of racing in Maryland.” 

It seems a good idea to Courtney 
Wilcox and her husband Nick. They were 
visiting the fair and track from Glen Rock, 
Pa. She had never been to a racetrack, 
while he comes every year. 

“It was just different [from the expect¬ 
ed],” Courtney said. “It was loud and excit¬ 
ing and when we come back tomorrow we 
will bet.” 

“This is nice,” said Nick, as he roamed 
around Hors eland, a space adjacent to the 
track that informs and teaches about rac¬ 
ing and the horse industry. “It’s very family 
friendly. I think some people think racing 
is just gambling, but there is more to it. 
What they’re doing at this track might help 
[introduce more people to racing and its 
broader reach.]” 

Initiating change 

The first step for generating the buzz 
at Timonium was increasing the purses. 
Allen did the legwork. As a member of the 
MTHA board, he went behind the scenes 
and started asking questions — and cam¬ 
paigning for change. 

“Last year, we were able to double 
a trainers’ bonus to bring more interest 
to run horses here,” Allen said. “That 
emboldened us. I didn’t understand why 
our purses [at Timonium] were 25 per¬ 
cent less than at Laurel Park and Pimlico. 
There was no good reason for it, just a 
combination of stale reasons. I spent some 
time chatting it up. I talked about slots 
money, purse increases, improvement to 
the Maryland-bred program. We’d done all 
those things. Why not increase the purses 
at Timonium? Why not bring parity to 
Timonium? I hit and hit on that.” 


“It’s what we’re trying to do, try new 
things,” said David Richardson, executive 
director of the MTHA. “Let’s don’t do it 
one way because that’s the way it was in the 
past. Increasing the purses at Timonium 
has turned out to be a good experiment.” 

Richardson said the reason the board 
was able to make the move was that the 
addition of casino revenue at National 
Harbor has increased the purse money. 

“Really, we never were in the financial 
position to do it before, and Timonium 
was like the red-headed stepchild,” he said. 
“But now we are, and they were very suc¬ 
cessful.” 

Marlow, Reightler and Allen didn’t stop 
with the purse request. They asked for a 
stakes race, something Timonium hadn’t 
seen in nearly a decade. 

“We asked the MTHA and the Mary¬ 
land Horse Breeders Association to fund 
the race,” Allen said. “We asked for a 
$50,000 handicap.” After weeks of dis¬ 
cussions, the purse rose to $75,000, with 
another $25,000 added purse premium 
for Maryland-bred or Maryland sired run¬ 
ners. Plus Fasig-Tipton Midlantic put up 
a $ 10,000 bonus if the winning horse had 
gone through their sales ring. 

Maryland Jockey Club racing secretary 
Georganne Hale, used to cajoling trainers 
into bringing a horse or two to Timonium, 
worked with Allen to come up with the 
parameters for the race. They wound up 
with a 6 V 2 -furlong stakes for 3-year-olds 
and up. 


She also wound up with something else: 
43 nominations and a final field of nine. 

“Race officials didn’t have to beg for 
horses like they have in the past,” trainer 
Mike Trombetta said. “The purse money 
was better and more horsemen wanted to 
participate. The stakes was great. I didn’t 
have a horse for it, but I did run in the 
$50,000 open allowance race. A purse of 
$50,000 there is unheard of. The purse 
increases were a big step forward.” 

Taking no chances, Reightler still hiked 
around Maryland before the meet, making 
sure trainers actually had copies of the con¬ 
dition book and knew what was happening 
to the purses. 

“He’s our implementer,” Allen said. 
“He is wearing out shoe leather making us 
accomplish stuff.” 

Officials hoped the stakes—named the 
Coalition Stakes, to recognize the team¬ 
work among the MTHA, MHBA, Fasig- 
Tipton and the Maryland State Fair—would 
draw well, on the track and in the stands, 
and that the money would stay in Maryland. 

They couldn’t have been happier with 
the results. The stands were brimming 
and a Maryland-bred, Blu Moon Ace, 
owned by Maryland resident Robert Cole, 
trained by Kevin Patterson and bred by the 
late Howard Bender, won the inaugural 
Coalition Stakes Aug. 26. The favorite in a 
field of nine collected $60,000. 

Cole also was the leading owner at the 
meet and Maryland-based Claudio Gon¬ 
zalez and Kieron Magee led all trainers in 
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Timonium stepped up its race promotion 
with an advertisement in the official fair 
program. As always, the short summer meet 
allowed fans to get up close and personal 
with the horses and the action. Pony races 
were part of the festivities as well, with riders 
getting set in the paddock beforehand. 



money won and points, respectively The 
leading jockey was J.D. Acosta. 

“I’ve seen the enthusiasm here, the 
wonderful stakes race,” said state fair board 
member Donna Myers, a dairy farmer, 
who says she supports whatever makes 
the fair successful. “Just the atmosphere 
of that wonderful stakes race. We’ve had 
larger purses than ever in the track’s his¬ 
tory. And they’ve done a beautiful job with 
the grounds. Everyone is impressed with 
that. It’s nice when you work as hard as 
they did to have something out of it. 

£ Tn the last three years, [board mem¬ 
bers] Ferris, Bill Reightler, Chip Reed, they 
came in with a lot of enthusiasm. That’s 
why you’ve seen the change. They’re pas¬ 
sionate.” 

If they had heard her, they would have 
been smiling. As it was Marlow said, ££ We 
had one shot at this to make it work.” 

And it did work. 



What happened 

The restaurant was busy, more tables 
were added on the upstairs concourse for 
outside seating, making it look like a patio. 
Reighder played the part of paddock judge 
for the grooms’ awards, looking for healthy 
animals that stand out because of the care 
they get. There was a sponsor for each race 
and each winning groom got $50. 

“It became very competitive,” said 
Hale, and Reightler pointed out the braided 


manes and tails as an example of the extra 
effort put in to make the horses look sharp. 

He also handled all racing operations, 
and saw to it that boxes of jockey goggles 
were handed out to kids. Boy Scouts acted 
as ushers in the stands. 

The racing itself became more com¬ 
petitive as more trainers brought better 
horses to compete. During this meet, the 
Timonium field size increased to about 
seven horses per race and trainers like 
Trombetta and Hugh McMahon sent more 


horses. And though most of the train¬ 
ers were still local, every now and then 
there was an eye-popper. Wesley Ward, a 
Kentucky horseman who is internationally 
known, sent out 2-year-old Shivoo to win 
the third race Saturday, Sept. 2. 

“Most trainers who bring their horses 
to the fair meet don’t expect to be running 
against Wesley Ward,” Hale said, smiling. 
“He’s run and won at Ascot and all over 
the world. But now he’s found his way to 
Timonium.” 
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Ward said he sent his filly because he 
appreciates the help Hale has given him 
during past Preakness meets, by carding a 
race or two in the spring that has helped 
him prepare his horses for the Ascot races. 
He often sends runners to Pimlico Race 
Course in May 

“But first of all, I come from that kind 
of racetrack,” he said, in reference to 
Timonium. “I’m from the state of Wash¬ 
ington and started riding on half-mile fair 
tracks when I was just a kid. I keep those 
kind of tracks in mind when I think I have 
a horse that fits that track and I know when 
Timonium runs.” 

He said he didn’t realize when he sent 
his horse that purses were up, but added he 
is “glad” they are. 

“And now that I know, I’ll certainly be 
looking at their races in the future-I’ll 
be there to get some more [of that purse 
money].” 

Hale, who has a special place in her 
heart for Timonium, as it was where she 
was first hired as racing secretary, said the 
track was definitely “buzzing” this sum¬ 
mer. 

“I’ve been coming to this meet every 
year since 1984,” she said. “It’s been a 
special place for me and I enjoy coming 
here. Everyone is so close to the horses. 
Fairgoers bring their families and touch 
the horses. When the horses come across 
the finish line you hear the people scream¬ 
ing. You don’t really hear that at the other 
tracks, except on Preakness Day.” 

Hale said you could see how hard the 
fair board worked just by walking around. 

This year’s fair program cover featured 
livestock, fair food, rides and a drawing 
of two Thoroughbreds racing at the fin¬ 
ish line. Inside, a full-page advertisement 
promoted “Racing At The Big T, Better 
Than Ever.” 


That assertion will be difficult to prove 
as racing at Timonium goes back as far 
as 1819 according to some published 
reports. When the first Timonium Fair 
took place in 1879, racing was a major 
part of the activity. Later, “fair” tracks at 
Timonium, Marlboro, Cumberland, Bel 
Air and Hagerstown held important spots 
on the schedule. 

Only Timonium, and its seven days of 
live racing, remains—not that the people 
out for a day of fun care very much. 

“It is exciting,” says Jermaine Gardner, 
a 35-year-old New York City resident, in 
town to celebrate his birthday with friends. 
“I’ve never seen a race live before. It was 
cool. I’d go see racing again.” 

Kids were jammed along the rail every 
day, the toes of their shoes pushed into the 
openings on the chain-link fence, as they 
climbed up to lean over and pet outrider 
horses and ponies and ask the jockeys for 
autographs. 

Ricky Sasser, 11, and a Baltimore City 
resident, moved from the fence with his 
brother, Colton, 4, and was extremely 
happy. 

“What I like is they’re really close to the 
railing and it’s like the other horses watch 
out for each other, so they don’t hit the 
fence,” he said. “And I actually got to pet 
the white one [pony] that came around.” 

His mother, Amber Corser, said the 
horses at the fair are always a favorite for 
her family. 

“It really is nice,” she said. “There 
is something at the fair for adults and 
something for kids. And when we come 
over here, it’s something we all like to do 
together.” 

There was a large screen TV hanging 
over the ice cream window at the milking 
parlor, showing the races and scenes at the 
track. Under it was a sign—“See it live” 


it advised, and there was a big red arrow 
pointing the way. 

State Fair assistant general manager 
Becky Brashear said management was 
thrilled by what was happening at the 
racetrack. 

“The racing program, it created a buzz 
and a lot of excitement and it continued 
the entire week,” she says. “I don’t know 
if the grandstands have been that full in 
years. People were intrigued. They were 
seeing a degree of athleticism they don’t 
usually see. And they got to be very close 
to the horses and the jockeys. It was won¬ 
derful. . . It was neat to have that iconic 
piece shine and those folks. . . have worked 
really hard to elevate it. It’s cool stuff.” 

Horseland, started a couple years ago 
and positioned along the walkway beside 
the track, was busier than ever, as its atten¬ 
dance spiraled upward and approached 
50,000 visitors this year, according to Don 
Litz, another board member. This year 
there were horse dentist demonstrations, 
ponies to pet, stick horses to make, lessons 
in how to read a program and handicap, 
and booths with representatives telling 
about everything from Horses Healing 
Maryland’s Military to Maryland Million 
Day. 

Outside, Timonium resident David 
Chou and his family, which included four 
children, were enjoying an up close and 
personal look at a real live horse. 

“We just followed the signs for horses,” 
says Chou, whose 3-year-old son Joshua 
had just finished leading a horse around 
the City Ranch corral under the guidance 
of owner Ahesahmahk Dahn. “This is 
interesting. We live right across the street 
and had no idea all this was here.” 

A dream to build on 

One might wonder what happens now, 
after all the success of the meet. All the 
people involved have their dreams —full 
grandstands and glassed-in seating areas 
among them. 

“There are going to be people with 
grandiose ideas after this meet,” Allen said. 
“I think this is a great first step. I think 
next year, it would be great to have a stakes 
on each Saturday and that would be pretty 
easy to do. 

“It had been nine years since we’d had 
a stakes race here. . . Finally, we got it. . . 
When you get a purse of $100,000, horses 
will show up. It worked well and we will do 
it again and build on it.” 

In the meantime, Timonium is standing 
a little taller. ^

Virginia 

Comeback 

New certified program combines 
with sale, racing success to spur optimism

D espite the downturn in the Virginia Thoroughbred industry, the 
state packs more than its share of weight on the national scene—and 
not just because people still talk about Secretariat with reverence. 
August marked a vibrant month for Virginia on the racing and breeding 
front, particularly at Saratoga, the industry’s most public and celebrated 
stage. 


Kentucky-bred, Virginia-raised Sadler’s 
Joy won the Grade 1 $1 million Sword 
Dancer Invitational on the loaded Travers 
Stakes undercard Aug. 26, and eight Vir- 
ginia-breds were offered at one of the 
world’s premier yearling sales, the Fasig- 
Tipton Saratoga selected sale Aug. 7-8. A 
Scat Daddy filly bred by Audley Farm 
proved the most popular of the 
Commonwealth-breds, selling to White 
Birch Farm for $600,000. 

Besides the demand for state-breds, two 
Virginia-based consignors played strong 
roles at the sale-spurring a few thoughts 
of the state’s glory days at Saratoga on the 
backs of famed consignors Nydrie Stud, 
Keswick Stables, Morven Stud, Glenmore 
Farm, North Cliff Farm, White Oaks and 
all the others. 

They’ve got a long way to go, but the 
Virginians are giving it a go along with 
more familiar Saratoga players Audley, 
Lazy Lane Farm, Morgan’s Ford Farm 
and yearlings from the estate of longtime 
Virginia breeder Bill Backer. 


Jim and Katie FitzGerald of Chilly 
Bleak Farm brought three yearlings to 
Saratoga and Andrew Motion of Old 
Chapel Farm offered one. Both consign¬ 
ors, stabled next to each other in Barn 8, 
a short walk from the pavilion’s side door, 
were rewarded for bringing quality horses 
to market. 

“You have to bring a specific horse 
here,” said Jim FitzGerald, speaking at the 
sales grounds prior to the auction. “Last 
year we brought nothing because I didn’t 
think anything fit. The Fasig crew, Bill 
Graves and Bayne Welker, they do a fabu¬ 
lous job when they come to the farm and 
we have a big discussion on what would 
fit or wouldn’t fit. They’re very good at 
guiding you as a breeder where to sell. And 
thankfully it’s been successful every time 
we’ve come here.” 

This year was Chilly Bleak’s second at 
the Saratoga sale, after bringing three year¬ 
lings in 2015. The FitzGeralds relocated 
from central Kentucky before opening the 


farm near Marshall and beginning their 
own breed-to-sell operation two years ago. 

“We absolutely love it because we’re 
both avid foxhunters as well,” Jim said 
of their new base. “It’s a big change from 
Kentucky but I enjoy the change. You can 
raise a really nice horse [in Virginia]. The 
soil is good, the grass is good, the climate 
is good, so it worked really well. And the 
fact that Katie is a veterinarian obviously is 
a huge help for us. It’s all our own, it’s just 
10 mares, and every year we sell between 
10 and 15 yearlings and to get to that we 
have whatever we bred and we pinhook 
the rest. If we get seven or eight foals we’ll 
go out and try to buy six or seven more to 
make up the difference. That’s how we can 
hopefully make a living and keep the whole 
thing floating.” 

C hill y Bleak’s three-horse consignment 
was well received at Saratoga. Hip 161, a 
Virginia homebred Uncle Mo filly for the 
couple, brought $250,000 and two pin- 
hooks sold for $160,000 and $400,000 after 
being purchased in January for $65,000 and 
$95,000, respectively. 

“It’s stressful, but it’s what we do. Sara¬ 
toga is a special place. If they fit here, 
you love bringing a horse here,” said Jim. 
“I guess it’s the home ground if you’re 
a Virginia breeder, here or Timonium. 
And we have two more yearlings going to 
Timonium later in the year and we have 
some to go to Kentucky as well.” 
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Audley Farm’s Virginia-bred Scat Daddy—Bilboquet filly brought $600,000 at Fasig-Tipton Saratoga, under the Brookdale Sales banner. 


The consignment’s presence at Saratoga 
provided an endorsement for the Virginia- 
bred and Virginia-certified residency pro¬ 
grams offered by the Virginia Thorough¬ 
bred Association. Breeders receive an 
award for a win anywhere in the United 
States. More importantly, owners of Vir¬ 
ginia-bred winners at Mid-Atlantic tracks 
(including New York) receive 25 percent 
premiums. And now, as another way to 
encourage the Thoroughbred industry, 
Virginia-certified horses will join them. 

The Virginia-Certified Thoroughbred 
Program, which began July 1, offers own¬ 
ers of Virginia-certified horses a 25 per¬ 


cent bonus for non-Virginia-restricted 
wins at Mid-Atlantic tracks with a cap of 
$10,000 per award. To become eligible, 
the horse must be conceived and foaled 
outside the state and maintain residency 
in Virginia for any consecutive six-month 
period prior to Dec. 31 of its 2-year-old 
year. Yearlings of 2017 are eligible, mean¬ 
ing the first Virginia-certified bonuses will 
be paid next year. 

“We’re getting huge feedback on the 
whole Virginia program,” FitzGerald said. 
“Even here I’ve had three separate breed¬ 
ers ask if I could board horses for them, 
especially weanlings they wanted to send to 


Virginia so they’re accredited. We’re getting 
very positive feedback, even from some of 
the big owners, racing people, who didn’t 
really understand, and once you explain 
they say, 'That’s a hell of a deal.’” 

Motion’s Old Chapel Farm in Upperville 
also brought a horse to the Saratoga sale 
for the second time, a $70,000 pinhook 
from Keeneland November. He received 
a healthy return, with the Verrazano filly 
se llin g for $150,000 early on the first night 
of the two-day auction. 

“We were thrilled,” Motion said the 
afternoon after his filly’s sale. 'Any time 
you come up to any horse sale and you 
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turn a profit and make a bit of money, 
you’ve done well. Obviously, your expec¬ 
tations ebb and flow as the activity either 
increases or decreases on your horse. We 
felt comfortable about where we were and 
we got about what we expected for her, so 
we were thrilled.” 


Motion brought a Ghostzapper filly to 
Saratoga in 2016, selling her for $285,000 
from an initial $65,000 purchase. What’s 
the trick to profitable pinhooking? 

“It’s dumb luck,” he joked, then tried 
to explain it. “I’ve tried to be conservative 
and not overreach. You really have to stay 


conservative in what you buy and be very 
fussy. You have to be patient when you’re 
at the buying end, because you make your 
money when you buy your horse, really. I 
have a limited budget and have to be sen¬ 
sible and try to find that niche, like I have 
been doing with the fillies. I don’t have the

Woolcotts get Grade 1 with homebred Sadler’s Joy 


A Grade 1 win on Travers Day in Saratoga is a long way 
from winning timber races in Virginia, but that’s where 
Virginia owners/breeders Lauren and Rene Woolcott are 
now after their Sadler’s Joy charged home first in the $1 million 
Sword Dancer Invitational-G1 Aug. 26. 

Foaled in Kentucky, Sadler’s Joy was raised at the Woolcotts’ 
243-acre Woodslane Farm in The Plains, Va., much like 2014 
Belmont Stakes-Gl winner Tonalist. Woodslane sold Tonalist 
as a yearling, but hung on to Sadler’s Joy for moments like the 
Sword Dancer. 

“We’re thrilled, thrilled for the horse,” said Lauren Woolcott 
in the winner’s circle. “He’s been knocking at the door and he 
was due but you just never know. You can be third a million 
times and still run well.” 

Sadler’s Joy came into the Sword Dancer off three thirds 
while facing top company in the Man o’ War-Gl in May, the 
Manhattan-Gl in June and the Bowling Green-G2 in July after 
winning the Pan American-G2 at Gulfstream Park in April. 
Trained by Tom Albertrani, the 4-year-old son of Kitten’s Joy 
and the Dynaformer mare Dynaire collected his fifth win while 
rewarding some patience early on. 

The Woolcotts bought Dynaire at the 2009 Keeneland 
September yearling sale for $360,000. She never made it to the 
races, but joined the broodmare band. 

“She had a soft-tissue injury in pre-training and at that time 
stem cell wasn’t as sophisticated as it is now and just seemed a 
little dicey with infections and just how you had to go about it,” 
Lauren said. “We decided to leave her unraced. It killed us, but 
it was better than something happening to her.” 


She’s paid them back with Sadler’s Joy (a millionaire after 
the Sword Dancer), stakes-placed 3-year-old Malibu Moon colt 
Lunaire and 2-year-old Lemon Drop Kid colt Dyna Buck who 
was working toward his debut by late summer. 

The flat racing is an offshoot of some steeplechase interest. 
Woodslane has raced jumpers since 2007, first with Mairead 
Carr and later with Jack Fisher. Success came with hurdle stakes 
winner Overwhelming, timber horses Lion’s Double and Brave 
Prospect and a few others. None of it compares to winning a 
Grade 1 at Saratoga with a homebred. 

“We wanted to have a lot of horses there [on the farm], 
so that got us into the flat racing,” Rene said. “Steeplechase 
is really laid back kind of events where flat racing is serious. 
Serious money behind it, serious horses behind it, serious 
people behind it. It’s a different game. It took us 11 years to 
better understand it and get this win. It means a great deal. It’s 
the culmination of 11 years of mistakes, heartaches, lots of 
injuries with horses. It means a great deal.” 

The Woodslane horses are not Virginia-breds, but would 
certainly qualify as Virginia-certified as they spend most of 
their young lives on the farm via a formula that sends the eight 
or so broodmares to Kentucky every year. They foal there, are 
bred back to Kentucky stallions and then return to Virginia. 

“We train ours early to mints and carrots,” Lauren said of 
life on the farm. “Of course there are some snarly ones, but he 
was just kind of goofy. There would have been maybe three or 
four horses in his group and he was big so he had to grow into 
himself. Raymond Figgins, who does all the work with them 
early on, would tell us how much he liked him.”

space to do colts anyways, and I love doing 
the fillies. I’ll never make the kind of home 
runs that some of the guys with the colts 
do because it’s different, but hopefully if 
we are consistently making money we’ll 
keep the ball rolling.” 

Motion started his pinhooking venture 
in 2013, buying two fillies for a total of 
$10,000 at the Keeneland January sale 
that he resold for a combined $48,000 at 
Timonium that fall. Shrewd purchasing 
and healthy returns have allowed Motion 
to continue investing, while maintaining 
his hands-on approach to the prep work. 
His Verrazano filly out of the Notebook 
mare Magic Show had to be well prepped 
to handle the scrutiny a Saratoga yearling 
receives — she showed more than 160 times 
over three days. 

“That’s exhausting for a young horse,” 
Motion said. ££ We ask a lot of them. They 
either handle it or they don’t. And you 
don’t know if they have the brain to handle 
it until they get up here. You can’t tell on 
the farm. You can get an idea doing what I 
do, because when you pinhook you can see 
their mentality at the sales, but this is dif¬ 
ferent from November, this is a different 
ball game. It’s intense. It’s intense on the 
people too—I think the horses start feeling 
our stress. Last year somebody was asking 
me how I was feeling, and I said £ My stress 
level rises and lowers based on the stress 
level of my horse.’ Both years I’ve had one 
horse. This year my stress level was much 
less because my horse was not as stressed 
because she had company.” 

That company was the Uncle Mo filly 
out of Claire’s Song offered by Chilly 
Bleak, one of several benefits Motion

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cited for having a fellow Virginia operation 
nearby. 

“It’s great to have them down there,” 
Motion said of the FitzGeralds. “We’re 
on an island in Virginia. There’s not many 
Thoroughbred people doing what we do. 
It’s nice to have them to bounce ideas off 
of and that kind of stuff. We look at each 
other’s babies, compare notes. My filly was 
by herself and instead of hauling her up on 
the trailer by herself this year I put her on 
the trailer with them so she and the Uncle 
Mo filly could buddy up. I said 'Might as 
well be stabled next to you, that way if the 
fillies are a little nervous we can put them 
next to each other.’ We didn’t have to in the 
end, but it’s nice to have continuity.” 

Motion took his first consignment to 
Keeneland September with fillies by Into 
Mischief, More Than Ready and Orb. 

“I’m not a gambler and this is a huge 
gamble,” Motion said of pinhooking. “It’s 
not finding the deal, it’s to keep tempering 
expectations, being conservative and not 
over-reaching. In the horse business, if 
you’ve made money on a horse you better 
be happy, because if you’re not, you’re in 
the wrong game.” 

Saratoga Momentum 

The results in the auction ring and on 
the racetrack at Saratoga came on the heels 
of the announcement of the Virginia- 
certified program, and helped fuel some 
optimism in a state with no racetrack since 
the closure of Colonial Downs after the 
2014 season. The awards, paid through the 
VTA, and purses for Virginia-bred races at 
Laurel Park and Charles Town, are funded 
by wagering at the state’s off-track betting 


facilities and by Virginia residents who use 
online wagering outlets. 

Debbie Easter, executive director of 
the Virginia Thoroughbred Association, 
called it a complicated equation and part 
of a bigger picture of cooperation with 
the Virginia HBPA and even neighboring 
states. 

“Face it, we’re having to come up with 
different stuff,” she said. “Alternative gam¬ 
ing makes it easier in some states, but we 
don’t have that. We’ve got to get more cre¬ 
ative. We produce a whole lot less horses 
than some states, but we’re producing 
quality horses which is pretty amazing. Our 
sales numbers are good. The average earn¬ 
ings per horse is a good number, and that 
let’s us know the quality of horse still being 
produced in Virginia. And there are just as 
many people participating in Virginia that 
foaled outside the state as there are people 
who foal their mares in the state.” 

Virginia-breds used to be eligible for 
100 percent owner bonuses on races at 
Colonial Downs, which raced for about 
30 days in the summer. The program was 
lucrative, but limited horses to one track 
and a small racing window. The new plan 
spreads out the opportunity and maxi¬ 
mizes a relatively small funding mechanism 
via restricted races at Laurel Park and 
Charles Town Races, breeder awards, stal¬ 
lion awards, owner awards and now awards 
for the owners of Virginia-certified horses 
foaled in other states. 

This summer, Easter heard from breed¬ 
ers, owners, trainers, Kentucky consignors 
and buyers with questions about the pro¬ 
grams and her biggest problem seems to 
be some confusion on how to take part in 


the certified program. It’s not that com¬ 
plex, she said, and in the simplest terms 
involves three steps: 

• Farms must apply for certification; 

• Owners must send a horse to a 
certified farm; 

• The farm must send a verification 
form to the VTA at the end of a 
horse’s six-month residency. 

As usual, there’s some paperwork and 
other details to know, but it’s all on vabred. 
org if you want to know more. 

Ultimately, Virginia-certified horses 
will be eligible for restricted races (except 
Virginia-bred/sired stakes that attract six 
or more entries). Perhaps most important¬ 
ly, Easter and others in the industry will get 
reliable data on the Thoroughbred industry 
in the state. Foals born in other states, like 
Woodslane Farm homebred Sadler’s Joy, 
the Woodslane-bred 2014 Belmont Stakes 
winner Tonalist and some of the others 
who roam the fields of Audley, Lazy Lane, 
Morgan’s Ford, Hare Forest Farm and oth¬ 
ers will be quantifiable parts of the indus¬ 
try. That’s important when it comes to 
talking with legislators, voters and national 
Thoroughbred leaders. 

“They have to register to be certified, 
and that will help us get some data on the 
power behind the industry,” Easter said of 
the farms and the horses in the certified 
program. “Some people have never been 
able to participate because their horses 
don’t foal here. Plus we draw in horses 
from other states to help the economic 
development, the infrastructure and the 
business. You’re allowing farms to keep 
going, and maybe even to grow and that’s 
what this is all about.” ^

Plenty of Firsts 

Violet winner Tricky Escape locks in 
first graded stakes for connections

T ricky Escape’s third time trying Grade 
3 company did the trick and not only 
was the victory in the Violet Stakes 
the 4-year-old filly’s first graded stakes win, 
it was the initial one for trainer Lynn Ashby 
and owner John Marshall. 

“I’ve been training since 1983 and this 
is my first graded stakes win. Isn’t that 
something?” said the Delaware-based 
Ashby when reflecting on Tricky Escape’s 
1 V-length score Aug. 19 on the turf. “I’d 
won numerous Grade 1 s with my Arabians, 
but winning my first graded stakes with 
a Thoroughbred was pretty cool, and a 
novelty on its own. This is very exciting for 
both John and me.” 

Even better, the Kentucky-bred daugh¬ 
ter of Hat Trick (Jpn) and the Petionville 
mare Island Escape has provided an escape 


of sorts from sobering experiences for her 
owner and trainer. 

Marshall, who also campaigns horses 
based in the Mid-Atlantic with trainer John 
Servis, is a native and resident of Houston, 
Tex. At the end of August, he and his fam¬ 
ily felt the full wrath of Hurricane Harvey. 

“John’s whole area got flooded,” Ashby 
said. “When I called him about another 
horse after Harvey hit, he was on an air 
boat trying to get back to his house to get 
his valuables and assess the damage and 
the aftermath. I feel so bad. He’s got his 
hands full just doing that. It’s so sad what’s 
going on in Texas, and people there are 
going through some dark times, but this 
filly is a real bright spot for him. That’s 
very true.” 


Tricky Escape, whose Violet win was 
her third in 11 lifetime starts and 10 tries 
in 2017, has also become a beacon of light 
and hope, for her trainer. 

Two years ago, Ashby was diagnosed 
with HER2-Positive breast cancer, which 
tends to be more aggressive than other 
types of breast cancer, according to the 
Mayo Clinic’s website. 

“I had a bi-lateral mastectomy. Then 
I did the whole chemo thing. I’m HER2- 
Positive, so it still can crop back up any 
time,” said Ashby, 66. “I was thinking 
about retiring a couple of years ago but 
everyone always laughed at me whenever 
I said that. The good thing is that I’m still 
here and I’m still working. The horses keep 
me going. Staying with the horses is what 
got me well. It gave me a reason to fight, 
and to live. 

“The horses are a lot of what was keep¬ 
ing me going. There are a lot of people I 
was in there with who are no longer here. 
I’m very fortunate. This filly, my first 
graded stakes winner, is a real bright spot 
for me, too. I am very blessed.” 

Ashby, whose Arabians finished second 
and then second and third in a pair of 
Grade 1 stakes for that breed run on the 
Labor Day card at Monmouth, has 20 stalls 
for Thoroughbreds at Delaware Park. She 
and husband Mark break and train another 
100 horses on the former Bayard Sharp 
farm in Middletown, Del., which they 
manage. 

“We replaced the track here and built a 
big training barn where the horses can jog 
in all winter,” Ashby said. “We also have 
a 1 Vi 6 -mile turf course. We have a large 
and an amazing clientele. We get babies 
ready for the sales and we also work with 
homebreds. That’s how we ended up with 
Tricky Escape.” 

Ashby said Marshall sent the filly to her 
after he signed the ticket at $65,000 at the 
2014 Keeneland September yearling sale 
and told her to take her time with breaking 
and training the yet unnamed yearling as 
she was small and the Hat Trick offspring 
are notoriously slow developing. That time 
became extended. 

“She went to South Carolina and was 
supposed to run at the Fair Grounds as 
a 2-year-old but she never went there,” 
Ashby said. “She came back up to us in 
April of her 3-year-old year and looked 
magnificent. She had grown up so much. 
John originally wanted her to go to 
Santa Anita because they have a home in 
California and he could watch her run. 
But we couldn’t find her papers. He finally 
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got her named and I started her at Laurel 
in December when the grass season was 
already over. 

“She’s good on both surfaces, but I 
knew she had an affinity for the turf. That’s 
one good thing about having your own 
turf course; you can see which horses love 
it. Then she was doing so good John said, 
You just keep her and run her. You’ve 
done all the work with her.’ That was very 
fortunate on our part. Then when she ran 
on the turf, the rest is history. She thrives 
on it. We’re very blessed with the way we 
got her and it worked out. It’s all so excit¬ 
ing.” 

■ Just when it seemed that he couldn’t 
capitalize on the promise shown in his 
sophomore year, Just Call Kenny dialed up 
a superb season capped by his first graded 
stakes victory in the Philip Iselin Stakes-G3 
Aug. 26. 

“He is having his best year ever,” trainer 
Pat McBurney said. 

The 6-year-old Virginia-bred son of 
Jump Start and the Green Dancer mare 
Green Jeans has been able to overcome a 
condylar fracture in his right foreleg and 
then bone chips in the same leg suffered in 
two successive years. 

“He missed most of his 4-year-old and 
5-year-old seasons,” said McBurney, who 
trains the horse for ABL Stable, Dominic 
Bossone, James Cahill and Peter Donnelly. 
“He came back last year and was training 
fantastic, and I have to say his leg had never 
looked better, especially after all he’s been 
through. He’s now getting back to running 
as fast and the kind of numbers he did in 
his 3-year-old year. Winning the Iselin at 
Monmouth was very exciting for all of the 
partners and me. It’s our home track and to 
win a stakes race, especially a graded stakes 
race here, was fantastic for everybody. 

Just Call Kenny’s Iselin win followed 
a second in Monmouth’s Salvator Mile 
Stakes-G3 in June and a third in the 
Monmouth Cup Stakes-G3 on Haskell 
Day July 30. 

“I’m so happy for this horse. He’s just 
a really nice horse to be around and he’s 
been through so much,” McBurney said. 
“Earlier in the year we could not get a 
mile race to go for him, so we were going 
6 furlongs, 7 furlongs with him. He kept 
training good and hitting the board, but yet 
we couldn’t wait to get him stretched back 
out to the mile. We could not be any hap¬ 
pier that he won the Iselin. I hope he can 
continue on and earn himself a place as a 
stallion somewhere.” ^

Home or Away 

Houghton makes most of the summer 
with wins at Grantville base, on road

B ernie Houghton is in the midst of 
another good year and ranks among 
the top five trainers at Penn National 
Race Course with 43 wins through Sept. 
8 . Including races outside the Grantville, 
Pa., track’s gates, Houghton was up to 50 
wins, including a stakes score by Crabcakes 
in Laurel Park’s Miss Disco Aug. 19, while 
pushing his 2017 earnings past $1.3 mil¬ 
lion. 

Houghton, whose 45-horse stable is 
based at Penn National, also saddled Barlar 
LLC’s homebred Advert to a victory in 
the $100,000 Malvern Rose Stakes for 
state-breds at Presque Isle Downs Aug. 6 . 
Another runner for Barlar, the stable name 
of Plano, Tex., investment advisor Larry 
Karp is homebred Intercept, a 4-year- 
old son of Jump Start who romped in a 
Pennsylvania-bred allowance Aug. 10 over 
the Houghton-trained Cattle Drive. The 
latter is a homebred for Sylmar Farm, a 
Christiana, Pa., full-service Thoroughbred 
facility owned by Houghton’s parents, 
Betsy and Ronnie. 

Houghton has trained Intercept for his 
entire career and the gelding has made all 
but two of his 14 starts in Grantville. 

“He’s done very well this year,” said 
Houghton. “We stopped on him last June 
and brought him back in February, and 
since April he hasn’t been out of the 
money. I thought he ran a big race in the 


(Aug. 10) allowance; he tries hard every 
time.” 

Intercept is out of the Wiseman’s Ferry 
mare Listen In, who captured the Blue 
Mountain Stakes at Penn National for 
Karp in 2009. 

Cattle Drive, a son of the late Silver 
Train, who stood at Northview PA in 
Peach Bottom prior to his death, has won 
twice, breaking his maiden in July 2016 in 
special weight competition. 

“Mom and Dad like to travel out West, 
and they probably got the idea for his 
name because of that,” said Houghton. 

Cattle Drive’s dam, the It’s Freezing 
mare Enchancement, earned $101,925 and 
is the dam of stakes winners Jersey Gia, 
who won $357,524, and $ 183,260-earner 
Outlaw Dancer. 

Another August winner for Houghton 
was Donald Brown Jr. and Tena Brown’s 
Wildcat Cartridge, who posted a mild 
upset in an off-the-turf allowance. Wildcat 
Cartridge, bred in Pennsylvania by Donald 
Brown, is a 3-year-old daughter of Messner 
out of the Lord Carson mare Her Lady 
Grace. The victory improved her record to 
four wins from 12 starts. 

“[Donald Brown] has a gun shop, and 
likes to name his horses after things related 
to guns,” said Houghton. “He owned the 
sire Messner, who’s since been exported, 


but I have a couple of Messners and 
they’ve all shown some talent.” 

Messner, by Bernardini out of 
Macoumba, is a three-quarter brother to 
Malibu Moon, and initially stood at Penn 
Ridge Farms in Harrisburg, Pa., which has 
since been closed and sold. He stood the 
last two seasons in Venezuela. 

Houghton’s August came to a close with 
the victory of PaulLabe’s Talentedloveaffair, 
a 4-year-old Pennsylvania-bred daughter 
of Talent Search who won her fourth race 
of 2017 Aug. 23 in a 1-mile open allowance 
by a head to return $86.60. 

I Uptowncharlybrown Stud and Godric 
LLC’s Midtowncharlybrown ran his record 
to 4-for-6 in 2017 with a 9/4-length victory 
in an open-company allowance on a slop¬ 
py track Aug. 4. The Pennsylvania-bred 
3-year-old colt, who subsequently finished 
fourth in a Parx allowance for trainer Ed 
Coletti Jr. Sept. 4, is from the first crop 
of Uptowncharlybrown, who was a stakes 
performer for Bob Hutt’s Fantasy Lane 
Stable. 

Retired to Pennsylvania at the con¬ 
clusion of his racing career, the son of 
Limehouse initially stood at Penn Ridge 
Farms in Harrisburg but was moved to 
Diamond B Farm in Mohrsville. From only 
16 foals of racing age, Uptowncharlybrown 
has average earnings per runner of more 
than $30,000. 

■ A pair of notable 2-year-olds found the 
winner’s circle in August at Penn National. 

Zensational Kiss, a daughter of fresh¬ 
man sire Flat Out out of the Discreet 
Cat mare Blowmeonelastkiss, dominated 
a 4 V 2 -furlong maiden special weight in her 
debut Aug. 19 to win by 8 V 2 lengths from 
B etterbringuragame. 

Owned and trained by Efrain Miranda, 
Zensational Kiss was only a $4,500 year¬ 
ling purchase from the consignment of 
her breeders, Jim and Pam Robinson’s 
Brandywine Farm, but her maiden victory 
resulted in a payday of $17,100. 

Also Aug. 19, MMG Stables’ homebred 
Old Dude, a Pennsylvania-bred son of Old 
Fashioned, benefited from the experience 
of his first race July 29 to get the job done 
over eight rivals as the betting favorite for 
trainer Cal Lynch. 

MMG Stables purchased Old Dude’s 
dam, the Stormin Fever mare Sippi Fever, 
for $22,000 at the 2014 OBS fall mixed sale 
while carrying the colt. This spring, Sippi 
Fever had a filly by Gemologist and has a 
yearling colt by Mineshaft. ^

Good Match 

Mating with stallion Weigelia works 
for Quicks’ broodmare Katarica Disco

W hen Steven and Sue Quick bred 
their Disco Rico mare Katarica 
Disco to the retired millionaire 
Weigelia in 2010, little did they realize that 
it would be a match made in heaven. 

The blending of their bloodlines has 
resulted in five winners from five foals to 
race—three fillies who have gone on to earn 
more than $300,000 each, another multiple 
winner with earnings of more than $50,000 
and the 2-year-old colt Smooth B, who 
broke his maiden at Parx Racing Aug 7. 

LC Racing’s Smooth B, trained by 
Butch Reid, joined Pink Princess (a foal of 
2010, $418,828), Fat Kat (2011, $423,318), 
Mischief Music (2012, $50,415) and Disco 
Rose (2013, $397,010) as winners with an 
off-the-pace score over a sloppy track. 

Bred by the Quicks’ St. Omer’s Farm 
near Forest Hill, Md., and WynOaks Farm, 
which owns and stands Weigelia in Delta, 
Pa., Smooth B went off as the betting 
favorite under Frankie Pennington. The 
colt overcame a slow start in the 5-furlong 
dash to join the leaders and then take com¬ 
mand to win in :57.53. 

Reid also trains Disco Rose, Fat Kat 
and Pink Princess and said durability runs 
in the family. Pink Princess has won 12 of 
47 starts; Disco Rose has won four of 28 
and placed in a Grade 2 stakes. Fat Kat has 
started 29 times, winning nine, including 
the Power by Far Stakes at Parx last season. 

“We’ve really invested heavily in that 
family, because they can all run,” said Reid. 

As for Smooth B, Reid went to St. 
Omer’s and bought him privately as a year¬ 
ling, and also bought two Weigelia yearlings 
at last year’s Fasig-Tipton Midlantic fall 
yearling sale. One was a colt out of mul¬ 
tiple graded stakes winner and millionaire 
Silmaril, bred and raced by the Quicks, and 
the other a filly out of Legal Kat, the dam 
of Katarica Disco. 

“Smooth B has a great disposition, and 
looks a lot like his full-sisters,” Reid said. 
“He is also a very relaxed colt, easy to work 
with.” 


Smooth B followed up his maiden 
win with a fifth in the Sapling Stakes at 
Monmouth Park Sept. 2. 

Katarica Disco, 13, was bred by the 
Quicks, tracing back four generations 
to Pilgrim’s Pride, a daughter of First 
Landing. Pilgrim’s Pride was the first mare 
they bought. They selected her out of the 
Maryland Winter Mixed Sale in February 
1978 and when bred to North Sea she 
produced Kattegat’s Pride the next spring. 

Kattegat’s Pride, the third dam of 
Katarica Disco, won 19 of 54 starts, 
earned $511,812 and won the Gallorette 
Handicap-G3 at Pimlico and nine other 
stakes. She produced only one filly for the 
Quicks, Kattebuck, who in turn produced 
Legal Kat. 

Kattebuck also produced Silmaril, who 
was bred by Steve Quick and Christopher 
Feifarek and raced for them. Among 
Silmaril’s many stakes triumphs was an 
upset over champion Ashado in the 2005 
Pimlico Breeders’ Cup Distaff-G3. 

“She just has fabulous racehorses,” Sue 
Quick said of Katarica Disco. “It just 
seems to work with Weigelia. You only 
have to walk her past him, and she’s in foal. 

“Katarica Disco is a nice-bodied mare 
with a wonderful brain. All of her Weigelia 
foals look alike, and they all have wonder¬ 
ful brains, too. They are easy to get along 
with, and they’re handled a lot from the day 
that they’re foaled.” 

While Katarica Disco resides at St. 
Omer’s, she is sent to WynOaks to foal, to 
take advantage of the Pennsylvania-bred 
program, which Quick said has been very 
lucrative for them. WynOaks is owned by 
Chip and Barbara Wheeler; Chip is Sue 
Quick’s son. 

Katarica Disco has a yearling filly by 
Weigelia, and this year foaled another filly. 

The durability of Katarica Disco’s off¬ 
spring might also be attributed to Weigelia, 
who won 13 of 48 starts over six seasons, 
including the Kenny Noe Jr. Handicap-G3. 
From a $3,500 stud fee, Weigelia has a 


lifetime average earnings per starter of 
$72,713. 

“He continues to put horses on the 
ground that make it to the track, are durable, 
and make money,” said Barbara Wheeler. 

■ Another member of the family—Club 
Risque’s Risque’s Diamond—also found the 
winner’s circle Aug. 7 in an open allowance 
worth $62,540. Trained by Randy Allen, 
the daughter of Weigelia dueled with She’s 
Chubs in the early stages of the 5-furlong 
test originally slated for the turf but washed 
to the sloppy main track. She then poked 
her head in front in upper stretch and 
pulled away by 3 lengths for Pennington. 

Bred by WynOaks and St. Omer’s, 
Risque’s Diamond is out of the Diamond 
mare Diamonds No More. Her second 
dam, Terminkator, is a half-sister to Silmaril. 

Risque’s Diamond was sold as a yearling 
by WynOaks at the 2015 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic fall sale for $3,000 to Grassroots 
Training and Sales. Grassroots pinhooked 
the filly back at the Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
May 2-year-olds sale for $27,000 to Randy 
Allen, on behalf of Club Risque. She won 
another allowance Sept. 2 and increased her 
earnings to $173,196. 

Club Risque is the nom de course of 
Nick Saponara, who named his stable 
after the gentlemen’s club he owns in 
Philadelphia. Saponara is also a writer, 
handicapper, oddsmaker and teacher, and 
was active in the Standardbred industry 
before starting a Thoroughbred enterprise. 
He served as the U.S. Harness Writer’s 
Association president from 1980-’82, and 
was inducted into the Communicator’s 
Hall of Fame, which was established to 
honor outstanding USHWA members. 

Notes: Pennsylvania-bred Anais, a 
$610,000 yearling who didn’t start until this 
past May as a 4-year-old, made the most of 
her belated debut against fellow state-breds 
May 23. The daughter of Malibu Moon, 
bred by Betty Moran’s Brushwood Stable, 
then finished third in an allowance June 
18 and won an allowance for state-breds 
Aug. 5 for trainer Christophe Clement. 
As the betting favorite, Anais came home 
by 1% lengths in the 7-furlong test . . . 
The Man kept his 2017 record perfect in 
six starts with a dominating performance 
in a $62,250 allowance sprint Aug. 1 and 
the Banjo Picker Sprint Stakes Sept. 2 for 
trainer John Servis. The Pennsylvania-bred 
son of Ecclesiastic races for Hall of Fame 
trainer Bob Baffert’s wife Jill and Bernie 
Schiappa. #

Waning Days 

Trainer, jockey leaders firmly in place 
as Erie track’s season winds down

A s the 2017 Presque Isle Downs 
season was winding down in early 
September, veteran trainers and jock¬ 
eys were sitting atop their respective divi¬ 
sions. 

Baltimore, Md.-native Gerald Brooks 
had a six-win lead, 38-32, over former lead¬ 
ing conditioner Teresa Connelly through 
Sept. 8, with Tim Girten third with 27 
wins, and Dale Capuano fourth with 23. 
John Bourke (21) was battling Ron Potts 
(20) and Kevin Rice (20) for the fifth spot. 

Of the top quintet, Girten had the 
highest winning rate, striking at 32 percent, 
with his horses hitting the board 72 per¬ 
cent of the time. 

Brooks is primarily a claiming trainer, 
but this season has experdy handled the 
filly Sky Flower, who had won eight of 
12 starts this year (through Aug. 17). The 
3-year-old daughter of Flower Alley won 


her first five at Presque Isle before finish¬ 
ing fourth Aug. 17. 

Claimed by Brooks for owner Ron 
Clark for $15,000 at Fair Grounds in early 
December, Sky Flower has shown an affin¬ 
ity for the Tapeta surface. Her five wins 
have all come against allowance company 
and she’d piled up $136,838 in 2017. 

Brooks also has some horses with back 
class in his barn. One, the Pennsylvania- 
bred Gung Ho, won a 1-mile, 70-yard, 
race Aug. 28. Gung Ho was voted cham¬ 
pion 2-year-old by the Pennsylvania Horse 
Breeders Association in 2011, based on 
his victory in the Sunday Silence Stakes at 
Louisiana Downs. Bred by Ken and Sarah 
Ramsey, the son of Kitten’s Joy kicked off 
his 3-year-old year with a second in the 
Rushaway Stakes at Turfway Park and then 
was third in the Blue Grass Stakes-Gl at 
Keeneland Race Course. 


Gung Ho gradually descended the class 
ladder, was claimed multiple times, and 
was eventually haltered by Brooks June 
11 for $12,500. The 8-year-old gelding 
has started 64 times, won nine races, and 
earned $339,403. 

Connelly also operates a mosdy claim¬ 
ing stable, with many of her horses run¬ 
ning under her Endeavor Bloodstock ban¬ 
ner. Endeavor is a training facility in Ocala 
operated by Connelly and her husband, 
Ron. 

Connelly unveiled 2-year-old first-time 
starter Wild Notorious Aug. 15 for owner 
Carl Hess Jr., and despite the daughter of 
Wildcat Heir ducking in at the break, she 
was able to join the early leaders and then 
kick clear to a 1 Id-length win. 

Connelly also saddled Driven by History 
for Hess in an allowance Aug. 17, and the 
2-year-old Two Step Salsa gelding powered 
away in the 1-mile test to a 7%-length vic¬ 
tory as the betting favorite. 

A former jockey, riding under her maid¬ 
en name Teresa Canary, Connelly recorded 
more than 500 wins in a 10-year career, 
primarily riding at Penn National Race 
Course. 

“People knew me from riding, and it’s 
was a tough transition to training,” said 
Connelly, who was born in Annapolis, Md. 

Connelly initially became interested 
in Thoroughbreds after visiting Bowie 
Racetrack, and said as soon as she set foot 
there, she knew what she wanted to do the 
rest of her life. 

“I’m a hands-on trainer, and I ride 
my horses in the morning, which is a big 
advantage,” she said. 

The race for the riding crown at Presque 
Isle was virtually no contest with a few 
weeks to go, as Pablo Morales (103 wins 
through Sept. 8) established a big lead over 
Huber Villa-Gomez (64), Ronald Dale 
Allen Jr. (63), Mario Pino (60) and Luis 
Garcia (57). Apprentice Addiel Ayala has 
also done well this season, recording 53 
wins. 

■ Three stakes races for Pennsylvania- 
breds were run in July and August, includ¬ 
ing a pair July 9 —the $100,000 Leematt 
Stakes for 3-year-olds and up at 1 mile and 
the $100,000 Northern Fling Stakes for fil¬ 
lies and mares, also at 1 mile. 

Heavily favored Tom’s Ready, owned 
by GMB Racing and trained by Dallas 
Stewart, launched a powerful rally to cap¬ 
ture his third career added-money event in 
the Leematt.

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Unplaced in the Metropolitan Handi- 
cap-Gl in his prior start, Tom’s Ready 
made his first start in Pennsylvania. The 
More Than Ready colt gave his backers 
a few anxious moments in the stretch, 
however, as he lost his focus and began to 
lug in and look at the starting gate. Jockey 
Brian Hernandez Jr. had to go to the whip 
as The Elkstone Group’s Edge of Reality 
was closing fast. Tom’s Ready held off that 
rival, prevailing by a head in 1:37:16. 

Flying the colors of the Benson fam¬ 
ily, owner of the New Orleans Saints of 
the NFL and New Orleans Pelicans of 
the NBA, Tom’s Ready won the Woody 
Stephens-G2 at Belmont Park and the Ack 
Ack-G3 at Churchill Downs last season, 
the latter at the Leematt’s distance. 

In the Northern Fling, it was Barlar 
LLC’s 4-year-old Imply who wore down 
the pacesetter Great Soul to score her 
second career stakes win at Presque Isle, 
having won the Mrs. Henry D. Paxson 
Memorial as a juvenile. 

Trained by Bernie Houghton, the 
homebred daughter of E Dubai raced 
three wide on the far turn, collared Great 
Soul inside the sixteenth pole, and drew 
away. Great Soul finished second. 

“She getting better as she gets older,” 
Houghton said of Imply, owned and bred 
by Plano, Tex.-based investment banker 
Larry Karp. 

Houghton sent out another stakes win¬ 
ner for Karp about a month later, this time 
with Imply’s 3-year-old half-sister Advert, 
a daughter of Lonhro (Aus) who captured 
the $100,000 Malvern Rose Stakes Aug. 6. 
Both fillies are out of the Orientate mare 
Allude. 

The Malvern Rose was the first added- 
money victory for Advert, who game¬ 
ly slugged it out down the stretch with 
favored Rose Tree, last year’s Pennsylvania- 
bred champion 2-year-old filly, and eventu¬ 
ally prevailed by a length. 

Advert was twice offered at auction but 
RNA’d both times, for $95,000 as a wean¬ 
ling and $150,000 as a yearling, with Karp 
keeping her to race. 

The Malvern Rose’s first-place prize of 
$60,000 boosted Advert’s total earnings 
to $122,380 from seven starts, while older 
sister Imply has earned $285,928 from 14 
starts. ^

Career Resurgence 

Former stakes horse Bridget’s Big Luvy 
gets back on track with summer scores

B ridget’s Big Luvy, who started his 
career at the highest levels of the 
game before coming down to the 
claiming ranks the last two years, was head¬ 
ed back in the right direction this summer 
at Delaware Park. 

Bing Cherry Racing’s Maryland-bred 
son of Tiz Wonderful won his two starts 
this summer at Delaware, a $25,000 claim- 
er July 13 and an allowance Aug. 12. 
The $22,800 earned in the latter boosted 
his earnings to $265,291 from 22 starts. 
Claimed by trainer Michael Pino for 
$20,000 last October, Bridget’s Big Luvy 
has since won three times for his new con¬ 
nections and finished second twice. 

The 5-year-old gelding was a $175,000 
yearling purchase by pinhooker Cary 


Frommer at the 2013 Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic Eastern fall yearling sale from 
the consignment of breeder Dark Hollow 
Farm. Frommer subsequently offered him 
the following May at the Fasig-Tipton 
Midlantic 2-year-old sale, but he was 
bought back for $149,000. 

Bridget’s Big Luvy debuted at Saratoga 
Race Course in late August of his 2-year- 
old year for trainer Jeremiah Englehart 
after being privately purchased by Tom 
O’Grady, and was fourth in a race that 
featured eventual Grade 1 winner Frosted. 
Two races later, Bridget’s Big Luvy broke 
his maiden at Belmont Park. 

The gelding kicked off his 3-year- 
old season with a troubled fifth in the 
Hutcheson Stakes-G3 at Gulfstream Park, 


then came back to Maryland and won the 
$100,000 Private Terms. An unsuccessful 
foray in the Arkansas Derby-Gl against 
future Triple Crown winner American 
Pharoah, as well as in the Dwyer Stakes-G3 
in July, started his gradual descent into the 
claiming ranks. 

Bridget’s Big Luvy had been claimed one 
time prior to arriving in Pino’s Delaware 
barn. He’s also done well shipping to Parx 
Racing. 

“I bought Bridget’s Big Luvy from 
Dark Hollow’s consignment because they 
breed such solid horses,” said Frommer. 
“He was very easy to break and a pleasure 
to be around. He wasn’t real speedy at the 
sale, and I sold him privately for $100,000 
to Englehart after the sale. He has really 
blossomed as a 5-year-old, but he won at 2, 
3 and 4. I love selling horses that run early 
but last a long time.” 

Memories of Mystic, the dam of 
Bridget’s Big Luvy, also produced stakes 
winner Mystic Love for Dark Hollow, a 
daughter of Not For Love who was a two- 
time stakes winner at 2 in the Selima Stakes 
at Laurel Park and Dania Beach Stakes 
at Gulfstream. Memories of Mystic was 
sold in foal to Bodemeister last year at the 
Keeneland November breeding stock sale 
for $100,000 to K.O.I.D. 

■ Trainer Heather Hollahan doesn’t have 
a large stable, but made the most of what 
she has by winning with 29 percent of her 
starters through Aug. 27. She won 13 races 
from 45 starts, one of the winners Fred 
Hart’s 7-year-old Flatter gelding Seal Team 
Four, who humbled five rivals by 4 lengths 
in an allowance Aug. 2. 

A $157,500 purchase by Bill Casner 
at the 2012 Fasig-Tipton Midlantic May 
2-year-old sale, Seal Team Four has won 10 
of 35 lifetime starts and earned $239,458 
through August. The well-traveled gelding 
broke his maiden in his fifth try at Presque 
Isle Downs, but competed at tracks across 
the country before being haltered by 
Hollahan on behalf of owner Hart out of 
a race at Parx in September 2015. 

“Mr. Hart liked Seal Team Four because 
of his previous form and the fact that he 
had a decent record in New York, and he 
thought he might do well there when Parx 
closed in the winter [in late 2015],” said 
Hollahan. “We ended up turning him out 
instead, and the horse has rewarded us 
after the winter off the last two seasons. 
He’s a big handsome horse that epitomizes 
the expression ‘horses-for-courses’ as he’s 
made it clear that he loves Delaware Park.”

Hollahan, a native of Pearl River, N.Y, 
attended the pre-veterinary program at 
Cornell University, and then worked at an 
equine rehabilitation center in Temecula, 
Calif. From there, she made the transition 
to San Luis Rey Downs, northeast of Del 
Mar, where she had a barn and legged up 
horses, as well as worked on those coming 
off rehab. 

Her career with horses took a slight 
detour when she returned to the East 
Coast and went to work in her mother’s 
insurance office, as well as a stint as a sales 
manager for a health care company, but 
eventually she decided to begin training at 
Delaware Park. 

I Delaware Park has long been the launch¬ 
ing pad of talented juveniles and several 
that bear watching broke their maidens in 
August. 

Trainer Larry Jones sent out Brereton 
and Bret Jones’ homebred Fight With 
Pride, a daughter of Proud Citizen out of 


the War Front mare Fought the Fight, to a 
6%-length romp Aug. 7 in her debut. Fight 
With Pride is the first foal for her dam, 
a half-sister to Del Mar Oaks-Gl winner 
Summer Soiree. 

My Meadowview Farm’s homebred 
Maya Malibu, a daughter of Malibu Moon 
out of Grade 1 winner Island Sand, also 
broke her maiden at first asking for trainer 


Graham Motion Aug. 5. She later returned 
to finish second in Saratoga’s Spinaway 
Stakes-Gl Sept. 2. 

Jim Ballinger and Amy Jackson’s Little 
Jimmy B was a gate-to-wire winner Aug. 10 
for trainer Tres Abbott, earning $20,400, 
far more than his $3,000 yearling price 
at the Fasig-Tipton Kentucky February 
mixed sale.

Gearing Up 

Runcos look forward to Classics night, 
adapt to future of West Virginia racing

I t’s a familiar scene on most race nights 
at Hollywood Casino at Charles Town 
Races, sometimes five, six, or seven 
times a night: Jeff Runco performing his 
ritual of going from the paddock to his 
box in the grandstand and back-often 
with a trip to the winner’s circle in between. 

Given the 405 starts and 113 victo¬ 
ries this year through early September at 
Charles Town, it would be easy for casual 
racing fans to stick Runco with the label 


of just another trainer with a lot of horses 
who win a lot of races. The racehorse and 
win counts may be accurate, but he’s not 
just another trainer. 

For about 30 years, Runco and his wife, 
Susan, have methodically built a business 
that touches on just about every aspect 
of the Thoroughbred racing and breeding 
industry, and it goes beyond West Virginia. 
They’ve done so despite the unavoidable 
challenges of caring for horses on a daily 


basis as well as external factors — econom¬ 
ics, government, politics—that can deter¬ 
mine success or failure in a state and region 
in which racing heavily relies on statutory 
revenue from gaming. 

Closing in on 4,000 career wins, Runco 
trains most of this stable from barns at 
Charles Town, but some also run off the 
family farm outside Ranson, a community 
that borders the racetrack. The Runcos 
purchased the property in 1985, built a 
house in 1986, and named it Coleswood 
Farm. It has proved an integral part of 
their success be it in racing or breeding. 

With 20 employees and two assistant 
trainers at Charles Town, and additional 
employees at the farm, the operation is 
one of the largest in the region. Runco said 
having paddocks and stalls on a farm so 
close to the racetrack is a major advantage. 

“We can do just about everything here 
at the farm,” he said. “It’s good for the 
horses to spend some time here, and if a 
filly ties up at the track, we can have her 
back at the farm in 15 minutes.” 

On numbers alone, the racing opera¬ 
tion dwarfs the Coleswood Farm breeding 
program, but the Runcos, in part because 
the farm is only 30 acres and more than 
a breeding facility, prefer to keep a small 
broodmare band and focus on quality pro¬ 
duction. If anything, they said, the future 
is about having fewer horses, but better 
horses. 

Susan Runco said the couple’s involve¬ 
ment in breeding Thoroughbreds picked 
up considerably in the mid-1990s when 
the state legislature and Jefferson County 
approved video lottery terminals for 
Charles Town, which had been briefly 
shuttered before its purchase by Penn 
National Gaming. It took a few years for 
purses to grow, but the established breed¬ 
ers who never left Jefferson County were 
ahead of the curve. 

“We had done a little breeding when we 
lived in Virginia, but with the changes in 
the program here and the opportunity to 
do well, we started getting better mares,” 
Susan said. “Heater, who we raced as a 
2-year-old, was not only a really good race- 
mare but a really good broodmare. She got 
us off to a good start.” 

Heater, by Dixieland Heat, won five 
of 10 starts but never raced in a stakes 
before her retirement at 4. The progeny 
§ of Heater, now 20 and still at Coleswood 
| Farm, have earned a combined $1.1 mil¬ 
ls lion led by the Brahms gelding Sea Rescue 
1 ($414,340) and the Cape Town gelding 
Waves and Tides ($230,698).

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Sea Rescue in 2010 became Coleswood 
Farm’s first winner of the West Virginia 
Breeders Classic, which that year carried a 
purse of $500,000. Previously, Runco had 
trained two winners of the signature race 
for state-breds for other owners: Margie 
Fargo’s E. B. F. Express in 1994 and Neil 
Glasser’s Coolmars in 2000. 

In the history of the Classics, which 
began in 1987, Coleswood Farm has six 
wins —sixth highest overall—while owner 
David Raim, one of the farm’s clients, 
has five. Runco as trainer sits second 
all-time with 18 wins; James W Casey 
of Taylor Mountain Farm, the leading 
Classics owner, has 30 victories as a trainer. 

The Coleswood Farm strategy is fairly 
simple: Breed quality horses that can com¬ 
pete with success at the highest levels 
of the West Virginia-bred program. The 
Runcos are regulars at numerous sales each 
year in Kentucky and Maryland to buy for 
themselves or clients, and always are on the 
lookout for mares that fit their program. 

Susan, a student of pedigrees, plans 
many of the matings. They’ve bred mares 
to stallions such as Bodemeister, Into 
Mischief and Maclean’s Music. 

“We breed most of the mares [to stal¬ 
lions] in Kentucky and Maryland,” she 
said. “We’re particular when it comes to 
conformation and look for mares that are 
exceptional individuals. Then we breed 
them to stallions that make the most sense 
with each mare. We do the best we can 
to keep a small group of mares but also 
keep the quality at the best level we can 
maintain.” 

Jeff Runco agreed, and said the sales 
work spans all types of Thoroughbreds. 

“We go to the sales to try to find mares 
for ourselves, but we also buy weanlings 
and yearlings for our clients,” he said. 
“That end of the business for us has grown 
steadily over the years. One thing leads to 
another. And the development fund seems 
pretty stable right now; this year we weren’t 
affected as much as we expected. We’ve 
had to shave a few days off of the racing 
schedule to keep purses up, but we need to 
keep owners in the game.” 

There is, however, an effort to expand 
horizons at Coleswood Farm as evidenced 
by its current roster of 2-year-olds. Half 
are West Virginia-breds, and the others 
are Maryland-breds and Kentucky-breds. 
The rebound of the racing and breeding 
program in Maryland in recent years is the 
driving force behind the move. 

“We’ve been buying Maryland-breds, 
and a couple are Maryland-sired, which can

give you a Maryland Million option for a 
West Virginia-bred,” Jeff Runco said. “So 
we’re dabbling in it a bit. The purses are 
good in Maryland, so we’re diversifying a 
little.” 

The stallion Great Notion, who stands 
at Northview Stallion Station in Maryland, 
is on the Coleswood Farm radar. Heater 
may be bred to him next year, and Runco 
trains the promising 3-year-old Maryland- 
bred Great Notion gelding Lewis field, 
who broke his maiden Aug. 11 at Charles 
Town by 20 lengths in his second start for 
owner/breeder Linda Zang. 

Zang, a five-star FEI dressage judge, is 
the wife of the late Jim Lewis, a prominent 
Maryland horseman and Thoroughbred 
breeder who also participated in the horse 
show world. 

“Linda is still carrying on with some 
of Jim’s mares,” Susan Runco said. “They 
have been great people to train for, so it 
was nice to see Lewis field win like he did.” 

Raim, who also partners with Coles¬ 
wood Farm on some horses, owns one 
of the stable’s top runners, the 4-year-old 
West Virginia-bred gelding Bullets Fever. 
By the productive local sire Fiber Sonde, 
who stands at John McKee and Cynthia 
O’Bannon’s Beau Ridge Farm near Charles 
Town, Bullets Fever has won all eight of 
his starts and is a five-time stakes winner. 

He hasn’t raced since winning the West 
Virginia Lottery Breeders Classic Stakes 
last October, and as of early September 
was at Coleswood Farm preparing for 
another return to the races, hopefully in 
time for Classics night. 


“We’re legging him up again,” Jeff 
Runco said. “He’s still undefeated, but he 
had a couple of setbacks in his career. 
Hopefully he can get over this one and 
come back.” 

Coleswood Farm and Runco as trainer 
figure to be well-represented at this year’s 
Breeders Classics at Charles Town, but one 
of their favorites who arguably was the top 
older horse in the state won’t be there. 

Last fall the Coleswood Farm home¬ 
bred Slip the Cable, by Midshipman out 
of the Not For Love mare Hard to Get, 
won the $500,000 Breeders Classic. As a 
5-year-old this year, the gelding won the 
Confucius Say Stakes in April to start the 
season, but then sustained an injury in a 
June allowance race at Charles Town and 
was subsequently euthanized. 

Slip the Cable had earned $379,114 in 
14 starts and appeared poised for a big 
year. His ability, however, has Coleswood 
Farm looking to the future: Hard to Get 
in 2016 was bred to Competitive Edge, 
who stands at Ashford Stud in Kentucky, 
and this year foaled a half-sister to Slip the 
Cable. 

She’s a West Virginia-bred. 

“Losing Slip the Cable was a tough one 
for us,” Jeff Runco said. “But it is part of 
the game. Overall, though, I think we’ve 
been pretty fortunate. There are a lot 
of moving parts here—employees, horses, 
owners—but it’s all good because we have 
great employees, great clients and good 
horses. I’m not complaining.” ^

Diplomat, Newmans ace Turf Writers 
to highlight Saratoga steeplechasing

T o get to Saratoga from South Carolina, 
you pretty much have to go through 
New Jersey Or, in Diplomat’s case, 
stay in New Jersey 

The 8-year-old gelding, who races for 
trainer Kate Dalton and the Flying Elvis 
Stable and Adam and Rich Newman, spent 
his summer at Westhampton Training 


Center in Westhampton, parlaying the 
summer vacation into a win in the Grade 1 
New York Turf Writers Cup at Saratoga 
Race Course Aug. 24. The victory, worth 
$90,000, confirmed the Newmans’ faith in 
claiming the son of Kitten’s Joy at Saratoga 
two years earlier while also providing a 
lifetime thrill. 


“Horse-racing wise, there’s never been 
anything better,” Adam said in the middle 
of his first visit to the Saratoga trustees 
room for the traditional champagne toast 
reserved for major stakes winners. “We 
may never, ever get another moment like 
this again, but it’s worth it. I’ve never been 
in this room before.” 

Diplomat put them there by rallying 
outside favorite Modem (GB) in the final 
quarter-mile and winning by 3 lengths to 
give the Newman family its biggest win 
in more than 40 years in racing. Ridden 
by Dalton’s husband Bernie, the winner 
collected his sixth victory over jumps 
and pushed his career hurdle earnings 
to $276,172. Modem stayed for second, 
ahead of All the Way Jose in third after 2 3 /s 
miles in 4:29.90. 

Out of the Miswaki mare Waki Affair, 
Diplomat began life in Kentucky as a 
product of Ken and Sarah Ramsey’s far- 
flung racing operation. As part of a plan 
to introduce Kitten’s Joy to European 
breeders, the Ramseys sent Diplomat to 
Irish trainer Dermot Weld. The flat career 
included two wins, a third behind future 
Group 1 winner Declaration of War and 
precious little else. Converted to hurdling, 
Diplomat won twice more before being 
purchased by American trainer Jimmy Day 
at the Tattersalls Horses in Training Sale 
of 2014 for a little more than $18,000. Day 
won the 2015 Carolina Cup with his new 
purchase, and risked him for a $40,000 
claiming price at Saratoga that summer. 
He won and was claimed by the Newmans, 
producing $82,000 for Day. 

“We were thinking useful horse, have 
some fun, see what might happen,” said 
Adam, whose father Donald Newman got 
into flat racing as an owner in the 1970s in 
New York. “He looked like he was worth 
the money.” 

Diplomat rewarded such confidence by 
winning his second start for the new own¬ 
ers, the $50,000 Zeke Ferguson Memorial 
at Great Meadow in October 2015. He lost 
all three starts last year, and opened 2017 
with three more losses. The Daltons, based 
at Springdale Race Course in Camden, 
knew their horse was better than those 
efforts. He’d been caught out by an inter¬ 
rupted training schedule in 2016, Grade 1 
company, soft turf, you name it. This 
summer, coming off a third in a handi¬ 
cap hurdle at Fair Hill, Diplomat went to 
Parx Racing for a flat prep, with blinkers, 
and finished second at a generous 42-1

before being elevated to the win because 
of a medication positive. Still in blink¬ 
ers, Diplomat finished third in Saratoga’s 
Grade 1 A.P. Smithwick July 27. 

Back at Westhampton, a 250-mile ship 
compared to 850 back to Camden, the 
Daltons got to thinking. 

“We were hemming and hawing-blink¬ 
ers on, blinkers off, blinkers on, blinkers 
of —and finally Bernie and I decided on 
Monday [entry day] that we should defi¬ 
nitely take them off,” said Kate. “It sort 
of seemed like there was going to be a lot 
of pace in the race to run at and we were 
thinking we wanted to sit him in a little bit 
more this time and try to come with a run. 

“Bernie said he was hard on the bri¬ 
dle the whole way [in the Smithwick]. It 
seemed like we’d shaken him up and we 
could go back to how we used to ride him 
and see what happened.” 

Without blinkers in the Turf Writers, 
Diplomat dropped off the early pace of 
Alcazar de Maram, and found a cozy spot 
ninth of 10. He was eighth leaving the final 
fence, but scything through traffic while 
following Modem around the final turn. 
Diplomat, carrying 18 pounds less than 
the favorite, won the scrap at the top of 
the stretch and pulled away to win for the 
ninth time (flat and jump). 

“I was going down the backside and I 
said, ‘Look we’re going further, all these 
horses are going to back up, just angle 
out going to the last, don’t get stopped,’” 
said Bernie Dalton, a longtime exercise 
rider for Kiaran McLaughlin in New York 
and Dubai years ago. “Every time I would 
show him light, he would come on the 
bridle, I’d be in behind and I’m like, ‘Do I 
have anything left?’ He would come back 
on the bridle and I would say ‘OK, you 
got them, just relax and save the gas for 
the end.’” 

Back in the clubhouse, Kate Dalton 
watched it all unfold and thought about her 
hard-trying horse. 

“It’s so emotional, the work you put into 
it,” she said of her first Grade 1 win. “I 
don’t know what it feels like to win other 
Grade Is but to win one here is just amaz¬ 
ing. I’m not an emotional person so for 
me to say it’s emotional, it’s emotional. It’s 
all for the horses, they know when they 
do well and he’s been doing well lately. He 
always tries, no matter what and things just 
haven’t worked out for him until now. He 
got a nice weight, the right setup, the right 
ground. . . he’s a genuine little horse. He 


tries no matter where we take him. He’s a 
real gem of a horse and deserved some¬ 
thing like this.” 

Westhampton, with its 5-furlong track, 
free walkers, turnout paddocks, equine 
swimming pool and more, played a role. 

“I knew about it vaguely from years 
ago when I aspired to be a jockey at Phila¬ 
delphia Park, said Kate, who grew up in 
Pennsylvania and later worked for Jonathan 
Sheppard among others. “We knew we had 
some horses to run at Saratoga and we 
knew we couldn’t do it from Camden. We 
Googled it and called them up. It’s been 
lovely, a great spot to train a horse.” 

The Newmans followed their father 
into racing. Donald Newman worked in 
the garment industry in Manhattan and 
bought into some horses with a part¬ 
ner Buddy Mayo in 1976. Soon, May- 
Don Stable included 30 horses and was 
one of the bigger claiming outfits on 
the circuit. Ultimately, Mayo got out of 
racing but Newman stayed in, changed 
trainers, changed philosophies and built 
the interest into a smaller stable that has 
included stakes winners Tricky Zippy and 
Absatoofiy, some broodmares, four-time 
Saratoga winner Barrel of Dreams and 
others. 

“My dad always enjoyed racing, but he 
was a city guy,” said Adam Newman. “He 
was enough of a fan to go along with the 
partnership idea and they had some horses. 
From that, he never lost his passion. The 
partners got out, he stuck with it, made 
some adjustments through the years, start¬ 


ed breeding a few and found horsemen to 
work with. He never bailed on it.” 

Donald Newman died in 2015, but 
passed that interest on to his family, which 
is carrying on Newman Racing. The stee¬ 
plechase idea belongs to Adam and Rich. 

The brothers can pinpoint the moment 
— and even the horse—when jump racing 
became something they followed. 

“Coconut Creek,” said Rich Newman, of 
an Irish-bred hurdler who won at Saratoga 
in 1980 for trainer Barbara Me Wade. “He 
was getting saddled under one of the trees 
out back and he was just gorgeous. We 
went to the window and cashed a pretty big 
ticket on him.” 

Diplomat is no Coconut Creek, or 
maybe vice versa, but here they are. They 
claimed Diplomat, with the help of their 
flat trainer Charlton Baker, and joined the 
jump ranks. The rest of the family really 
didn’t buy into the idea, thus the birth of 
Flying Elvis (which gets its name from the 
movie Honeymoon in Vegas or a riff on 
the New England Patriots logo depending 
on where you look for help). No matter 
the stable name, the Newmans are on 
board-for the fun if not necessarily the 
finances. 

“Financially this makes no sense,” said 
Adam. 

Rich cut him off with a cackle, “Until 
it does.” 

Then they toasted their horse, a $40,000 
claim who jumped all the way to a Grade 1 
win at Saratoga. ■ 
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Saratoga Rewind 

Choral Society gets back to winning 
for Morris, Fisher in handicap hurdle

T he winner’s circle photo after a 
$70,000 handicap hurdle at Saratoga 
Aug. 9 included owner Meriwether 
Morris, trainer Jack Fisher, jockey Darren 
Nagle and a few others connected to 
Choral Society 

And one interloper. 

Turns out, the guy in the red shirt 
knew Choral Society before anybody. Liam 
Benson bred his Awesome Again mare 
Star Singer to Holy Bull in 2008, and got a 
gray colt who went on to win four races for 
his breeder and trainer Derek Ryan from 
2011-13. The rangy gray caught the eye 
of steeplechase owner Morris in those flat 
runs, and she bought him to send jumping. 
He became a Saratoga hurdle winner for 
the second time-adding to his 2015 upset 
in the Grade 1 A.P. Smithwick Memorial. 


Benson, whose son Liam has won a 
dozen races as a trainer and is now Mike 
Maker’s assistant trainer, loved it. 

“He’s the nicest horse I’ve bred, his 
temperament is perfect, he’s good, he runs 
well and you can tell he likes going jump¬ 
ing,” Benson said. “He was always a good 
horse as a young horse, easy to get on with, 
easy to train, never did anything stupid. I’m 
very proud of him.” 

Benson won four turf races with the 
Florida-bred, two each at The Meadowlands 
and Monmouth Park, and has watched him 
add four more over jumps while pushing 
his career earnings to $274,352 (including 
$173,480 over jumps). 

“I’m very proud of him,” said Benson. 
“I missed [the Smithwick], but I came here 
especially today because I knew he was in. 


I hadn’t seen him for a while and he looks 
great.” 

The 8-year-old gelding upset the Smith¬ 
wick in 2015 and looked well on his way 
before missing all of last year with a sus¬ 
pensory injury. He returned this spring and 
was pulled up in April and beaten almost 
30 lengths in May. Fifth in a flat prep at 
Parx Racing July 8, Choral Society raced 
with blinkers for the first time at Saratoga 
and bounced back to form. He broke well 
and dropped to the inside behind pace¬ 
setter Orchestra Leader early, got a litfie 
strong around the first turn but backed 
off after flying high over the second fence 
as Hardrock Eleven took on Orchestra 
Leader. Third, inside, switched off, Choral 
Society jumped well and found a spot in 
the rocking chair for another lap of the 
inner turf. 

Hardrock Eleven, repeatedly jumping 
to his right, took up the pace with a cir¬ 
cuit remaining. Nagle slid out to the two 
path at the second-last, got around a tiring 
Orchestra Leader heading to the last and 
led into the final turn as Hardrock Eleven 
again lurched right at the fence. 

From there, Nagle practiced his style— 
sitting still while the others tried to keep 
up and punching at the head of the lane. 
Choral Society punched, built a quick lead 
and got lonely in the final yards before 
holding off No Wunder (GB) by three- 
quarters of a length in the 2 3 /8-mile race. 

“When you’re traveling, you can do 
what you want, and when you’re not trav¬ 
eling, you’re in big trouble,” said Nagle. 
“He traveled everywhere. I got there way 
too soon, but I kind of had to go when I 
had to go. It’s such a long way, he was just 
getting really alone in front. I really had to 
get after him the last hundred yards and 
told him, We’ve got to keep going a litfie 
bit longer.’ ” 

Nagle paid some credit to Willie 
McCarthy, who is out with multiple inju¬ 
ries including broken ribs and a punctured 
lung, in a fall at Parx July 11. 

“It’s very unfortunate what happened 
to him,” said Nagle. “He did wish me the 
best of luck the other day and I feel bad 
for him because obviously he would have 
been riding the horse and it was just very 
fortunate for me. A lot of lads (including 
champions McCarthy, Paddy Young and 
Kieran Norris) are hurt. I rode two win¬ 
ners that Kieran would have ridden at Parx 
and I rode one winner that Willie would 
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have ridden here. Hopefully they’ll get their 
turns back.” 

■ The catalog for the 2015 Keeneland 
January sale arrived and trainer Neil Morris 
found a horse. Mutasaawy. Hip 1207. Tapit 
5-year-old. Technically listed as a stallion or 
racing prospect from Bluewater Sales and 
breeder Shadwell Farm, he was a $350,000 
yearling with Whywhywhy and Spellbinder 
in his pedigree. 

Morris was hooked, without even see¬ 
ing the horse. 

“I knew I wanted to look at him, based 
on the page anyway,” said Morris, whose 
Virginia-based stable includes flat and 
steeplechase horses. “I thought. . . well, ‘I 
don’t think I can afford this horse’ is what 
I thought.” 

As it turned out, Morris probably could 
afford the horse. He got claimed from 
trainer Danny Peitz at Fair Grounds in 
December 2014 for $25,000, and was with¬ 
drawn from the sale. Mutasaawy, mean¬ 
while, finished second three times for new 
connections Brad Grady and trainer Joe 
Sharp, then got claimed for $35,000 by 
Abigail Adsit at Belmont Park in May. Two 
starts later, Sharp claimed Mutasaawy back 
for $35,000. 

By October, Mutasaawy was with 
Morris. Mutasaawy won on the turf at 
Laurel Park in April 2016, added two more 
flat wins that fall, placed in a small stakes 
and finished fifth (beaten 2 lengths) in the 
Grade 3 Valedictory Stakes at Woodbine 
in December. At Saratoga Aug. 16, Muta¬ 
saawy won a $65,000 allowance hurdle 
for non-winners of two. The even-money 
favorite (Darren Nagle) rated off the early 
running of Kremlin, let Buck Benny get 
away on the final turn, then outran Aflutter 
over the final furlong to score by 114 
lengths. Aflutter stayed for second with 
Buck Benny third. 

Morris (who trained Grade 1 hurdle 
winner Sur La Tete among others as the 
private trainer for Kinross Farm) won 
his first Saratoga race in at least six years, 
perhaps more. 

“The owner was in Virginia in the 
spring and the fall so we would wrap our 
horses around those race meetings and 
basically skip the summer,” he said of the 
Kinross job. “I know that you need a really 
nice horse to come up here. I’ve come up 
here before with horses who weren’t good 
enough and they’d finish a bad fourth.”

Mutasaawy was plenty good enough, 
adding an allowance win to a maiden score 
at Parx Racing July 11. The 7-year-old 
started his hurdle career with a second at 
Fair Hill in May that proved to be the per¬ 
fect launching pad. 

“We thought we were going to win at 
Fair Hill and Darren got off and said he’d 
win next time,” Morris said. “He’s a nice 
horse, easy to do anything with and he 
learned to jump quickly. I hear that some 
of the Tapits can be difficult. He is not. 
You lead him out in the morning with a 
cotton shank. He’d follow you anywhere. 
He’ll end up being a show horse at some 
point when it’s over.” 


I On July 26, jockey Sean McDermott 
hopped off Moscato (GB) after a runner- 
up effort in the Jonathan Kiser Memorial 
novice stakes and spoke to owner Mike 
Hankin about how it went. Moscato 
pressed the pace, got passed on the turn 
but re-rallied in the stretch to finish second 
to Show Court. 

“Don’t worry,” McDermott said. “He’ll 
win the next one.” 

The next one came Aug. 23 at Saratoga, 
when Moscato took apart eight rivals in 
the $75,000 M.G. Walsh Memorial for 
McDermott, the Bruton Street-US part¬ 
nership and trainer Jack Fisher. The 
English-bred let Miguel Grau set the early 
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No Wunder jumps in behind the leaders early in his season-ending handicap hurdle win. 



pace, took command with an inside move 
going to the seventh of nine fences and 
galloped home by 9 3 A lengths while easing 
up. Longshot Macnicholson (Ire) finished 
second with New Member (Ire) third. The 
winner scored for the third time (with 
two seconds) in five American starts over 
jumps and stamped himself the top novice 
of 2017. 

“He’s honest, he’s tough and he battles,” 
said McDermott. “If they go slow, he’ll get 
beaten for speed. If they’re going silly quick 
I could drop him out last. But they don’t 
do that here. Today we had a nice honest 
gallop and it just suited him. The race from 
a few weeks ago brought him on and that 
obviously made a difference in his fitness 
and in him. I don’t think anyone would 
have beaten him today no matter what pace 
we went because he was super.” 

Moscato raced on the flat in England 
for trainer Mark Prescott, winning five 
times and taking part in classy long-dis¬ 
tance turf races at Ascot, Newcastle and 
Goodwood. Bruton Street’s English ver¬ 
sion bought the gray last year and he placed 
in three hurdle starts for trainer Oliver 
Sherwood before coming to the United 
States. Second in his American debut, the 
6-year-old son of Hernando (Fr) won his 
next two, chased Show Court (Ire) home in 
the Kiser and romped in the Walsh. 

“He’s developed a lot, we haven’t changed 
that much with him,” said McDermott. 
“He’s very happy in his routine and what 
Jack does with him in the yard. Training 
the mental side of him is tougher than the 
physical side sometimes. He has a strong 
mind, he’s stubborn but it plays to his favor. 
If I got stuck in a dogfight, I can guarantee 
you he’ll give his guts out.” 

■ Three days out from the 2017 steeple¬ 
chase finale at Saratoga Race Course Aug. 
31, jockey Jack Doyle responded to a “Well, 
who’s going to win?” query with a smirk. 

“I don’t know,” he said, “but I’ll be 
second.” 

Doyle based that declaration on his 
Saratoga meet, which included four sec¬ 
onds-and zero wins-in eight rides. In flat- 
jockey speak, that’s like Jose Ortiz finishing 
second 132 times without winning a race. 
In his last ride of the meet, aboard No 
Wunder (GB) in a $70,000 handicap hurdle, 
Doyle finally came home a winner and the 
trek back to Maryland got a bit easier. 

“Finally got one, it would have been 
a long drive home tomorrow if he didn’t 


win,” said Doyle, after his eighth win 
of the year. “He’s been a horse who has 
always had a lot of ability, but it’s just taken 
a while for his jumping and everything to 
come right, it came right today. He got in 
with a light weight (144 pounds), but he 
would have won with 10 more pounds on 
his back.” 

No Wunder allowed Orchestra Leader, 
Giza and Balance the Budget to trade 
punches on the front end early, watched 
Hardrock Eleven make a play for the lead 
on the final run up the backstretch before 
ultimately passing them all. Sent off as the 
6-5 favorite, the English-bred won by 9 3 A 
lengths over Balance the Budget (who car¬ 
ried 156) with Selection Sunday (150) third. 
Seventh July 26, and second Aug. 9, the 
6-year-old took another step forward for 
owner Bob Kinsley and trainer Elizabeth 
Voss. 

“He’s improving all the time, you can 
see it,” said Gary Murray, Voss’ husband 
who bought the son of Rock of Gibraltar 
(Ire) at England’s 2014 Tattersalls horse-in¬ 
training sale. “It’s made a big difference in 
him. He loved it out there today.” 

No Wunder came to the United States 
with a single win on the flat before going to 
the sales ring. Murray, a frequent importer 
of jump prospects for the Voss barn, spent 
$67,574 for the then 3-year-old. He stuck 
to the flat for his first dozen American 
starts, winning twice at Delaware Park and 
finishing second at Saratoga in 2015. The 
bay gelding tried hurdles for the first time 
in April, and was sixth. He finished third 
at the Iroquois meet in May and broke 


through the maiden ranks with a win at 
Fair Hill on Memorial Day Weekend. 

Kinsley, whose horse Modem placed 
in both Grade 1 jump races at the meet, 
came up from Maryland for the day and 
enjoyed his first Saratoga win since Pyro 
City scored for Voss’ father Tom in 2012. 

“The thrill is winning of course, but 
the thrill is really watching a race when you 
have a horse that’s in the back like that and 
biding his time,” said Kinsley. “That antici¬ 
pation when he moves out is something to 
watch. I had a horse Incomplete who was 
always in the back and you would almost 
have a heart attack because it took so long, 
then you’d get better because he’d come 
running.” 

NOTES: The Saratoga schedule included 
nine races (from 10 originally scheduled 
as a second filly/mare stakes did not fill) 
and an average field size of 8.33. Fifty- 
three individual horses started 75 times. 
The winners were bred in Ireland, Great 
Britain, France, Maryland, Florida and 
Kentucky. . . Leading trainer Jack Fisher 
won two races, as did Elizabeth Voss. Arch 
Kingsley, Ricky Hendriks, Leslie Young, 
Kate Dalton and Neil Morris each posted 
a single win... New Jersey’s Far Hills Races 
(Oct. 21) will set a new purse standard 
with $800,000 offered on seven races. The 
$400,000 Grand National-Gl headlines 
the card, which includes a $125,000 novice 
hurdle stakes, a $75,000 filly/mare hurdle 
stakes and four races worth $50,000 each. 
A week later, Virginia’s International Gold 
Cup meet offers $395,000 on eight races 
including $75,000 stakes over hurdles and 
timber and three flat races. ■

Quality Road’s son Blofeld 
joins roster at Murmur Farm 


lofeld, a multiple grad¬ 
ed stakes winner of 
$745,420, joins the stal¬ 
lion roster at Murmur Farm in 
Darlington, Md. The first son 
of handicap star Quality Road 
to retire to stud, he will stand 
his first season in 2018 for 
$4,000. Shares are available for 
the 5-year-old. 

Blofeld descends from the 
female line of Flight Dancer 
developed by the late Edward 
P. Evans at his Spring Hill Farm 
in Virginia. Evans also bred 
multimillionaire Quality Road, 
a seven-time stakes winner 
whose biggest scores included 
track record-setting wins in the 
Florida Derby-G1 and Donn 
Handicap-Gl, and Grade 1 
scores in the Metropolitan and 
Woodward. Quality Road was 
the top-ranked third-year sire 
in 2016 and through mid-Sep¬ 
tember ranked 13th on the 
nation’s general sires lists. 


Part of Quality Road’s first 
crop, Blofeld is one of 11 grad¬ 
ed winners for his sire. He 
recorded his first graded score 
in his second start, Belmont 
Park’s Futurity Stakes-G2, in 
October 2014, while complet¬ 
ing 6 furlongs in 1:09.49. A 
winner of a Saratoga maiden 
special weight going 5 furlongs 
(in :57.83), he wrapped up an 
undefeated 2-year-old cam¬ 
paign with a 5-length victory in 
Aqueduct’s 1 mile Nashua-G2. 

Sidelined at 3 after just two 
starts, one a third in Churchill 
Downs’ William Walker Stakes 
that April, the Todd Pletcher- 
trained gray returned to cap¬ 
ture his second start at 4, the 
l-mile Grade 2 Gulfstream 
Park Handicap over Stanford 
and Valid. Blofeld won four of 
14 starts. 

Blofeld is one of five win¬ 
ners from seven starters for his 
dam Storm Minstrel, a daugh¬ 


ter of Storm Cat who earned 
$299,339 and won or placed in 
seven stakes. His second dam, 
Grade 1-placed Colonial 
Minstrel (by Pleasant Colony), 
earned $556,586 over three sea¬ 
sons with 17 top-three finishes 
in 24 starts. Colonial Minstrel’s 
six stakes wins included the 
Grade 2 Shuvee and Grade 3 
Humana Distaff. 

Third dam and European 
champion filly Minstrella (by 
The Minstrel out of Flight 
Dancer), produced two addi¬ 
tional stakes winners-Minidar 


(the dam of $752,280-earner A 
Little Warm) and Unrestrained. 

Minstrella’s graded stakes- 
winning half-sister Misty 
Gallore is the dam of Silver 
Ghost, sire of 49 black-type 
winners. Her three-quarter sis¬ 
ter Misty Dancer (by Lyphard) 
is the granddam of Horse of 
the Year and sire Saint Liam. 

The family is represented by 
dozens of graded stakes win¬ 
ners, including the current top- 
ranked runner in the country, 
$5,738,500-earner Gun Runner.

In Search of 
More Exposure

T here’s a lot of turf racing at Laurel 
Park, but there isn’t a lot of grass 
growing under the collective feet of 
the Maryland Thoroughbred industry 
Less than a week after the conclusion 
of a Maryland State Fair at Timonium 
meet at which total pari-mutuel handle 
increased almost 50 percent from the 
2016 session-and that came on the 
heels of a Laurel summer meet with 
a 25 percent spike in total wagering - 
the new Maryland Thoroughbred 
Horsemen’s Association board of 
directors was presented with a proposal 
to shake up the racing schedule for 
the final three months of the year. 

As agreed upon earlier, Laurel was 
scheduled to offer racing four days a 
week in October and November. But 
the Maryland Jockey Club proposed, and 
the MTHA accepted, a plan to shift the 
fourth day from Thursdays to Mondays 
given an offer of increased exposure via 
the Television Games Network. 

As part of the agreement, December 
also will feature racing four days a week 
with Mondays added to the calendar. The 
net result is two extra racing days for 
horsemen under the revised three-month 
schedule. 

The MTHA requested the first 
Monday of racing be Oct. 9 rather than 
Oct. 2, which is the first day of the 
expanded two-day Fasig-Tipton Midlantic 
yearling sale. The MJC and TVG agreed, 
and the plan received approval by the 
Maryland Racing Commission. 

MJC President Sal Sinatra explained 
that it’s a bit of a gamble given that 


historical averages show Thoroughbred 
handle from all racetracks on a Monday 
is about $7 million versus $30 million 
on a Thursday. But competition is much 
tougher on Thursdays with Florida, New 
York and California offering live racing. 

For the last two weeks in October 
through the end of the year, Parx Racing 
would be the primary competition on 
Mondays. Delaware Park, which races on 
Mondays, ends it meet Oct. 21. 

“If TVG can help us get in 
everybody’s face on our big racing days 
and on Mondays, I’m all for it,” Sinatra 
said. “In retrospect, we probably should 
have raced some Mondays during the 
summer meet with Parx down for most 
of August and Saratoga open.” 

Saratoga is by far the handle leader, 
but by racing on Mondays it brings out 
more horseplayers through the simulcast 
and advance deposit wagering networks. 
The thinking is Laurel could handle more 
on those Mondays than it would on a 
Thursday in August. 

With discussions on the 2018 racing 
calendar to begin soon, Sinatra said the 
MJC hopes to add 10-12 days of live 
racing and in turn offer more four-day 
racing weeks, with August one of the 
target months. Sinatra said Laurel, by 
adding 18 more races to various programs 
this August, ran the equivalent of two 
extra days. 

“We’ll try to run as many races as 
we can to see what’s out there,” he said. 
“There is a fine balance.” 

The MTHA board during its Sept. 8 
meeting also gave its approval for the 


MJ C to pursue two more off-track betting 
licenses, one for the MGM National 
Harbor Casino near Rosecroft Raceway 
and the other, Greenmount Station, 
a popular restaurant in Hampstead in 
Carroll County. The MJC at the time 
still needed additional approvals, but 
the MTHA gave its go-ahead under the 
current model that splits revenue and 
expenses among the MTHA, MJC and 
the OTB operator. 

The MTHA board also approved- 
as a one-year experiment—a request by 
the Riverboat on the Potomac OTB to 
employ the same splits in place at other 
Maryland OTB facilities. It’s the only one 
left in the state that fell under a previous 
agreement governing OTBs in Maryland; 
the operator said the reopening of OTB 
parlors in Richmond, Va., has greatly 
impacted business at the facility located 
on the Potomac River in Maryland waters 
just off the coast of Virginia. 

The new MTHA board elected 
officers for the coming year. They are 
Tim Keefe, President; Dale Capuano and 
Linda Gaudet, Vice Presidents; Michael 
Horning, Treasurer; and Katy Voss, 
Secretary. 

The Board, which will serve for three 
years, is as follows: Owner directors are 
Gaudet, Jo Ann Hayden, Horning, R. 

Larry Johnson, Mark Lapidus, Robert 
Manfuso and Chip Reed. Trainer directors 
are A. Ferris Allen III, Capuano, Keefe, 

H. Graham Motion, Philip Schoenthal, 
Michael Trombetta and Voss. Trainer 
Hugh McMahon won the at-large seat to 
complete the 15-member board.

Third annual Maryland Pride Day 
a success at Laurel Park

On a day at the races pro¬ 
moted as Maryland Pride Day, 
it was almost fate that there 
would be winners named 
Maryland Pride, Crabcakes 
and Bawlmer Hon. 

No, that's not a typo. That 
really happened. 

The third annual Maryland 
Pride Day, Saturday, Aug. 19 
at Laurel Park, offered a doz¬ 
en races (seven with prefer¬ 
ence to Maryland-bred and 
-sired plus three $75,000 re¬ 
stricted stakes) and attracted 
more than 100 Maryland-bred 
entries. Although a wet week 
moved four of the six turf rac¬ 
es to the dirt, the fields held 
together with an average of 
8.4 per race in the 10 restricted 
contests. 

"In my mind it's the fu¬ 
ture for Maryland horses, and 
where we're headed," said 
Willie White, president of the 
Maryland Horse Breeders 
Association, about Maryland 
Pride Day. "We're going to 
have to have special days that 
bring out big crowds and cre¬ 
ate an atmosphere for people 
to appreciate Maryland racing 
and Maryland breeding. It's 
the next Maryland Million. It's 
going to continue to grow. We 
didn't quite have the crowd 
because of the weather, but 
entries were strong and the 
handle was good."

A partner in Skeedattle As¬ 
sociates with Lou Rehak and 
Bob Orndorff, White wound 
up in the winner's circle after 
Just Howard won the Find 
Stakes. The day's sixth race 
lost its favorite when Phlash 
Phelps was scratched, but de¬ 
livered plenty as Just Howard 
outran Ghost Bay by a neck in 
the lVs-mile race on soft turf. 
The only 3-year-old in the 
field of eight pressed English 
Minister early, settled just off 
the lead and prevailed as the 
top two passed Dothat Dance 
in the stretch. Alex Cintron 
rode the winner, coming off 
a win in the Caveat Stakes for 


Maryland-breds July 15, for 
trainer Graham Motion. 

The result carried a lit¬ 
tle extra meaning as the first 
two finishers were bred by 
Howard Bender, who died in 
September 2015. Skeedattle 
bought Just Howard as a year¬ 
ling at Keeneland September 
shortly before Bender died, 
then named the colt after the 
owner of Glade Valley Farms. 
Maryland-bred champion 
2-year-old male of 2014, Ghost 
Bay raced for Bender and 
trainer Larry Murray in 2014 
and 2015 before being pur¬ 
chased by Marshall Dowell at 
Keeneland November 2016.

"Very emotional/' he said. 
"I'm not one to get too emo¬ 
tional like that, but when she 
won it meant something. I had 
picked that spot out with Aunt 
Binnie. Then after she died I 
wanted to make sure I had her 
ready. It was kind of import¬ 
ant. It wouldn't have been the 
same if she was second." 

Crabcakes was not about to 
finish second in the 6-furlong 
stakes. The dark bay chased 
early leaders Troublesome 
and Hailey's Flip through 
the early stages (:22.37 for 
the quarter, :45.29 for the 
half) before pushing clear 
by VA lengths for jockey For¬ 
est Boyce after 6 furlongs in 
1:08.77. First or second in sev¬ 
en of eight starts, Crabcakes 
was headed for the Maryland 
Million but will compete for 
new owners Wayne and Suzy 
Chatfield-Taylor of Morgan's 
Ford Farm. 

"Aunt Binnie left all the 
horses to them," said Bernie. 
"They've been friends for 
years so it made sense. She's a 
nice filly to do anything with, 
been a professional ever since 
I've had her. I worked her one 
day before she ran and I was 
like, 'Wow.' I had to call Aunt 
Binnie and tell her she had a 
nice filly." 

From a deep female fam¬ 
ily bred and raced by Binnie 
Houghton or her father An¬ 
derson Fowler, Crabcakes 
won her debut at Penn Na¬ 
tional last December but only 
because the races were can¬ 
celed at Laurel a few days ear¬ 
lier. A week after the maiden 
score, she won the Maryland 
Juvenile Filly Championship 
at Laurel, opened 2017 with 
an allowance win, finished 
second in two stakes (Laurel's 
Wide Country and the Austin- 
town Filly Sprint at Mahoning 
Valley), then tried deeper wa¬ 
ter in the Miss Preakness-G3 
at Pimlico in May. She was 
eighth after breaking awk¬ 
wardly. 

"I'm usually more conser¬ 
vative than that, but eventu¬ 
ally you've got to venture out 
into other races," said Bernie. 
"The Miss Preakness was 
something she deserved to try. 
She had a bad go that day and 
is better than that."

Bender was a friend, a 
customer of the Mid-Atlan¬ 
tic Door business owned by 
White and Rehak, a racing 
advisor and an advocate for 
Maryland racing. 

"When we first got in the 
business we had a box next 
to his," said White. "He was a 
good guy to do business with, 
a good friend, and he'd tell us 
stuff we needed to know. He 
was that guy. He'd be the first 
one to tell you how proud he 
was of you or how happy he 
was for you when you won a 
race or something else hap¬ 
pened." 

The stakes wins by Just 
Howard, who improved to 
3-for-3 with blinkers, this year 
are Skeedattle's first since 2015. 

"We like winning Mary¬ 
land races with Maryland- 
bred horses," said White. 
"Even though we didn't breed 
this horse, we've got a connec¬ 


tion to him through Howard 
Bender and it means a lot. It 
reminds us so much of win¬ 
ning races with Gin Talking 
and some of the others over 
the years here." 

The legacy theme con¬ 
tinued when the Miss Disco 
Stakes went to Crabcakes, 
whose owner/breeder Bin¬ 
nie Houghton died just 12 
days earlier. Houghton bred 
and raced Thoroughbreds for 
decades under her Bucking¬ 
ham Farm banner, and came 
up with a good one in Crab¬ 
cakes. The daughter of Great 
Notion and the Charismatic 
mare Aunt Elaine won for the 
fourth time in eight starts, and 
collected her second stakes 
score (to go with three stakes 
placings). 

Trained at Penn National 
by Houghton's nephew Ber¬ 
nie, the 3-year-old filly won 
when it mattered. 


Crabcakes streaks home with an emotional win in the Miss Disco. 


Crabcakes was one of three 
winners on the day sired by 
Great Notion, whose 2-year- 
old filly Margie's Money won 
her debut for owner/breed¬ 
er Michael Terry Shane and 
trainer Hugh McMahon early 
on the card. Fly and Flutter, a 
3-year-old daughter of Great 
Notion, also won on the day. 

Keeping up with Crab¬ 
cakes in the Maryland-name 
race, Bawlmer Hon won the 
All Brandy Stakes for San¬ 
dy Horner's Runaway Point 
Farms and trainer Mark 
Shuman going VA miles on 
the turf. The 4-year-old filly 
stalked the pace of Daylight 
Ahead, took over after 6 fur¬ 
longs and drew off to lead by 
5 lengths in the stretch. The 
daughter of Silver Train won 
by 2 over Nickyrocksforpops 
with Look Who's Talking 
third. Bred by the late trainer 
Dickie Small in partnership 
with Tom and Chris Bowman, 
Bawlmer Hon won her second 
consecutive start (after a Dela¬ 
ware Park allowance July 29) 
and became a stakes winner 
after placing in two others this 
winter. 

Horner bought the winner 
for $25,000 at Fasig-Tipton 
Midiantic's fall yearling sale 
in 2014. 

Sagamore Farm's 3-year- 
old colt Maryland Pride 
opened the card with a 1-mile 
off-the-turf maiden win for 
trainer Horacio DePaz. The 
son of Hard Spun was bred 
by Sagamore, which scored 
with another odds-on home¬ 
bred three races later when 
Riley's Choice romped by 
UA lengths in an off-the-turf 
allowance race going a mile. 
The 3-year-old filly is by Dis¬ 
torted Humor out of Grade 1 
winner Shared Account. 

Kelly Tough, Phantom Shot 
and Clubman won allow¬ 
ance races while 2-year-old 
first-timer Pascal Chant (a son 
of Etched) scored in a 5-fur¬ 
long maiden race for owner/ 
breeder Monica Ryan and 
trainer Lacey Gaudet. 

Handle for the 12-race card 
was $3,308,791, a 15.6 percent 
increase over the previous 
year's 11-race card handle of 
$2,862,458 (which included six 
turf races). ** 


















Jim McKay honored with Heighe Award 
and Hays-Heighe House exhibit 


The late Jim McKay, be- 
loved by millions as the host 
of ABC's "Wide World of 
Sports," is the recipient of 
the 2017 Robert and Anne 
Heighe Award for Excellence 
in Equestrian Journalism. 
The award will be presented 
posthumously the evening of 
Friday, Nov. 10, at the Hays- 
Heighe House at Harford 
Community College in Bel Air. 

"The Wider World of Jim 
McKay: Celebrating His Life 
and His Work" begins with 
the viewing of an exhibit on 
the broadcast journalist's life 
starting at 5 p.m. A reception 
and award presentation will 
follow. Tickets are $50 per per¬ 
son, and must be purchased 
by Nov. 3, with proceeds 
to benefit the Hays-Heighe 
House. 

The Heighe Award is being 
presented for McKay's years 
of coverage of horse racing, 
in particular the American 
"Triple Crown" series of horse 
races. 

His coverage of racing be¬ 
gan in Baltimore Oct. 30,1947, 
as part of Baltimore's first live 
remote television broadcast on 
WMAR-TV from Pimlico Race 


Course. That started his love 
affair with racing. He would 
also cover racing in England, 
and from 1977-2000 he broad¬ 
cast the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness and Belmont Stakes 
for ABC. 

Previous recipients of the 
Robert and Anne Heighe 
Award for Excellence in 
Equestrian Journalism include 
Joe Kelly, William Boniface, 
Humphrey S. Finney and 
Pierre "Peb" Bellocq. 

"The Wider World of Jim 
McKay" exhibit will chronicle 
McKay's life from his Phila¬ 
delphia childhood through his 
early journalism career and 
into his national and interna¬ 
tional work. His reporting on 
equestrian sports will be one 
of the highlights in addition 
to his international reporting. 
Guest curator of the exhibit, 
Maryanna Skowronski (Di¬ 
rector, Historical Society of 
Harford County), is working 
closely with McKay's family 
and friends, who are provid¬ 
ing photos, memorabilia and 
stories of his personal life and 
of his career. 

Born James Kenneth Mc¬ 
Manus, McKay came to Mary¬ 


land at the beginning of his 
high school career. He attend¬ 
ed Baltimore's Loyola High 
School and Loyola College 
before serving in the United 
States Navy during WWII. 
After leaving the service he 
returned to Baltimore where 
he began his journalism career 
with The Baltimore Evening Sun. 

His local beginnings pre¬ 
pared him for his move to 
New York where he worked in 
a variety of local and national¬ 
ly broadcast programs before 
making his move to ABC's 
"Wide World of Sports" as the 
host of that iconic program in 
1961. 

McKay also served as the 
anchor host for the interna¬ 
tional broadcasts of 12 Olym¬ 
pic Games. His dignified 
coverage of the 1972 Munich 
Games and the massacre of 
the Israeli athletes would be¬ 
come a focal point of every 
biography and article written 
about him throughout his life. 

McKay and his wife Mar¬ 
garet lived on a horse farm 
in Monkton, and it was on a 
trip home from the inaugural 
Breeders' Cup in 1984 that 
McKay came up with the con¬ 



cept of Maryland Million Day, 
which debuted in 1986. His 
love of racing included breed¬ 
ing and racing on a small scale, 
among the highlights a win by 
the McManuses' homebred 
Sean's Ferrari on Maryland 
Million Day 1987. 

The McKay exhibit will be 
on display in the Hays-Heighe 
House from Nov. 10 through 
Jan. 12. Admission is free ex¬ 
cept for the first day. Check 
the Hays-Heighe House web¬ 
site for the exhibit hours. **

to earn more 


With the start of the 2017 
fall meet at Laurel Park Sept. 8 
came the launch of a 50 
percent breeder bonus (the 
regular 30 percent plus an 
additional 20 percent) to be 
paid to breeders of registered 
Maryland-breds by Maryland 
stallions who win a maiden 
race in Maryland. 

This additional money 
rewards breeders who breed 
their mares in Maryland and 


keep those horses in 
Maryland to break their 
maiden. The Maryland-bred 
program offers opportunities 
for all categories of horses 
from maidens to stakes horses. 

"Anything we can do to 
encourage breeders is a good 
investment in the future, and 
one of the best things we can 
do as an industry. This Mary¬ 
land-sired breeder bonus will 
help a lot of folks," said Mike 


Pons, whose family stands 
stallions at Country Life Farm 
in Bel Air. "We estimate it will 
add another $250,000 to the 
breeders' bottom lines. It's one 
more thing to make breeding, 
foaling and racing in 
Maryland more attractive." 

This new maiden winner 
bonus to breeders of Mary¬ 
land-sired Maryland-bred 
horses is in addition to the 
current Maryland Million 
maiden bonus paid to the 
owner of a Maryland Million 
eligible horse who breaks its 
maiden in Maryland. This 
incentive offers a chance to get 
an immediate return on 
investment at the beginning of 
a horse's racing career.

Ginger N Rye rallies 
in Saratoga’s Smart N Fancy 


With a rousing run along 
the hedge down the stretch of 
Saratoga's turf course. Saga¬ 
more Farm's Ginger N Rye re¬ 
corded her first stakes victory 
in the $100,000 Smart N Fancy 
Aug. 27. She completed the 
5Vi furlongs in 1:00.75, just .29 
seconds off the course record, 
in her second start of the year. 

It was the second consec¬ 
utive Saratoga turf sprint win 
for the 5-year-old daughter of 
More Than Ready trained by 
Horacio DePaz, both coming 
with Ricardo Santana Jr. in the 
saddle. The win was the fifth 
of the mare's career, and in¬ 



creased her lifetime earnings 
to $294,973. 

Ginger N Rye has proven 
her fondness for the Saratoga 
turf-she missed by a head in 
her only other start in upstate 
New York in 2016. She had 
also shown prior stakes class 
with two runner-up finishes 
in 2016 in Maryland in the 
Dahlia and All Brandy. 

Her run in the Smart N Fan¬ 
cy was aided by a fast pace, as 
she sat off early fractions of 
:21.21 and :43.58. "That was 
the trip I wanted with her," 
said Santana. "She was doing 
fine the whole way and came 
back great. I knew it [the pace] 
was going to be fast today, so I 
tried to sit with her and make 
a good trip when we turned 
for home. She just took off. I 
am really blessed to be able to 
ride this filly." 

Sagamore Farm purchased 
La Milanesa, with Ginger N 
Rye in utero, for $565,000 at 
the Keeneland November 
Breeding Stock sale. 

By Mr. Greeley out of the 
stakes-winning, multiple 
Grade 1-placed Hometown 
Queen, La Milanesa is a win¬ 
ning half-sister to millionaire 
and champion sire Bowman's 
Band and to the dam of mil¬ 
lionaire and champion sire 
Pollard's Vision. 

Ginger N Rye is the first of 
five foals for La Milanesa and 
her first winner. La Milanesa 
produced a Hard Spun filly 
this past February and was 
bred back to Liam's Map. **

Class of 2017 

The fifth annual Thoroughbred Makeover, presented 
by Thoroughbred Charities of America, a competition in 
which trainers prepare recently retired racehorses to 
compete in a variety of riding sports for total prize money 
of $100,000, will be held Oct. 5-8 at the Kentucky Horse Park 
in Lexington, Ky. 

The program includes seminars, a sponsor fair, horse 
sale, and the Thoroughbred Makeover finale, featuring the 
top three horses in each discipline and America's Most 
Wanted Thoroughbred. 

Among this year's more than 500 entrants, who have 
been retired from the race track in the past 10 months, are 13 
Maryland-breds - Alluseeismytale, Another Seven, 
Bandolero, Better Wise Up, Capital Fellow, Combat Diver, 
Howie Gonnado This, Love's Not Fair, Magnificent Mr. Z, 
Miss Edmund, Royal Diamante, Small Batch and 
Swordstone. 

The most experienced runner of the 13 is Capital Fellow, 
a son of Dance With Ravens who last started in the 
Maryland Million Turf Stakes Oct. 22, 2016, for owner 
Copper Penny Stables and trainer Mark Shuman. The 
9-year-old dark bay gelding retired from the track with nine 
wins from 55 starts, and earnings of $239,257, was entered 
by Elizabeth Abell. 

Two stakes-placed runners are also among the entrants. 

Combat Diver (by Line of David), an earner of $153,080 
who finished second in the 2015 Miracle Wood Stakes, will 
compete with Amara Underwood in show jumping. Small 
Batch, a 3-year-old Cherokee's Boy filly, and her trainer 
Nicole Scherrer are entered in eventing. Small Batch 
finished third in last year's Maryland Million Lassie Stakes.

T hese have not been good times for Co¬ 
lonial Farms, one of the oldest and most 
prestigious breeding farms in New Jersey 
racing history. In the late spring, its top sire 
Cable Boy died unexpectedly at age 13 and 
Colonial, like all farms in the state, is trying to 
make its way through difficult times for racing 
and breeding in New Jersey. Colonial is down 
to just four mares. 

But there is good news. One of those mares, 
Forbidden Isle, has emerged as one of the 
better broodmares in the state and has the 
potential to get even better. Within a 13-day 
span, two of Forbidden Isle’s progeny won 
at Monmouth. Diamond Play (2013, by E 
Dubai) beat males in a optional claimer worth 
$50,000 for state-breds July 29 to push her 
career earnings past the $200,000 mark. On 
August 11, the 3-year-old filly Liz’s Cable Girl 
(by Cable Boy) won her third straight, an open 
company allowance. 

Neither horse is campaigned by Colonial 
and were sold privately before beginning their 
careers. 

Forbidden Isle had the breeding to be 
a good horse. She is by New Jersey-bred 
champion and national top sire Belong to Me 
out of Hello Mom, a two-time stakes winner 
owned and bred by Colonial. Forbidden Isle 
finished second in her debut, a Jersey-bred 
maiden in 2008 at Meadowlands, but failed to 
hit the board in two subsequent starts before 
being retired.

“She got hurt,” said Colonial’s owner Sam 
Fieramosca. “She made her first start at the 
Meadowlands and was flying at the end and 
finished second. It was the end of the season 
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Forbidden Isle continued 

in Jersey so we ran her at Philadelphia Park. She hurt her 
shoulder in that race so we backed off he a little bit, ran her 
one more time and she came back sore. So we stopped on her. 
But she could run.” 

With Forbidden Isle being one of the four mares left 
at Colonial, Fieramosca has watched intently as her two 
offspring have prospered. Liz’s Cable Girl, who is trained by 
Pat McBurney, recorded four wins in her first five career starts, 
her only loss a third in January at Aqueduct. A start in a stakes 
race was the likely next step. The year older Diamond Play, 
trained by Tony Margotta, has won five of 16 starts and might 
have found a home on the grass as her last win came on that 
surface and was one of the better races of her career. 

“It’s wonderful to see what those two horses are doing,” 
Fieramosca said. “It helps. We’re still hanging in there.” 

Fieramosca has been at Colonial from Day One, and he has 
seen the best and worst of times in Jersey racing. 

“We started the farm in 1950,” he said. “I went into the 
service and my father’s secretary called me and said your father 
just bought two Thoroughbred broodmares. I called him and 
said, ‘What are you doing? You don’t know anything about 
Thoroughbred breeding.’ We had bought a 100-some acre farm 
just to get out of the city and do some horse back riding. He had 
gone to a farm in Lincroft where they were having an auction 
and he saw these two little mares that looked so pathetic. He 


said he felt sorry for them and bought them for $500 a piece. 
One of them was no good. The other, Midi’s Mom, had no 
breeding whatsoever, but she’s the one that started it all for us.” 

Midi’s Mom had 10 starters, nine winners and four stakes 
horses, two of them winners, including Accordant, the winner 
of the Fall Highweight, Oceanport and Longport in 1963. 

At its peak, Colonial, located in Colts Neck, usually had 
about nine or 10 mares and had 100 stalls that were always 
filled with horses of different varieties. For the farm, the sire 
Cable Boy had become a bright spot. He had sired a couple 
of serious horses, including She’s Hot Wired, who has earned 
over $433,000 and won last year’s Pink Ribbon Stakes at 
Charles Town and Open Mind Handicap at Monmouth. 

“I guess he had aneurysm or something,” Fieramosca. “We 
were just getting ready to tease him to breed him to cover a 
mare and he just flopped over. There are only a couple of nice 
stallions in the state so it was really a loss to lose him. The few 
by him that are running now, they can all run.” 

Cable’s Boy death has made the emergence of Forbidden Isle 
as a broodmare all the more important. With two allowance 
winners on her record and the possibility that she’ll soon have 
a stakes winner, Fieramosca is strongly considering upping the 
ante and breeding her to the type of stallion where the offspring 
could bring good money. In the meantime, he’ll keep rooting 
for more success from Diamond Play and Liz’s Cable Girl. 


New Jersey-bred superstar Bustin Out wins 
a second Eleven North Handicap 

Thoroughbred Festival Aug. 27. Bustin Out won the 2016 
Eleven North Handicap en route to being named Champion 
New Jersey-bred Older Female and looks to be on track for the 
same title in 2017. 

Trained by Chuck Spina, Bustin Out, the 1.20-1 favorite, 
went the 6 furlongs on the main track in 1:09.27 as she 
defeated six other fillies and mares. Love Came to Town rallied 
along the rail to finish in second and it was nearly 3 lengths 
back to It’s the Truth in third. 

“I never really asked her, she was so smooth the whole 
way around,” said winning jockey Jose Ferrer. “She broke so 
sharp, like always, and has that natural speed that makes her 
dangerous. They never really got close early and that was the 
end of it.”

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Fuzzy Muzzle repeats in 
Charles J. Hesse III Handicap 

R ock Talk Farm’s homebred Fuzzy Muzzle closed with 
determination down the center of the track to run by 
odds-on favorite Chublicious in the final sixteenth of a mile en 
route to a 314-length victory in the $60,000 Charles Hesse III 
Handicap before a crowd of 10,712 on New Jersey Thorough¬ 
bred Festival Day at Monmouth Park Aug. 27, featuring the 
best runners bred in the Garden State. 

Trained by Jason Servis, Fuzzy Muzzle went the IVie miles 
over a fast main track in 1:42.74. Chublicious finished second, 
with Jerandson another 114 lengths back in third. 

“His style is to sit back and make one run,” said winning 
rider Nik Juarez. “I wasn’t too worried about the quickness up 
front. He just has a really good turn of foot coming down the 
lane. I just wanted to give him a clear run going for home.” 

Fuzzy Muzzle captured the Hesse Handicap in 2015 and 
was runner-up last year after taking the Dan Horn Handicap. 

The 8-year-old gelding by Closing Argument from the Victory 
Gallop mare Hope’s Folly, has captured eight of 28 starts with 
earnings of $315,224.

T he New Jersey Breeders’ Handicap saw multiple stakes 
winner Rainbow Heir shoot through on the inside and 
draw away late to score by 114 lengths in the 5V2-furlong turf 
sprint on the New Jersey Thoroughbred Festival card.

Home to Stay

O ur racehorses are like our kids in so 
many ways. They come into our lives 
full of promise, clean slates onto which 
we imagine any achievement can be writ¬ 
ten. They bring us the kind of joy that 
makes life on earth worth living. They of¬ 
fer us the most important gift we can 
hope for: Something to look forward to. 

But also like our kids, the time we 
have with them is fleeting. Whether it’s a 
broodmare, a new foal, a young prospect, 
or a horse of racing age, they seem to 
pass through our lives ineluctably, inter¬ 
spersed with the grains of sand in the 
hourglass. When they leave us, we fall 
back on truisms like, “it’s part of the 


game,” and “we can’t afford to keep them 
all.” But truisms are cold comfort when 
your child, or your horse, moves on to 
other pastures. 

My family and I own a small farm in 
Apex (suburb of Raleigh), North Carolina, 
on which we’ve cobbled together a mot¬ 
ley menagerie of animals. From minia¬ 
ture donkeys, to a miniature pony, to a 
Zebu bull, to emus, to the standard fare 
of dogs, cats and chickens, our place 
might pass for a Noah’s Ark, minus the 
boat and heavy rain. 

Recently, we made the decision to 
bring a new animal into our lives, a grand 
ex-racemare by the name of Saudi Poetry. 



A daughter of Storm Cat and a multiple 
graded stakes winner, she embodies a col¬ 
orful, storied history. But like many ag¬ 
ing, barren mares-especially those 
whose prior foals did not prove to be 
world-beaters-she was a poor candidate 
for more breeding. So when we saw her 








pop up in a public auction catalogue last 
January, realizing her future security 
could be otherwise in doubt, we decided 
to act, purchasing her through the ring 


with no object in mind other than the 
20-year-old mare’s safe retirement. 

The adoption of an ex-racehorse-the 
conscious commitment to open one’s 


home to an animal on a forever basis-is a 
game changer. Whereas training and 
breeding are guaranteed routes to an 
equine revolving door, adoption means 
your horse is home to stay. All of the sto¬ 
icism we are taught to deploy in the ser¬ 
vice of self-protection-“don’t get too at¬ 
tached”-happily falls away. You can love 
them without reservation. 

These days, Saudi Poetry’s only con¬ 
cerns are feed time, napping, and munch¬ 
ing on a never-ending supply of carrots 
and peppermints supplied by our four dot¬ 
ing children. Her burnished chestnut coat 
gleams. Her eyes are bright. Her majestic 
stature radiates regality. She is kind and 
gentle. She is a gift to us every day. And 
the best part... she’s not going anywhere. 

I hope more people will consider taking 
this path. There are always ex-racehorses 
in need of loving homes, some urgently, 
and all that’s required is that someone no¬ 
tice them. As the saying goes, “if you save 
one life, you save all the world.” This is 
certainly true for any horse facing an un¬ 
certain future. To intervene is not only to 
rescue that horse, but also to invite a 
unique fulfillment for your own heart.

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Ohio revives auctions with Dec. 3 mixed sale

T he 11 years since the Ohio Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders and Owners 
last hosted an auction have pro¬ 
duced sweeping changes to the state’s rac¬ 
ing and breeding landscapes. Now, Ohio’s 
horsemen are ready to sell again. 

The OTBO will host its rejuvenated 
mixed sale on Dec. 3 at Majestic Farm in 
Batavia, Ohio. Dan Mahaney, who also 
manages Thoroughbred sales in Indiana, 
will preside as auctioneer. 

Reviving the breed organization’s sale 
has been a topic of discussion among 
OTBO members since the expansion of 
casino gaming in the state’s racetracks was 
approved in 2011. Earlier that year, the 
state reported a paltry 124 mares bred. In 
five years, the number rose to 434. 

At that time, purses and breeders and 
stallion awards were pretty much at an all- 
time low,” OTBO executive director John 
Engelhardt said about the state’s lean 
years. “Since then, the program in Ohio 
has been revitalized. People feel like they 
can breed and sell a horse that can be 


profitable in the long run, and that we’ve 
got buyers that say, ‘I’m looking at these 
horses that are breaking their maidens for 
$24,000 in Ohio and I want to jump in 
on this.’” 

Not wanting to come back in a 
half-hearted manner, the OTBO sales 
committee conducted a feasibility study 
among horsemen in Ohio and surround¬ 
ing states, and had 146 potential commit¬ 
ments by mid-June, before the sale was 
publicly announced-a healthy mix of 
weanlings, yearlings, broodmares, and 
horses of racing age. 

After word got out about the sale, 
Engelhardt said he has gotten a steady 
stream of calls from interested consignors. 
With a placement on the calendar after 
the major Kentucky fall mixed sales and 
at the end of the racing season, he expect¬ 
ed even more inquiries as the year went 
on. 

“It’s kind of toward the end of the sea¬ 
son, and owners might looking down the 
shedrow and saying, ‘You know, this horse 
has run through his conditions and I’ve 
got his full brother coming in next year, I 
might as well put him in the sale,”’ Engel¬ 
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hardt said. “There also might be trainers 
that might be thinking of claiming a 
horse at a certain number and that horse 
might end up in the sale and he could get 
a bargain deal on a horse he feels he can 
improve upon.” 

Engelhardt recognized that the sale’s 
first renewal after the hiatus might be 
treated as a “wait-and-see” event for many 
potential buyers and sellers, and said he 
would gauge the auction’s success on a 
three-year basis. 

Most importantly, Engelhardt stressed 
the importance of the auction as a service 
to the state’s breeders. The buying bench 
will likely be more localized than the 
higher-profile auctions in Kentucky, but 
that could end up being a boon for horse¬ 
men looking to capitalize on Ohio-bred 
incentive programs. 

“We know that the people buying at 
this sale will most likely keep and race 
them in Ohio, which means the people 
that put up the investment have a good 
chance of getting their breeders’ awards 
back,” Engelhardt said. “There were sev¬ 
eral horses that were purchased at auction 
last year that ended up in Korea. That guy 
that put all his investment in raising that 
horse is never going to see any breeders’ 
award from the state coming back.”

Ohio champion Rivers Run Deep joins 
Millionaires Club in his 37th start 


A t the racetrack, they say “There is 
no such thing, as a sure thing.” 
That is a declaration that does 
not apply to Ohio’s three-time sprint 
champion Rivers Run Deep when he 
loads into the gate for JACK Thistle¬ 
down’s Honey Jay Stakes. He recently re¬ 
corded his fourth consecutive victory in 
the $75,000 event, though it wasn’t with¬ 
out momentary cause for concern. 

When the gates opened Alliseeisgold, 
who has an affinity for the Thistledown 
surface with six of his seven lifetime wins 
there, shot from the 5 hole and was fol¬ 
lowed by Bootsonthebeach and Bootleg¬ 
ger all of those outside runners left noth¬ 
ing but a trap for Rivers Run Deep to 


run up into. Rivers Run Deep had the 
inside post after the scratch of Cake Pop. 

Jockey Eduardo Perez was forced to 
snatch up his powerful 1 to 5 shot and as 
the horses fanned out on the turn he 


shifted out three wide when clear, made 
the lead mid-stretch and drew off to win 
by a safe 214 lengths. He covered the six 
panels in 1:10.82. Rivers Run Deep 
pushed his career earnings to $1,008,805 
with his 14th career stakes victory. He has 
won the Best of Ohio Sprint Stakes three 
straight times and is expected at Belterra 
Park on Oct. 7 to make it four. 

“The only time he was beat [at This¬ 
tledown] he was run into the rail, so I’m 
always concerned when he’s tight down 
inside,” trainer Chris Hartman said. “But 
once he gets to doing his thing, he just 
gets it done. He’s a virtual ATM machine. 
He knows his job and he does it well.” 
The 6-year-old son of Ready’s Image is 
owned by O.T.B.O. members James and 
Ywachetta Driver. 

Alliseeisgold held second by a head 
over a rallying Hijo de Sheltowee. The 
third-place finisher was 6/4 lengths clear 
of a fading Bootsonthebeach. 


Tango Run dances to a front running victory in 
the Kevin GoemmerTah Dah Stakes 


T ango Run remained undefeated 
and made it three in a row with 
the second stakes victory of her 
young career, scoring by an emphatic 2 
lengths in the $75,000 Kevin Goemmer 
Tah Dah Stakes for Ohio-bred 2-year-old 
fillies at Belterra Park held Aug. 27. 

Tango Run was a 634-length debut 
winner for trainer William “Doug” Cow¬ 
ans, then followed up with a 2/4-length 
victory in the Miss Ohio Stakes in July, 
with both races taking place at JACK 
Thistledown. But despite being the most 
accomplished runner in the short field of 
five for the Tah Dah she was not favored. 
That distinction went to odds-on Missap, 
who was stepping up to stakes compiti- 
tion off a 434-length debut win against 
open company at Belterra for trainer Kel- 
lyn Gorder who was hoping for a birth¬ 
day present in the Tah Dah. Missap’s jock¬ 
ey Dean Sarvis did have cause for 
celebration on the day as he recorded his 
2,000th lifetime victory earlier on the 
card. 

Tango Run immediately asserted her 
class when the gates opened in the Tah 
Dah. Breaking from the rail under regular

rider Rex Stokes III, she assumed com¬ 
mand through an opening quarter of 
22.74 seconds, and coasted through the 
half in :46.11 while stalked by Missap a 
length back in second. She was really nev¬ 
er threatened through the stretch, pulling 
away while finishing the six furlongs in 
1:10.33. The front-running win pushed 
her earnings to $109,500. 

“This is the first time she’s gone wire 
to wire,” stated trainer Cowans after the 
race. “She had trouble coming away clean 
in her first two starts so we did work in 
the mornings standing in the gate and I 
believe she is getting more seasoned.” 


The $150,000 1346-mile John Galbreath 
Memorial Stakes will be her next chal¬ 
lenge on “Best of Ohio Day.” “We won’t 
have to do much concerning her fitness 
after this race, he said. “We’ll just get her 
to relax and get her geared down leading 
up to the race. We’ve had horses work in 
front of her in the past and she has run 
them down in the final eighth every time. 
I think she is very versatile.” 

Missap, a Beckett Team-bred and 
owned daughter of A.P Warrior, came 
into the race off a best of:36 bullet work 
at 4 furlongs at Keeneland. While no 
match for the winner, she was clearly sec¬ 
ond-best, finishing 434 lengths clear of 
Emmy’s Candy in third. It was another 
634 lengths back to Circus Rings and 
Summit Point. 

Tango Run is owned by Michael Fos¬ 
ter, who purchased the Run Away and 
Hide filly for $32,000 at the Fasig-Tipton 
October Sale as a yearling. Breeder Dr. 
Harold Fishman is the father of Lori Wil¬ 
liams, who operates Fair Winds Farm 
with her husband Kim. They report that 
Thedoctorscat, dam of Tango Run, gave 
birth to a filly by Fair Winds stallion Ket¬ 
tle Corn this season. 

A surprise visitor made it in for the 
race-legendary trainer James E. Morgan, 
who trained Tah Dah to become an Ohio 
Horse of the Year. 















2016 Ohio HOY Mo Dont No bach on track 
with second Governor^ Ducheye Cnp win 


M o Dont No re-established 
himself atop the ranks of 
Ohio-bred stayers with a 
wire-to-wire performance and a repeat 
victory in the $75,000 Governor’s Buck¬ 
eye Cup at JACK Thistledown Aug. 26. 
The authoritative winner looks to be on 
track for his second win in the $150,000 
Best of Ohio Endurance at the distance at 
Belterra Park Oct. 7. 

Mo Dont No, a 4-year-old gelding by 
Uncle Mo out of Ohio Broodmare of the 
Year Lilah was bred by Beechwood Rac¬ 
ing Stable and is undefeated at VA miles. 
He took the 2016 edition of the Buckeye 
Cup by 3 Va lengths, and later won the 
Best of Ohio Endurance Stakes. With his 
fifth career stakes victory, the gelding has 
now won three straight races. He has been 
first or second in his last 13 starts for own¬ 
er Loooch Racing Stables and trainer Jef¬ 


frey Radosevich, a streak dating to July 
2016. Purchased at the Keeneland Septem¬ 
ber Sale for $50,000, his latest win pushed 
his earnings to $537,455. 

Bet down to 2-5 odds, Mo Dont No 
broke from the rail under Ricardo Feli¬ 
ciano and led Doctoriat-who was never 
more than a length behind for the first 6 
furlongs. He began to shake clear around 
the far turn, bringing a 2-length lead to 
the quarter pole. Eightthehardway moved 
up into second to give chase, but Mo 
Dont No spurted clear by 5 in upper 
stretch and was never seriously challenged 
from there. He hit the wire VA lengths in 
front, stopping the clock in 2:06.22 for 
the classic distance. 2016 Ohio Accredit- 
ed-bred male champion Eightthehardway, 
also second in last year’s edition of this 
race, was 3% lengths clear of Cake Pop, 
who nosed out Gone too Soon for third. 


“Smart horses are faster horses, and 
he’s a very smart animal,” Radosevich 
said. “He doesn’t use himself up. In his last 
race, he hopped a little leaving the gate, 
but he didn’t try to rush up. He can be on 
the lead or come off the pace. It’s easy on 
the jock because he doesn’t have to fight 
him. He’s a pleasure to be around.”

Ohio-bred sells for $120,000 at Saratoga Select Sale 


Flatter—Whitelacenpromises filly with Jim and Jane Fraser. 


I t is hard not to have a good time in 
Saratoga. O.T.B.O. members Jim and 
Jane Fraser mixed business with plea¬ 
sure at the Spa as they saw their Ohio- 
bred Flatter filly bring a final bid of 
$120,000 at the Saratoga Select Sale in 
early August. What brought an extra smile 
to their face is the fact that she was pur¬ 
chased by leading Ohio owner and 
O.T.B.O. member Ron Paolucci. 


The well-made filly by the popular 
Claiborne Farm stallion has a lot of 
stakes-winning family members familiar 
to those that take in the races in Ohio. 
Two of them are still racing competitively 
in stakes company. Her full brother is for¬ 
mer Ohio champion Silver Tongued, a 
multiple stakes winner who has bank¬ 
rolled over $320,000. Her half-brother by 
E Dubai is the multiple stakes winner 


Dubacious, winner of over $279,000. 
Both are geldings, so expect to see them 
matchings strides in the days ahead. 

Whitelaceandpromises, by More Than 
Ready, is the dam of all three foals. She is 
a half-sister to Ohio champion Muir 
Woods, a multiple stakes winner of 
$129,904 who has joined the Fraser Farm 
broodmare band. 

Speaking of Muir Woods, the daughter 
of Forest Camp produced a Ohio-bred 
filly by Kentucky Derby winner Orb.The 
Fraser homebred sold in the Fasig-Tipton 
Select Sale in July for $90,000. The pur¬ 
chaser was Eclipse Thoroughbred Partners 
who use Todd Pletcher and Chad Brown 
as their primary trainers, so I would look 
for this filly to surface in New York next 
year. We will be sure to send them an 
Ohio Stakes brochure. 

Out of the same sale an Ohio-bred 
colt consigned by Darby Dan Farm 
brought a final bid of $80,000 by W.D. 
North Thoroughbreds. A son of first-crop 
sire Strong Mandate, his dam is a half-sis¬ 
ter to millionaire Lady Tak who recorded 
Grade 1 wins in Saratoga’s Test and Balla- 
rina Stakes. She also captured the Grade 2 
Fair Grounds Oaks and Grade 2 Gallant 
Bloom. In addition to other stakes scores, 
Lady Tak placed in the Grade 1 Ashland; 
Grade 1 Acorn and Grade 1 Gazelle 
Handicap.

O hio owner Ron Paolucci is a 
brazen horse trader at every lev¬ 
el. He seeks out prospects from 
coast to coast with private purchases and 
sales ring buys and has had an amazing 
run in 2017 with graded stakes winners 
and a slew of state-bred winners. He is 
not married to any trainer, as you can see 
from his horse’s running lines, former rid¬ 
er Anthony Rini was selected to condi¬ 
tion speedsters Proper Discretion and 
Katalust. Rini had them wound up for 
top efforts in the $75,000 Scarlet & Gray 


Handicap at JACK Thistledown Racino 
and it turned into a two-horse race. 

Katalust set the pace in the 6-furlong 
affair and at the half-mile marker was en¬ 
gaged by her stablemate in :45.86. They 
matched strides through the length of the 
stretch in a thrilling stretch duel with Luis 
Colon aboard Proper Discretion on the 
outside getting the nod at the wire. It was 
4/4 lengths back to longshot Orientate to 
Luv in third. 

“I was proud of both fillies,” said Rini. 
“I was especially proud of Katalust be¬ 
cause she’s more of a route filly but there 
wasn’t much pace, so she wound up on 
the front end. 

“Proper Discretion showed a lot more 
patience today. She’s been a speed-crazy 
son of a gun so we took the blinkers off 
today and she relaxed. They ran exactly 
backwards [to form].” Final time for the 


6-furlong race for Ohio-bred fillies and 
mares was 1:10.46. 

The entry was sent off the 1-5 favorite 
and paid $2.40 to win. Neither place nor 
show wagering was offered on the race. A 
4-year-old filly by Discreetly Mine out of 
Prizes, by Prized, Proper Discretion was 
bred and formally owned by Bruce Talis¬ 
man. She improved her record to 9-2-3 
in 16 starts and increased her earnings to 
$283,166. She finished second in this race 
last year to state champion Justalittlesmoke. 

Trainer Robert Gorham wanted to 
put rumors of Justalittlesmoke’s retire¬ 
ment to rest prior to the race. “It was a 
handicap race and as well as she is run¬ 
ning this year we know she would have 
to spot the field a lot of weight,” said 
Gorham. “There are opportunities down 
the road and she has been so good to us 
we’ll wait for the right spot.”

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Man, ridden by Jorge Vargas Jr. The 5-year- 
old by Ecclesiastic, bred by Glenn E. Brok, 

LLC, is owned by Natalie Baffert and Bernard 
Schiappa, and is trained by John Servis. 

The race ended with an exciting stretch run 
between The Man and Favorite Tale. The Man 
was looking for his seventh win in a row, while 
Favorite Tale was battling for the comeback 
tale of the season, running in his first start 
after an 18-month layoff. As they battled in the 
stretch, head to head, the cheers from both 
camps and the fans were deafening. The Man 
edged out Favorite Tale by a neck for the win. 
The celebration in the winner’s circle by The 
Man’s connections was contagious, with hugs, 
high-fives and pats for the horse all around. 
Just when we thought it was over, trainer John 
Servis, feeling the horse’s legs, discovered a 
loose shoe. The Man proved to be a winner 
yet again, as he stood quietly for more than a 
few minutes while waiting for the blacksmith to 
arrive to pull the loose shoe. 

Another big win was yet to come in the 
$100,000 Roanoke Stakes for 3 year olds and 
up on the dirt at 1 14 miles. Seven-year-old 
Page McKenney, winner of over $1.5 million, 
went off as the heavy favorite. Bred by Dr. 
James E. Bryant and Linda P. Davis, owned by 
Adam Staple and Jalin Stable, and trained by 
Mary Eppler, he sat behind the leaders after 


breaking from the inside post. Under his regu¬ 
lar rider, Horacio Karamanos, Page McKenney 
showed his true competitive nature, as he has 
throughout his career, and never gave up. He 
took on his competitors in the stretch, grabbed 
the lead near the wire, and won with the deter¬ 
mination that he’s known for. 

Winning the Medal and his connections 
celebrated for the second year in a row as the 
6-year-old son of Medallist rallied to win the 
$100,000 Marshall Jenney Stakes again this 
year. Even with the race being forced off of the 
turf due to the nonstop rain, the gelding forced 
the biggest upset of the day, blasting from last 
at the half-mile pole and flying by his com¬ 
petitors to take the lead for the win. Bred by 
Rick Molineaux, owned by R and L Racing and 
trained by Patricia Farro, he went off at 15-1, 
paying $32. 

Ted Vanderlaan, brother to Dr. Teresa 
Garofalo, namesake of the fourth stakes race 
of the day, was in attendance to cheer on the 
winner, Grand Prix, and celebrate his sister. Dr. 
Teresa Garofalo was the treasurer of the PHBA 
board before she passed away in 2010 from 
acute myeloid leukemia. Her equine practice 
in West Chester, Smokey’s Run Farm, focused 
on equine reproduction, and the stakes in her 
name is a special one to the PHBA. The winner, 
3-year-old Grand Prix, a half-sister to 2016 


Breeders’ Cup Filly & Mare Sprint-GI winner 
Finest City, had her own cheering section with 
breeder and owner Hank Nothhaft and the 
crew that traveled to Pennsylvania to watch the 
filly run. Under jockey Jose Ferrer, the daughter 
of Tale of the Cat went to the front after the 
first sixteenth of a mile and never looked back 
to win by a length and a half. Grand Prix won 
the New Start Stakes at Penn National back in 
June, and the win in the Garafalo gives her a 
second black-type win. 

As the rain continued to fall, the 
$100,000 Mrs. Penny Stakes for fillies and 
mares, 3 years old and up, was also moved off 
the turf. Jockey Brian Pedroza and 4-year-old 
filly Great Soul, by Great Notion, opened a 
3-length lead with an eighth of a mile to go, 
and held off latecomer Imply for a close win. 
Great Soul was bred and is owned by Steve 
and Jane Long, and trained by Tom Proctor.

September 2 was the 17th Pennsylvania’s Day at the Races at Parx, where about 425 breeders and guests along 
with owners and trainers saw amazing PA-Breds win coveted stakes titles and came together to celebrate our state- 
breds and breeding program. Congratulations to all the competitors! We hope to continue the high spirits and good luck 
from Pennsylvania’s Day at the Races into the fall months for broodmare domicile. This year is the first in a while that 
the mares bred to PA stallions was up significantly (about 18 percent). Make sure you receive your share of the 40% 
breeder awards. 

As a reminder, we have changed the broodmare and registration requirements. Broodmares must be in the state 
by Dec. 1, or within 14 days of a public sale. Previously the deadline was Nov. 1. Broodmare domicile reports must be 
submitted to the PHBA by Dec. 15, 2017. If you’re breeding back to a registered PA stallion, you must complete the 
domicile report within 14 days of entering the state and reside continuously for 60 days through foaling (previously 90 
days). Please make note of these changes. Forms can be found online at www.pabred.com. It would be greatly appreci¬ 
ated if you can fill out and submit the form online. If you are unable to submit the form online, you may either print out a 
report and mail it in, or let us know and we'll mail a copy to you.

G raduates of South Carolina 
training centers dotted the 
landscape across the country, 
recording 13 stakes wins between July 21 
and Aug. 20. 

The 2-year-old filly Dream It Is 
recorded her third win in a row to 
remain unbeaten when capturing the 
Schuylerville Stakes-G3 at Saratoga 
July 21. Stalking the leader the opening 
half mile, she pulled away in the stretch 
winning by 9 lengths. Dream It Is came 
up under Travis Durr and Webb Carroll’s 
program at the Webb Carroll Training 
Center in St. Matthews. 

Another graduate of the same 
program is Ami’s Mesa, winner of the 
Ontario Matron Stakes-G3 at Woodbine 
July 22. While racing mid-pack 
throughout much of the race, she kicked 
into gear in the stretch, getting up to 
win by a length. 

The winner’s circle was again 
occupied by a Webb Carroll Training 
Center grad that afternoon as the 2-year- 
old colt Firenze Fire proved best in the 
Sanford Stakes-G3 at Saratoga. Fourth 
early on, Firenze Fire took the lead at 
the top of the stretch and came home 
a 1 -length winner. This was his second 
win in as many starts. 

The Webb Carroll Training Center 
run continued into the next day as Abel 
Tasman recorded her third Grade 1 
stakes win this year in the Coaching 
Club American Oaks-Gl, also at 
Saratoga. Having only one horse beat 
early on, Abel Tasman advanced to the 
front after a half mile. In a hard fought 
battle the final furlong, she prevailed by 
a head, establishing herself as the top 
3-year-old filly in the country. 

On the steeplechase front, Show 
Court (Ire) came out on top in a field of 
seven at Saratoga in the Jonathan Kiser 
Novice Stakes July 26. Developed by 
Arch Kingsley in Camden, Show Court 


is owned by Florence, S.C., resident 
Mark Buyck. This 8-year-old gelding 
won the 2 1 /i6-mile test by VA lengths. 

Coal Front extended his unbeaten 
streak to three in capturing the 
Amsterdam Stakes-G2 at Saratoga July 
29. This 3-year-old colt wired the field, 
winning by 1 Vi lengths. Coal Front came 
up under the watchful eye of Kip Elser at 
Kirkwood Stables. 

Stellar Wind has now won three 
Grade 1 stakes this year in three starts, 
hitting the wire first in the Clement L. 
Hirsch at Del Mar July 30. This mare, 
who went through the breaking process 
at Franklin “Goree” Smith’s Elloree 
Training Center, has nine stakes wins in 
only 15 career starts. While engaged in a 
stretch long duel, Stellar Wind beat her 
nemesis Vale Dori (Arg) by a neck on 
the wire. 

In the Grade 1 Shuvee Stakes July 30 
at Saratoga, Paid Up Subscriber looked 
like Secretariat leaving the field behind, 
crossing the finish line 32 Vi lengths in 
front. This mare is also a product of the 
Elloree Training Center. 

The 10-year-old gelding Two Notch 
Road, broke and trained by Glenn 
Thompson who spends his winters in 
Aiken, proved best in the Meadow 
Stable Stakes at Laurel Park Aug. 5. 

Fifth early on, he came five-wide into 
the stretch and got up in the final strides 
to win by a head. 

Also Aug. 5, Zennor, who was 
prepared for his racing career by Tim 
Jones of the Darley operation in Aiken, 
gained his third straight victory in the 
Fasig-Tipton Lure Stakes, his black-type 
debut. Always prominent, he showed his 
will to win in the stretch by crossing the 
wire a length in front. 

The 5 th of August was a productive 
day as Spring Quality won his stakes 
debut in the Robellino at Penn 
National. Another graduate of Travis 


Durr’s program, this gelding was last 
with a quarter mile to run. He circled 
the field in the stretch with a furious 
rush and won by a neck in a three-horse 
photo. 

Modern has won three stakes in 
his last four starts at Hastings Park, 
the latest the Pacific Customs Brokers 
Classic Aug. 7. The 7-year-old gelding 
who learned his early lessons from Tim 
Jones in Aiken led gate-to-wire but it 
was not easy. Challenged late, he kept 
his nose in front at the wire. 

“Goree” Smith’s former student, Just 
Howard, notched his third straight win 
and second straight stakes in the Find 
at Laurel Park Aug. 19. Hard-ridden 
through the stretch, he would not be 
denied, scoring by a neck. 

Bill Simpson loses 
cancer battle 

Bill Simpson, chairman and CEO 
of the Aiken Training Center, lost 
his lengthy and courageous battle 
with cancer July 28. Raised in Aiken, 
Simpson raced under his Dunbarton 
Stable banner, named after the 
neighborhood where he grew up. 

Cary Frommer, who trained for the 
Simpsons, described Bill: “Everybody he 
met, he looked at with an open mind, 
and he tried his best to help whenever 
he could. He wanted to do what was 
right for his horses and for the people 
who worked with his horses. I can’t say 
enough good things about him.” 

Cot Campbell, president of Dogwood 
Stable, said Bill Simpson, “was a brave 
man and I had great admiration for him. 
I think for him to take on the Training 
Track and throw himself into that while 
he was sick was just the epitome of 
courage.” 

After serving in Vietnam as a 
combat medic, Simpson graduated from 
Harvard. He then began his professional 
career as an executive in the health 
care industry. A strong supporter of 
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the Aiken Trials, Simpson’s Friscan in 2014- Donaghy won a race last yean industry over the years and he will be 

competed three years in a row. He also Bill Simpson has been a significant missed, 

won races with Ascauga and Stonebrier contributor to the South Carolina horse

A line in the poem, "Death of 

the Hired Man" by Robert Frost 
states: "Home is the place 
where, when you have to go there, 
they have to take you in." 

In the case of Hollywood Casino 
at Charles Town Races announcer 
Paul Espinosa Jr., a more accurate 
assessment would read, "This is my 
home and I am blessed to live and 
work within a stone's throw of where 
I grew up." 

Paul is a fourth-generation equine 
personality, and the name Espinosa 
is synonymous with Thoroughbred 
racing in Jefferson County. For 
the churchgoing clan it would be 
sacrilegious for young Paul to not 
follow in the time-honored tradition 
established by his grandfather, Victor 
Espinosa. 

From making morning sports 
announcements at Jefferson Senior 
High School to a thriving career with 


WHAG Channel 25 News, Paul credits 
revered race caller Tom Durkin with 
his irresistible impulse to engage in his 
present day occupation. 

"Always an avid sports fan, 
particularly horse racing, I was 
listening to the 2001 call of the 
Kentucky Derby by Mr. Durkin, when 
instantaneously goosebumps arose 
on my arms and a chill went up my 
spine as Monarches swept to victory 
in the Run for the Roses." 

Paul's desire to explore this unique 
profession was further fueled after 
a brief unfulfilled stint at selling real 
estate in Lexington, Ky. 

"I may have been in the heart 
of the bluegrass state, but my own 
heart wasn't passionate about this 
temporary career choice." 

During a down period Paul was 
Tweeting some friends when he 
learned of an ad for "America's Next 
Race Caller" contest. 


"I thought nothing ventured, 
nothing gained, thus I submitted a 
tape where you had to reproduce 
the 2014 race call of American 
Pharoah in the Del Mar Futurity." 

Paul put his mic where his mouth 
was, and while performing in front 
of a panel of esteemed judges 
comprised of Trevor Denman, 

Travis Stone and Vic Stauffer, the 
hometown kid from Jefferson County 
emerged victorious. 

"The stars aligned and here I am. 
Every race day I climb the stairs to 
my booth, grasp the microphone 
and broadcast the Charles Town 
Races product nationwide." 

Now entering its 31 st year, the 
West Virginia Breeders Classics is 
the "Night of Champions" for local 
owners, trainers, and especially 
breeders. 

This year the gala event and the 
premier night of fall racing will be 
held on Saturday, Oct. 14. 

As always, the Classic and 
Cavada highlight the program 
which has a first post of 7 pm. 

"West Virginia pedigrees are 
some of the finest in the Mid-Atlantic 
region and this year I will be the first 
West Virginia-bred to call the West 
Virginia Breeders Classic," Paul said.

Dionysus' Chalice, a son of Fiber 
Sonde out of Athena Grand (by 
Civilisation) knew he had some big 
shoes to fill being a half-brother to 
the talented Poseidon's Prize. 

Under the guiding hands of 
trainer Ollie Figgins III, he borrowed 
a page from Poseidon's Prize's 
playbook and confidently 
extinguished his opposition in his first 
start.

West Virginia Division of Tourism 

(3-year-old fillies): 

In horse racing, it is rare to 
discover the qualities of speed, 
stamina and size within a single 
individual, but Moonlit Song, the 
recent winner of the Sylvia Bishop 
Memorial, handily boasts all three 
characteristics. 

The winner of 7 of 10 races is 
owned by Grams Racing Stable, 
trained by Tim Grams and was bred 
by Tim and Judy Grams. 

"Prior to last night's stake I 
considered this division as up for 
grabs, but the way Moonlit Song 
(Fiber Sonde out of Malibu Kitten, 
Parker's Storm Cat) finished off her 
competition, she is undoubtedly the 
real deal." 


West Virginia Lottery 
(3-year-old males): 

Trainer Mike Sterling may not be 
a household name in the record 
books, but rest assured given a 
loaded weapon Mike knows how 
to pull the trigger with extreme 
accuracy. The veteran conditioner 
is also the owner and breeder of 
Unrideabull, a maverick son of 
Bullsbay—And Nobody Knows, by 
Colonial Affair. 

In six career races, Unrideabull 
has registered four wins, including 
scores in the Henry Mercer Memorial 
at 2, and most recently, the Robert G. 
Leavitt Stakes. 

"This horse's body of work is 
impressive. At the time of this story, I 
would label him as the cream of the 
crop." 

West Virginia Dash for Cash 
(3-year-olds and up): 

Always a fan favorite, this race 
epitomizes the alacrity inherent in 
many of our home town runners. At 
this abbreviated distance the start is 
the critical component for success. 

Jockeys know there is no room for 
error, which adds to the pressure to 
deliver a masterful performance. 

"Being a consummate 
Baltimore Orioles fan affords me 
the opportunity to make my top 
pick here Eutaw Street. The lightly- 
campaigned son of Great Notion 
out of Ridden Out (third in last year's 
Dash for Cash) appears stronger 
than any of his classmates." 

West Virginia Thoroughbred 
Breeders Onion Juice 
(3-year-olds and up): 

This field features a veteran group 
of horses with many similarities. Paul 
and I label the 7-furlong contest as a 
smorgasbord of natural ability. 

He mentions three horses that 
strike a chord with him over the last 
few months: Hear the Chatter, a 
son of Mass Media out of Stefani's 
Surprise; Help a Brother (Windsor 
Castle—Kom Kim Lass); and Lucy's 
Bob Boy (Flatter—Love for Lucy). 

Morning line favoritism could be 
in the vicinity of 3-1. There is "gold in 
dem' der' hills" if you can unlock the 
handicapping puzzle. 

West Virginia Cavada 
(3-year-olds and up, 
fillies and mares): 

"Another classically wide-open 
race with tremendous anticipation 
due to the profitable purse. The 


Sylvia Bishop will determine which 
3-year-old fillies make the transition 
to face older rivals, while division 
stalwarts Spa Creek, a 7-year-old 
daughter of Smoke Glacken out of 
Rutledge Dancer; and 4-year-old 
Romantic Cork (Denis of Cork out of 
Romantic Twist) wait patiently to see 
who aspires to lofty expectations." 

Most of the older fillies and mares 
are well acquainted with each other 
and factors such as track condition 
and track bias could considerably 
help identify our final choice. 

West Virginia Breeders Classic 

(3-year-olds and up): 

"This is a very interesting race 
and it appears to be Charitable 
Annuity's to win or lose; however in 
his most recent effort he did look 
very mortal." 

Paul's assessment of the 5-year- 
old son of Charitable Man out of the 
Luftikus mare Early Annuity mirrors 
my own judgment in a race that 
has year-end ramifications for West 
Virginia's Horse of the Year. 

Someone's mantle or trophy 
case has an open spot for Charles 
Town's flagship race and Paul thinks 
it could be Start Line (Jump Start- 
Silver Buckle) rounding into peak 
form for trainer Tim Grams, or Ellie's Lil 
Man (Windsor Castle—Ellie Martin) 
competing for the legendary Taylor 
Mountain Farm of James W. Casey. 

West Virginia Distaff 

(3-year-olds and up, 

fillies and mares): 

This is the female attempt to 
answer the quest for first-class three- 
turn racing in the fall. It is hard to 
characterize the impact of this 
race due to the limited number 
of distance races on the stakes 
calendar. Some say you can train 
a horse to go a classic route of 
ground, while others prefer to hope. 

Last year's race was won by Spa 
Creek for trainer Jeff Runco. This year 
we'll see if her connections opt for a 
repeat or lean towards more money 
in the Cavada.

Fall Championship Season swings 


into high gear with rich stakes races

The National Steeplechase Association’s Fall 
Championship Season kicks into high gear in 
October with major stakes races that will go a long 
way toward determining the year-end champions. 

Heading the schedule is the Far Hills Races, 
whose $800,000 in purses is the largest ever 
offered by a race meet. Its 97th running is 
scheduled for Oct. 21 in central New Jersey. 

Far Hills’ signature race, the $400,000 Grand 
National (Gr. 1), will play a significant role in 
deciding both the Lonesome Glory Champions 
Award and the Eclipse Award. 

Far Hills also will stage the $125,000 Foxbrook 
Champion Hurdle for novices and the $75,000 
Peapack Stakes for fillies and mares.The 2 172- 
mile Foxbrook will be the richest race ever offered 
for novices. 

The International Gold Cup a week later will 
offer $395,000 in purses at Great Meadow Race 
Course in The Plains, Va. 

The 80th International Gold Cup will play 
a big role in determining the year’s timber 
championship. The 3 1/2-mile International Gold 
Cup offers a $75,000 purse. 

Also on tap is the $75,000 David L. “Zeke” 
Ferguson Memorial (Gr. 2) over hurdles at a 2 
1/8-mile distance. The rich Virginia meet also will 
offer flat races on its varied program. 

Two Oct. 14 stakes will play a role in 
determining the timber front-runner going into 
the International Gold Cup and November timber 
stakes. 

Virginia Fall will offer the $40,000 National 
Sporting Library & Museum Cup over timber, 
and the $30,000 Genesee Valley Hunt Cup will be 
run in western New York. The National Sporting 
Library & Museum Cup will be run at 3 1/4 
miles, and the Genesee Valley Hunt Cup will be 


at 3 1/2 miles. 

Also on the Virginia Fall program is a 
new race, the $50,000 Randolph D. Rouse 
Memorial, a handicap hurdle. The race, limited 
to horses who have not won a stakes race, 
honors Randy Rouse, a former NS A president 
and a leader in Virginia jump racing who died 


in April at age 100. 

Sharing the Oct. 28 date with the International 
Gold Cup is the Aiken Fall Steeplechase in South 
Carolina. 

Its feature will be the $20,000 Budweiser 
Holiday Cup, a ratings handicap at 2 1/4 miles 
over National Fences.

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Looking Back 


10years ago 

I Monmouth Park was applying the fin¬ 
ishing touches for its historic hosting of 
the Breeders’ Cup, a first for the region, 
which included $30 million in renovations. 
Mid-Atlantic Thoroughbreds New Jersey 
correspondant Ryan Goldberg checked 
in with the track’s general manager, Bob 
Kulina, about preparations, and the antici¬ 
pation, for the event to be held over a 
special four-day meet in late October. 

When asked if it was starting to sink in 
about the enormity of the event, Kulina 
said: ‘fit’s starting to now. When you can’t 
get rooms or every restaurant is booked. 
When we did the economic study, there’s 
a minimum of $55, $60 million, and most 
of it will be in Monmouth County, cen¬ 
tral and northern New Jersey. It’s a big 
deal for the state. It’s a huge deal for the 
local economy. . . It’s a great way for New 
Jersey to showcase what New Jersey is. . .” 
I Any Given Saturday drew away from 
Hard Spun and Preakness winner Curlin 
to win Monmouth’s $1 million Haskell 
by 4Vi lengths. Curlin was the first classic 
winner to line up for the race since Funny 
Cide (who also finished third) four years 
earlier. 


25years ago 

I Jeanne Begg no longer kept more than 
two broodmares, yet was the breeder of 
three 1992 stakes winners off her Roe- 
down Farm in Davidsonville, Md. 

It was just the latest chapter in a fas¬ 
cinating life for Begg, whose experiences 
included being knighted by the queen 
of her native Holland for her service to 
her country during World War II, and 
being the first woman to work as a press 
photographer for the Hearst newspaper 
syndicate. She didn’t purchase her first 
Thoroughbred until 1971, when she went 
into partnership with neighbor Fendall 
Clagett, and then didn’t tell her late hus¬ 
band, motion picture industry pioneer 
and Oscar winner John Murray Begg, for 
more than a year. 

The Beggs had early success and 
expanded their horse holdings while never 
spending much on purchases. Such was 
the case with the Cyane mare Tango in 
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Any Given Saturday (center) defeats Hard Spun (right) 
and Preakness winner Curlin (left) in the 2007 Haskell. 


Pennsylvania-bred Hard Spun returned 
three weeks later and recorded his first 
Grade 1 win in Saratoga’s 7-furlong King’s 
Bishop Stakes. Owned by Rick Porter and 
trained by Larry Jones, the Danzig colt 
pushed his earnings to just shy of $1.4 
million in 11 starts. His record included a 
second in the Kentucky Derby and third 
in the Preakness. 

1 The summer meet at Monmouth was 
an added attraction for horses aiming for 
the Breeders’ Cup. California-based Jerry 
Hollendorfer shipped 4-year-old filly Hys- 
tericalady to New Jersey for the first time, 
and came away with a win in the Grade 

2 Molly Pitcher. Monmouth Park-based 


trainer Eddie Plesa Jr. sent 
out Gottcha Gold to a vic¬ 
tory in the Philip H. Iselin 
Stakes-G3, which reinforced 
his Breeders’ Cup goal. And 
Ken and Sarah Ramsey’s 
homebred Talent Search, 
trained locally by Mark Shu¬ 
man, earned a shot at the 
Breeders’ Cup Sprint with a 
score in the Teddy Drone. 

A ll three started in the 
Breeders' Cup , and while they 
didn't win, they performed 
admirably. Hystericalady finished 
second by a neck to Ginger Punch in the Grade 1 
Distaff; Gottcha Gold was second to Corinthian 
in the first running of the Dirt Mile; and Talent 
Search was third behind Midnight Tute in the 
Sprint. 

I Brereton Jones’ 2-year-old homebred 
filly Proud Spell, based at Delaware Park 
with trainer Larry Jones, remained unde¬ 
feated in two starts with her victory in the 
White Clay Creek Stakes. 

Next up were graded stakes for the daughter 
of Proud Citizen—a win in Belmont's Matron 
Stakes-G2 and a second to Indian Blessing in the 
Breeders' Cup fuvenile Fillies-GI. The next year 
she earned an Eclipse Award as the nation's top 
3year-oldfiilly.

Paris, purchased privately from Eddie 
Gaudet in the mid-1970s. Tango in Paris 
became a solid producer and a founda¬ 
tion mare, and was the dam of Royal 
Tango (by Princely Pleasure), who in turn 
produced the stakes-winning half-sisters 
Silver Tango and Sentimental Tango. Begg 
was also the breeder of multiple stakes 
winner Fighting Notion, out of The Way 
We Were, a mare she no longer owned. 

The other mare in residence at Roedown 
was fust Gorgeous ; also a daughter of Princely 
Pleasure. At the time of the story\ she had a 


yearling filly by Caveat whom Begg sold as a 
yearling for $11,000. Thatfiilly was stakes 
winner Bold and Gorgeous. 

I West Virginia’s Dale Baird became 
the first Thoroughbred trainer in North 
America to reach 6,000 wins, hitting the 
mark with Irish Laser at Mountaineer Aug. 
13, 1992. He saddled his first winner at 
Ellis Park 31 years earlier. 

I Bert and Diana Firestone’s homebred 
3-year-old Irish River (Fr) colt Paradise 
Creek got his first stakes win in Saratoga’s 
National Museum of Racing Hall of 
Fame Stakes-G2. It was the Virginia-bred’s 
fourth win in four turf starts—in his only 
main track attempt he finished a well 
beaten fourth in the Grade 1 Hopeful the 
previous summer. 

I Centennial Farm’s Rubiano, a leading 
candidate for champion sprinter, became 
racing’s newest millionaire with a victory 
in the Forego Handicap-G2 at Saratoga. 
Giving weight to each of his seven rivals, 
the Virginia-bred won impressively by 3% 
lengths over a sloppy track. 




50years ago 

I Ten of Maryland’s best known horse 
breeding farms were opening their 
doors to a tour sponsored jointly by the 
Maryland Horse Breeders Association 
and Laurel Race Course. Among the 
farms was Alfred Vanderbilt’s Sagamore 
Farm, home to the world’s most valuable 
stallion, Native Dancer, and Allaire 
duPont’s Woodstock Farm, where the 
world’s leading earner, Kelso, would be 
exhibited. Ticket sales would benefit the 
Johns Hopkins Equine Research Center.

Maryland Governor Spiro Agnew 
declared the day in October “Maryland 
Horse Breeding Farm Day,” cited 
Maryland as “one of the great horse 
breeding states,” and presented a 
proclamation to MHBA president 
Dr. Robert Leonard and Laurel 
president John Schapiro. 

I Barbara Obre’s Merryland Farm was 
also on the tour, and visitors would be 
able to observe every stage of a Thor¬ 
oughbred’s career. A recent visit by editor 
Snowden Carter noted: “Horses were

being trained at the track by [former 
steeplechase jockey] Kenny Field, brood¬ 
mares grazed nearby with their foals, and 
stallions stood in their stalls. . .” 

Among the horses in training at the 
farm was Obre’s multiple stakes-winning 
3-year-old Road At Sea, who over a three- 
week span won Atlantic City’s Ventnor 
and Boardwalk Handicaps. 

Heading the four-horse stallion roster 
was $436,000-earner Knightly Manner, a 
son of Round Table who had just com¬ 
pleted his first year at stud. 

I Big Brave, an imposing son of *Turn- 
to out of the *Princequillo mare Sequoia 
who had shown considerable promise as 
a 2-year-old but was injured in his second 
start, was off to a quick start as a sire. 
Standing at Country Life Farm in Bel 
Air, Md., the 7-year-old stallion had five 
starters in his first crop of 13 2-year-olds, 
and all were winners, including English 
stakes winner Wing Commander. Bred in 
Maryland by James B. Watriss, Wing Com¬ 
mander captured the Granville Stakes at 
Ascot in July. 

I The two-day Eastern Fall Sale was a 
record-breaking success. For the first time 
in its seven-year history, the Maryland 
sale achieved a higher yearling average 
than the Keeneland Fall Sales ($4,472 to 
$3,905). The top price was $45,000 for a 


son of Native Dancer 
consigned by Edgar M. 
Lucas. 

There was a controversy 
in regard to the sales top¬ 
per, as it was disclosed that 
the winning bidder misled 
the sales company as to who 
was paying for the colt. The 
issue was resolved when the 
underbidder, Mrs. Robert 
Smith, stepped up and paid 
$40,000. 

■ It didn’t take 
long. One month after Sagamore Farm 
advertised it was accepting bookings 
for Native Dancer and Restless Native 
for the upcoming breeding season, the 
two stallions were booked full—Restless 
Native for $1,500 live foal, with a $300 
non-refundable fee due with the signed 
contract, and Native Dancer, the most 
expensive stallion in the world at $20,000, 
with a $4,000 non-refundable booking fee.

I William Brann’s Vincentive won 
Laurel’s Maryland Futurity by daylight. 
The *Challenger II colt, with George 
Woolf up, appeared on the cover of the 
magazine. 

1 /incentive was the third son of *Challenger

Alfred G. Vanderbilt nominated 27. The 
leading sire was Vanderbilt’s Discovery, 
with 13 fillies represented. Because of 
the futurity conditions, the Selima was 
annually the richest stakes for 2-year-old 
fillies in the country.

But 
eadi of them must meet certain specified 
requirements in order to qualify as 
starters. 

To be eligible for the Maryland 
Million, a horse must be sired by a stallion 
who stands in Maryland. And that stallion 
must, himself, be nominated to the 
Maryland Million. The fee to nominate 
a stallion to the Maryland Million is an 
amount equal to the stallion’s stud fee. 

To remain eligible, a stallion must be 
renominated every year. 

From the launch of the program in 
1985 until the breeding season of 2007 
(foals of 2008), owners nominated their 
foals to the Maryland Million. And once 
nominated, a horse would be eligible to 
compete throughout his or her racing 
career. 

Starting with the 2008 breeding 
season (2009 foals), foals no longer need 
to be nominated-they are automatically 
certified to run as long as their sire was 
nominated to the Maryland Million in 
the year they were conceived. 

In 2015, in an attempt to increase 
field size, registered Maryland-breds not 
Maryland-sired were able to enter Mary¬ 
land Million races, only if the race did 
not fill with six Maryland Million eligible 
horses. 

Nominator awards, totaling 10 percent 
of the purse for each race, will continue 
to be paid to the original foal nominators 
prior to the crop of 2009, and to stallion 
nominators for all runners. The amount is 
divided 2 percent to first; 1.5 percent to 
second; 1 percent to third; and .5 percent 
to fourth. 
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Often these awards come several years 
down the road, after a race horse is no 
longer owned by the individual who paid 
the nomination fee. 

Although most Maryland Million 
starters are Maryland-breds, a horse need 
not be a Maryland-bred in order to com¬ 
pete in these events. A horse is bred in the 
state in which he is foaled. 

Twelve other states and Canada have 
been represented in the 31 Maryland 
Million runnings to date. Horses bred 
in Arkansas, Florida, Illinois, Kentucky, 
Massachusetts, Nebraska, New Jersey, 
New York, North Carolina, Pennsylvania, 
Virginia and West Virginia have gone to 
the post. 

Winners have come from a total of 
eight states and Canada. Eighty of the 
328 events have gone to horses bred out¬ 
side of Maryland. 

The scorecard for out-of-state win¬ 
ners reads: Pennsylvania-breds (30), 
Kentucky-breds (13), New Jersey-breds 
(12), Virginia-breds (12), Canadian-breds 
(3), Florida-breds (3), New York-breds (3), 
West Virginia-breds (2). 

Maryland-breds have won 248 of the 
328 events (76 percent). 

Ratios have varied from year to year. 
On the inaugural Maryland Million Day 
in 1986, only three Maryland-breds won. 
The following year, they accounted for 
eight of the nine races. In ’93, for the 
first time ever, Maryland-breds swept 
the program—a feat duplicated in 1997, 
2000 and 2015. 

Maryland-breds have fared especially 
well in the featured Maryland Million 
Classic, taking 24 of the 31 runnings. 
Only Kentucky-bred Herat, who starred 
in the first running, New Jersey-breds 
Frugal Doc (1996) and Cuba (2008) 
and Pennsylvania-breds Sumerset 
(2001), Docent (2002, 2003) and 
Presidentialaffair (2004), were foaled 
outside Maryland borders. Victorious

T ne Maryland Million Ltd. Board of Directors voted in 2013 
to give an Unsung Hero Award annually in honor of Joe 
Kelly. Joe was the first and only publicist for the Jim McKay 
Maryland Million Day racing program. As a close friend of founder 
Jim McKay, Kelly was involved from the introduction of the concept 
in 1985 until his death in 2012. He was a mentor to writers, horsemen 
and fans alike, and loved our sport from his early days as a sports 
writer.

Success story carries 
on at Murmur Farm 

New stallion Blofeld promises 
a new chapter as Million Day arrives

A purveyor of promises, the 
shrewd arid daring stud farm 
owner doJs more than conjure 
ways to turn a brown, gray or 
black stallion into gold. She 
hunts for prospects others 
snub. She fancies the buzz 
Hollywood can summon. She 
embodies the land, giving and 
evergreen, even without the 
man whose dream she shared. 

Following runaway success with stal¬ 
lions Norquestor and Deerhound, Audrey 
Murray and husband Allen spent $150,000 
on beleaguered stud Our Emblem in 
autumn 2001 and sold him seven months 
later for more than $10 million. In 2004, 
makers of the cinematic blockbuster xXx: 
State of the Union descended upon their 
Murmur Farm and blew the doors off 
the bank barn. In 2013, following Allen’s 
passing, Audrey’s three adult offspring 
reminded her that women near 80 do well 
to rest occasionally. 

“The children felt like I should really 
wind down,” Audrey said, sitting, remark¬ 
ably, for nearly two hours in her tidy 
19th-century stone home. “And then I saw 
Blofeld.” 


Such are the gifts of idle moments: 
Audrey leafed through pages of stallion 
prospects and spied 5-year-old graded 
stakes winner Blofeld, a Kentucky blue- 
blood. Sons Kent and Stuart Murray and 
daughter Carolyn Murray Berger gathered 
at Murmur one summer Sunday, consid¬ 
ered Blofeld’s pedigree and precocity and 
softened their pleas that mom retire so 
soon. 

Audrey had pondered a fifth stallion 
after 24-year-old Louis Quatorze, 

Murmur’s most accomplished stud, 
gamboled down a hilly paddock one day 
last February, a typically merry jaunt 
doused by a fatal heart attack. The 1996 
Preakness-Gl star had stood in Kentucky 
and Argentina before the Murrays landed 
and syndicated him without bother in 
2003. Maryland’s Stallion of the Year in 
2005, Louis Quatorze sired some 600 
winners; his 40 stakes heroes featured five 
in the Jim McKay Maryland Million. 

They buried him atop a pastured hill, by 
the stud barn he enlivened. 

His loss left Murmur with aging stal¬ 
lions Petionville (by Seeking the Gold), 
who stood for $5,000 and covered a 
farm-leading 12 mares this year at age 25; 
Scipion ($2,500), a 15-year-old A.P. Indy 
bay with two Maryland Million winners 
and 2017 Nursery candidate Cheese On; 
Cherokee’s Boy ($2,000), a 17-year-old 
Citidancer who snared 14 stakes and

more than $ 1 million and fathered a Mil¬ 
lion winner in 2010; and Hangover Kid 
($2,500), a Lemon Drop Kid 9-year-old 
whose first foals arrived this year. 

Without Louis Quatorze, Audrey said, 
Murmur’s output remained slack in the re¬ 
cession’s shadow: Where the farm delivered 
60 or more foals a season some two decades 
back, the self-described “Thoroughbred 
nursery” welcomed 26 arrivals this year. 

“If I was gonna keep going,” Audrey said 
undramatically, “I needed new blood.” 

What she found in print and flesh 
compelled another of the fearless acquisi¬ 
tions that has defined Murmur Farm, and 
rewarded it. 

Blofeld’s father, Quality Road, and 
mother, Storm Cat-sired stakes winner 
Storm Minstrel, were bred and raced by 
Ned Evans, the eminent Virginia horseman 
who died in 2010. Quality Road, standing 
for $35,000 at Lane’s End in Kentucky, 
became the nation’s leading third-crop sire 
last year and has burnished his status in 
2017 with daughters Abel Tasman, one of 
the nation’s foremost 3-year-old fillies, and 
Pennsylvania-bred Illuminant, a graded 
stakes winner again at 5. Of Storm Min¬ 
strel’s seven foals, five have won; Blofeld, 


twice a Grade 2 winner at 2 and once at 4, 
leads his siblings with $745,420 earned. 

Inquiries received, travel plans made, 
Audrey and son Kent flew to Kentucky to 
inspect Blofeld and returned the same day 
vivified by the gray. 

“I thought he’s a very well-put-together 
horse,” said Kent, a director of Maryland 
Million Ltd. and the Maryland Horse 
Breeders Association. “He had a strong 
shoulder. He had a longer back than we 
normally buy, but I liked that.” 

“So did ‘Louie’ [Quatorze],” Audrey 
said. “We made out very well with Louie, 
and I thought Blofeld looked like that - a 
nice individual. And the interesting thing 
is, after looking at him, we rode over and 
looked at Quality Road, his sire. And the 
conformation, everything, is exactly the 
same. This has got to be a good thing. 

He’s very correct. And I felt like there are 
not any Quality Roads in Maryland. So I 
thought [Blofeld] would be a great fit.” 

Terms confirmed and money wired, 
Blofeld arrived at Murmur in July and will 
engage stud duty when the 2018 breeding 
season opens mid-February. And so the 
process tests anew the breeder’s vision and 
patience: Blofeld’s first foals, Maryland 
Million eligible, would race in 2021. 


Audrey said she’s considering a $4,000 
stud fee with plans for standard syndica¬ 
tion, 40 shares. The farm typically retains 
10 shares, a custom Allen started. 

Since 1988, when the Murrays moved 
from Aberdeen to the Darlington spread 
then called Ardmore Farm and owned by 
two-time Belmont Stakes-winning trainer 
Tom Barry, stallion acquisitions have 
beautified both property and ledger. Sure, 
certain of those deals teased resolve and 
jangled nerves; then again, so did the farm 
purchase itself. 

Allen once told a reporter he and Au¬ 
drey had courted a hundred farms before 
embracing Ardmore, trimmed along the 
western cusp of Susquehanna State Park 
in Harford County. Audrey, horse-loving 
daughter of an Aberdeen dairy-cow farmer, 
drove the search. 

“I always loved Darlington, and I want¬ 
ed to live here,” she said. “Our old house 
was pretty close to the road, and we had so 
many animals - pets - that were hit by cars 
or something. So I wanted a house back off 
the road. And I loved bank barns... 

I said, ‘Oh, man, this is the place!’ 

“Allen kept saying, c We can’t afford it.’ It 
wasn’t for sale, but I knew Tom Barry had 
died, and [his wife] was not a horseman. I 
Maryland Million 2017 
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said, ‘Allen, we’re buying this farm. We’ve 
got to talk her into it.’ And [Allen] was so 
worried about it. And two years later, we 
spent more money buying Norquestor.” 

How a drink or two can make folks 
happy. At a 1990 cocktail party in New 
Jersey, the Murrays queried horse-training 
pal Sonny Hine on potential stallions. 

Hine mentioned Norquestor, who’d won 
the Grade 1 Pegasus Handicap at Meadow- 
lands a year earlier but remained in train¬ 
ing. The Murrays inspected Norquestor 
trackside the next morning and confirmed 
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their interest, and Hine consulted owner 
Scott Savin regarding options. 

Savin said he would race Norquestor 
through November and allow the Murrays 
essentially to finance the stallion follow¬ 
ing a 20-share down payment. The creative 
deal helped the Murrays preserve working 
capital, even at a cost of $600,000. 

Bred in Canada by Windfields Farm 
and sired by champion Conquistador 
Cielo, Norquestor quickly became a 
dynamic and popular Maryland stud. 

From his first racing crop in 1994 to his 


early death in 1999 from bone-infection 
complications, Norquestor fathered some 
30 stakes runners and five Maryland 
Million winners. In 1998, his stud fee 
$5,000, he covered 92 mares. 

With Norquestor s ascent, the Mur¬ 
rays built a new stud barn atop a hill with 
sweeping vistas, and soon the views grew 
richer. In 1993, Allen and Audrey had gam¬ 
bled on an unproven stallion, Deerhound, 
a Kentucky-bred son of Danzig who’d 
fetched $1.75 million as a yearling and 
raced only five times, never beyond allow¬ 
ance company. Most salient to the Murrays, 
he brought a striking female line. 

His dam, Lassie Dear, had won a graded 
stakes and produced both European star 
Wolfhound (by Nureyev) and $400,000 
earner Weekend Surprise (Secretariat), dam 
of the incomparable A.P. Indy. In step and 
inspired, the Murrays added Deerhound to 
the roster. 

He began standing at Murmur for 
$2,500 in 1993 and drew the national spot¬ 
light with his second crop when Countess 
Diana won the Breeders’ Cup Juvenile 
Fillies-G1 and, eventually, a divisional title. 
Deerhound’s stud value soared overnight. 

The stakes raised, the offers mounting, 
Audrey and Allen tried to mull alternatives 
with calm disinterest. The coursing current, 
they concluded, fed the same pool of rea¬ 
son: that a 133-acre farm with all its varied 
functions and constant overhead presents a 
living creature ever ravenous. 

“It’s hungry,” said Kent, who grew up on 
the farm, worked it with his siblings, and 
grasped its costly appetite. 

“Kent knows very well,” Audrey said. 
“You need income. You need monthly 
income.” 

The Murrays sold Deerhound to 
Brookdale Farm in Kentucky. Neither side 
disclosed terms, but the Murrays subtly 
framed the scope of the windfall: For a 
$7,500 investment, they imparted, share¬ 
holders received $45,000, a six-fold return 
in four years’ time. 

With the proceeds, Allen and Audrey 
built a stunning addition off the kitchen, 
preserving the home’s colonial motif with 
brown ceiling beams dark and exposed, 
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knotty pinewood floors and period an¬ 
tiques. Airy, neat and cozy, the room extols 
a sporting life: framed racing photos and 
stakes trophies and equine bronzes and 
gifted crystal and commemorative drinking 
glasses and, on one wall, an unsigned oil 
painting depicting a solitary bay horse. 
Audrey said she bought it at a Saratoga 
Springs, N.Y., antique store, discovering 
later that esteemed artist Franklin Voss, 
uncle of recently enshrined Hall of Fame 
trainer Tom Voss, plied the brushstrokes. 

Turns out Audrey found a bargain. 
Imagine. 

Whether scholarship or luck, re¬ 
sourcefulness or destiny, the Murrays 
made thoughtful, often risky decisions on 
prospective studs and forged ahead. Deer¬ 
hound’s sale and Norquestor’s death sent 
them scouting anew. 

In the fall of2001, they arranged to 
visit Kentucky’s Claiborne Farm to inspect 
Our Emblem, a once-fashionable stallion 
since disfavored. Our Emblem had placed 
in many graded stakes without a victory, 
but the Murrays again eyed his pedigree, 
notably the bottom side. The son of Mr. 
Prospector was out of undefeated Hall of 
Famer Personal Ensign, Ogden Phipps’ 
homebred champion unbeaten in 13 starts 
and dam to three Grade 1 winners. 

The Murrays had plane tickets to Lex¬ 
ington, but the Sept. 11 terror attacks left 
Audrey loath to fly. They drove instead. 

“With Our Emblem, he was so well 
bred, Allen said, ‘He has to make a good 
broodmare sire,’ ” Audrey recounted. “And 
once we saw him, we really liked him.” 

They paid a reported $ 150,000. 

Like Louis Quatorze, Kent said, Our 
Emblem had a surfeit of unraced babies. 
“Yeah, it’s takin’ a risk,” he said. “But it’s ta- 
kin’ a risk with a lot of potential out there.” 

Potential investors proved skeptical, 
reflecting Our Emblem’s tarnished appeal. 
His first crop, 2-year-olds of2000, had 
yielded three winners. More alarmingly, his 
yearlings that had averaged nearly $58,000 
at auction in 1999 brought $9,000 in 2001. 

The Murrays priced Our Emblem at 
$7,500 a share, and found resistance. “I 
had a very hard time selling shares,” Audrey 
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said. “It was pretty hard to convince people 
to buy,” leaving the Murrays with a greater 
stake than planned. 

Our Emblem was breeding mares 
at Murmur in 2002 when his son, War 
Emblem, won the Illinois Derby-G2 in a 
pacesetting runaway. Suddenly, breeding 
interest bubbled. 

“We started getting calls to buy shares; 
people wanted to buy ’em for 75 hundred,” 
Audrey said. “And I said, ‘I’m not gonna 
sell any shares; we’re bein’ offered some 
money for this horse.’ ” 

Four Saturdays after War Emblem’s 
Illinois breakthrough, the Murrays hosted 
a Kentucky Derby party in the room Deer¬ 
hound built. Allen, Audrey said, spent the 
post parade making so many online wagers 
for guests he nearly missed the race. 

As he had at Sportsman’s Park, War 
Emblem sped to the Derby lead and held 
at 20-1. (Private Emblem, another Our 
Emblem runner, finished 14th.) The clubby 
room became a madhouse. 

“And then the phone started ringing, 
and it rang at all times,” Audrey said. “The 
Japanese called.” 

Our Emblem, Murmur’s chancy 
stallion standing for $4,000, now com¬ 
manded global interest. Big-money intrigue 
wrought a circus atmosphere, Audrey and 
Allen cast as the Flying Wallendas of the 


Thoroughbred-breeding world, performing 
a high-wire act with no safety net. 

How long could the show go on? For 
a racehorse, danger lurks everywhere: on 
the track, of course; along a shedrow, in a 
stall. Wise to existing perils and potential 
rewards, mindful that Our Emblem’s value 
was peaking but could yet strengthen, the 
Murrays gambled once more. They would 
keep Our Emblem through the Preakness, 
then reassess. 

Dueling out front much of the way, War 
Emblem shook free in the Pimlico stretch 
and barely held off fast-closing Maryland 
longshot Magic Weisner to win the Preak¬ 
ness. 

“We couldn’t sleep at night, trying 
to decide whether to sell him before the 
Belmont or wait,” Audrey said. “We didn’t 
know what to do.” 

Murmur, meantime, teemed with avid 
buyers keen to appraise Our Emblem. 
Breeding season still humming, on-the- 
spot offers swirling, Allen deemed a way 
to tame the chaos: The Murrays would sell 
Our Emblem through a silent auction - be¬ 
fore the Belmont. 

The winning offer: $10.1 million. 

“The next day, somebody called and 
said, ‘What’s your highest offer? I’ll top 
it; you sell me the horse,”’ Kent said. “And 
[Allen] said, ‘No. It’s over.’ ” 
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Again, the sale proved prescient. War 
Emblem stumbled leaving the Belmont 
starting gate, never made the lead and fin¬ 
ished eighth in his Triple Crown bid. 

“The scary thing was, we had sold the 
horse, but we had to keep him till the 
end of the breeding season,” Audrey said. 
“Every time you bred a mare, you hoped 
that he didn’t get hurt. But we had commit¬ 
ments. We had contracts.” 

(From the $10.1 million gross, Audrey 
said, Murmur had to pay off shareholders 
and claim the balance as income, not a 
capital gain, producing a massive tax bite.) 

Two years later, outsiders again began 
prowling about Murmur’s pastures. Sony 
Pictures had engaged production on the ac¬ 
tion film xXx: State of the Union, in which 
agent Darius Stone, played by Ice Cube, 
thwarts a coup attempt against the U.S. 
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president. The script depicting scenes on a 
Virginia farm, location managers sought an 
iconic setting - red barns and white fences, 
Murmur’s signature features. That the farm 
stood in Maryland mattered not. 

Crews arrived in September, post-breed¬ 
ing season, and rolled film for eight days. 
“They brought eight horses they wanted in 
the background,” Audrey said. “So we had 
to keep our stallions in for about a week 
because they used the stud fields.” 

Kent: “You could tell that the movie 
producers and all were a bunch of city 
folks, because they brought this whole 
trailer in for food, and they set it up in the 
neighbor’s field, but they set up close to 
their cow barn. So what do you think the 
scent was wafting about ? And the flies. But 
they didn’t know any better.”

Crew members dug holes in Murmur’s 
grassy fields from which black-clad com¬ 
mandos emerged, built fake fences about 
the property and a fake elevator inside the 
bank barn. They exploded a car as Darling¬ 
ton volunteer firefighters stood ready off 
set. 

For one sequence, carpenters used balsa 
wood to construct mock doors on the bank 
barn, then blew them off spectacularly, 
wood bits fluttering like wafers through 
dense gray smoke. Audrey said the farm 
incurred no damage or lingering effects, 
received money for the shoot and worth¬ 
while attention. 

“When you look at the movie,” Kent 
said, “it just looks so real.” 

“It was quite exciting,” Audrey said. 

She and Allen had a photo taken 
with Ice Cube, and one three years later 
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Neena Ewing (2)

alongside another distinguished performer: 
2007 Maryland Million Nursery winner 
Regal Solo. 

A Louis Quatorze homebred, Regal 
Solo debuted by delivering the Murrays’ 
first of three Million victories as owner. 

(Six years earlier, they’d bred Maryland 
Million Ladies winner Stal Quest, a Nor- 
questor filly bought as a yearling by Costas 
Triantafilos and trained by Dale Capuano.) 

Regal Solo’s score touched off a four- 
year Million Day spree for the Murrays, 
who followed with Sprint Handicap win¬ 
ner Celtic Innis (by Yarrow Brae) in 2008 
and Starter Handicap winner Amazin Sun 
(Louis Quatorze) in 2009. Then Regal Solo 
doubled his Maryland Million haul with a 
Classic win in 2010. 

Although the Murrays earned stallion 
and foal nominator awards for Regal Solo, 
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the fifth Million Day winner they bred, 
Alvin Lapidus grossed the $85,500 purse; 
through trainer Damon Dilodovico, Lapi¬ 
dus had claimed the gelding for $40,000 13 
months earlier. 

“It’s a big, publicized, well-known day, 
and everybody wants to win a Maryland 
Million race,” Audrey said. “I mean, not 
only the financial part, but the prestige and 
all the visibility. “ 

In the beginning, the Murrays con¬ 
sidered prestige and visibility distant side 
roads off a main thoroughfare. “Allen 
wanted to have broodmares and race¬ 
horses,” Audrey said. “That was his goal.” 

You might say theirs was a marriage 
made on horseback. They’d grown up 
riding and met as teenagers at horse shows 
and other equine competitions in and 
around Harford County. Audrey laughed 
as she footnoted an article that implied she 
and Allen finished 1-2 in the 1951 Havre 
de Grace Horse and Pony Club’s Question 
Bee, a horse-related trivia challenge hosted 
by exalted bloodstock man Humphrey 
Finney. Sixty-six years later, Audrey said, 
she thinks boys and girls competed sepa¬ 
rately. 

Audrey had landed a 12-year-old old 
cavalry horse, part Morgan maybe, with a 



numeric neck tattoo. She called him Prince 
Valiant, showed him, kept him until he 
died at 33. 

“He was a great horse for me,” she said, 
and talented beyond the obvious. 

“I was at a horse show, and, at lunch 
break, the judge came down and wanted 
to know if he could get on my horse. I 
thought, ‘This is weird.’ So, of course I said, 
yes. And he got on him and made him do 
things that I had no idea he could do: Go 
in a square, pivot around... But he had 
been a cavalryman, and so he knew.” 

Allen had exercised horses at Havre de 
Grace, and noted early the sport’s affluent 
upside. “He said the owners would come in 
in big, black Cadillacs,” Audrey said, “and 
he thought, ‘This is the business to be in.’ ” 

Audrey Rickey and Allen Murray 
remained committed to horses, and to one 
another. She became a Murray in 1955 and, 
to her dairy-farming dad’s dismay, teamed 
with Allen on an $800 purchase of the 
broodmare Rip-Fleet, in foal to heralded 
Maryland stallion Tuscany. Even then, the 
Murrays focused on their acquisition’s fe¬ 
male lineage: Rip-Fleet’s dam, Fleet Parade, 
was a daughter of Man o’ War. 

The Murrays sold Rip-Fleet’s yearling 
colt for $3,400 (the sales topper brought 
$6,000) and used the proceeds to buy their 
first farm, in Churchville. Allen consid¬ 
ered the Murray-Murray partnership and 
dubbed it Murmur. Audrey’s father saw the 
horse business in a new light. 

Allen tended the farm when he wasn’t 
at the Aberdeen Proving Grounds, working 
full-time as an electrical engineer. Audrey 
tended the farm when she wasn’t at the 
Proving Grounds, working as a secretary. 
She left that job with Kent’s birth in 1958. 

“We grew up on the farm,” said Kent, an 
electrical engineer and farm owner (Twin 
Oaks, in Aberdeen) like his dad. “Rode, 
broke horses, handled the studs for breed¬ 
ing, delivered foals. We did everything. In 
the beginning, we were the only help.” 

As the farm grew, the Murrays hired 
broodmare and foal manager Debbie 
Lusby-Teague in 1990 and stallion/farm 
manager Jose Macias in 1999; both remain. 
But the operation still runs leanly: Kent 
and Stuart handle accounting and tax-relat¬ 
ed paperwork, and Donna Murray, Kent’s 
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Audrey Murray and son Kent continue the success at Darlington's Murmur Farm. 


wife, manages the office and computer 
work. Beyond that, Audrey uses only two 
night watchmen during foaling season and 
hires other help as needs arise. 

Audrey said her daughter, Carolyn, 
plans to devote more time at Murmur 
following her recent retirement. Carolyn 
designed and maintains the website and 
wrote the farm’s management program. 

Murmur subsists as it always has: on 
stallions and boarders. What the Murrays 
profited through providential stallion 
transactions, they largely invested in home 
and farm. Make that farms: With Our 
Emblems windfall, they built Berkley Farm 
across the way in Darlington. 

“It was a cornfield,” Audrey said. “Allen 
designed it. He always wanted to build a 
racetrack.” 

But by 2013, farm revenues still stymied 
by the after-effects of a stubborn recession, 
the Murrays began to reassess Berkley’s 
costly purpose. On Aug. 12, 2013, Allen 
systematically plotted a dispersal plan. 

“The night before he passed away - and 
I didn’t realize this - he was working in 
his office until 10 o’clock,” Audrey said. 

“We felt like we had to sell it because the 
expenses were so great.” 

Kent: “He was inventorying everything 
that’s over there in preparation for the sale.” 

Edgar Allen Murray Jr. died the next day 
at 80. In his wallet, Audrey said, she found 
his exercise-boy’s card from the 1940s, 
when he worked for trainer P. Dalee Watts 
at Havre de Grace. 

Stephen Sinatra, a Connecticut-based 
cardiologist and Murray client, bought 
Berkley Farm and won the 2013 and T 6 
Million Classic with Admirals War Chest 
(by former Murmur sire Elusive Charlie). 

“That purchase was a relief to me,” 
Audrey said, “because I knew I couldn’t 
manage both farms.” 

Still, she steers and oversees all aspects 
of the Murmur operation, foaling mares, 
choreographing syndications, consult¬ 
ing veterinarians, purchasing equipment, 
eyeing improvements. And on an August 
morning disguised as June, she stood 
contorted at her front portico, washing the 
interior glass of a storm door as a reporter 
arrived. 

“I have grandkids,” she explained. 
Maryland Million 2017 


Wearing royal blue slacks, a print blouse 
and white summer sandals, Audrey told 
in level tones the Murmur story, even as 
she walked without strain the upslope 
to the stallion barn. Beyond it, Blofeld 
stood alone in a paddock corner, eyes fixed 
toward a thicket of leafy trees. 

Audrey said she’d retired Harp Innis, 
dam of the Murrays’ most prodigious rac¬ 
ing homebred, Celtic Innis. The $648,638 
earner, who won or placed in 20 stakes, 
now tramps a Murmur field with his dam. 
Audrey also pensioned broodmares Sonata 
(GB), dam of Regal Solo, and Fourth 


Quest, a $100,000-earner by Norquestor 
who never quite conveyed her racing talents. 

These retirements leave her 10 produc¬ 
ers and a notion to upgrade, given the Mur¬ 
rays’ tradition of pairing their mares with 
house stallions and racing the offspring. 
Thus Audrey plans a November trip to 
Kentucky to scout one or two broodmares 
to send to Blofeld. 

A purveyor of promises, the shrewd and 
daring stud farm owner conjures ways to 
turn a brown, gray or black stallion into 
gold. The right mare, Audrey figures, will 
bring out Blofeld’s true colors.

THE MARYLAND MILLION celebrates 
the stallions who stand in the state. Since 
the launch of the program in 1986, 232 
different Maryland stallions have been 
represerwed by at least one starter in 
the 31 Maryland Million runnings. 

And the program has always spread 
the wealth. In the first two years, the 18 
Maryland Million winners were sired by 
16 different stallions. That number has 
grown to 94 stallions with at least one 
winner.

His total number of wins increased to 33 
in 2016 with Devilish Love’s score in the 
Ladies. 

Stallions with their first winners in 
2016 were Bullsbay, sire of Nursery 
winner Greatbullsoffire; Etched, whose 
daughter Chapel of Chimes won the 
Distaff Starter; and Orientate, with Lassie 
winner Item in his first Maryland-sired 
crop.

The 25 winners of the Classic (four 
won the race twice, one three 
times) earned just shy of $16 million 
combined, for average earnings 
per runner of nearly $640,000. 

The impressive list is led by the 
1987 Classic winner Little Bold 
John, who captured a total of 25 
stakes during his 105-start career 
and earned $ 1,956,406.

(201 0-1 2) before the race was discontinued. 
But that didn't deter King T. Leatherbury's 
homebred star from other attempts-he 
competed four more years to tie In the Curl 
for the most starts, and finished close seconds 
in the Turf (2013, 14) and Sprint (2015). 
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La Reine's Terms made history as the 
oldest Maryland Million winner when 
he captured the 2005 Turf at age 1 0, 
which remains the record to this day. 


One of Maryland Millions most 
remarkable stories was played out 
in 2005 when La Reine's Terms , 
making his sixth Maryland Million 
appearance at the age of 10, 
captured his second Maryland 
Million Turf.
